AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending Order 1712, 
filed 11/4/81) 


WAC 388-96-010 TERMS. Unless the context 
clearly requires otherwise, the following terms shall have 
the meaning set forth in this section when used in this 
chapter. 

(1) "Accrual method of accounting" - A method of 
accounting in which revenues are reported in the period 
when earned, regardless of when collected, and expenses 
are reported in the period in which incurred, regardless 
of when paid. 

(2) "Allowable costs" - See WAC 388-96-501. 

(3) "Appraisal" — The process of establishing the fair 
market value or reconstructing the historical cost of an 
asset acquired in a past period as performed by an indi- 
vidual professionally designated either by the American 
institute of real estate appraisers as a member, appraisal 
institute (MAI), or by the society of real estate apprais- 
ers as a senior real estate analyst (SREA) or a senior 
real property appraiser (SRPA). Appraisal includes a 
systematic, analytic determination, the recording and 
analyzing of property facts, rights, investments, and val- 
ues based on a personal inspection and inventory of the 
property. 

(4) "Arm's-length transaction" — A transaction re- 
sulting from good-faith bargaining between a buyer and 
seller who are unrelated and have adverse bargaining 
positions in the market place. 

(5) "Assets" — Economic resources of the contractor, 
recognized and measured in conformity with generally 
accepted accounting principles. "Assets" also include 
certain deferred charges which are not resources but 
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which are recognized and measured in accordance with 
generally accepted accounting principles. 

(6) "Bad debts" — Amounts considered to be uncol- 
lectable from accounts and notes receivable. 

(7) 'Beds" — Unless otherwise specified, the number 
of set—up beds in the nursing home, not to exceed the 
number of licensed beds. Е 

(8) "Beneficial owner" — Any person who: 

(a) Directly or indirectly, through any contract, ar- 
rangement, understanding, relationship, or otherwise has 
or shares: 

(i) Voting power which includes the power to vote, or 
to direct the voting of such ownership interest; and/or 

(ii) Investment power which includes the power to 
dispose, or to direct the disposition of such ownership 
interest. 

(b) Directly or indirectly, creates or uses a trust, 
proxy, power of attorney, pooling arrangement, or any 
other contract, arrangement, or device with the purpose 
or effect of divesting himself or herself of beneficial 
ownership of an ownership interest or preventing the 
vesting of such beneficial ownership as part of a plan or 
scheme to evade the reporting requirements of this 
chapter. 

(c) Subject to subsection (2) of this section, has the 
right to acquire beneficial ownership of such ownership 
interest within sixty days, including but not limited to 
any right to acquire: 

(i) Through the exercise of any option, warrant, or 
right; 

(ii) Through the conversion of an ownership interest; 

(iv) Pursuant to the power to revoke a trust, discre- 
tionary account, or similar arrangement; or 

(v) Pursuant to the automatic termination of a trust, 
discretionary account, or similar arrangement; 

Except that, any person who acquires an ownership 
interest or power specified in subsection (3)(a), (b), or 
(c) of this section with the purpose or effect of changing 
or influencing the control of the contractor, or in con- 
nection with or as a participant in any transaction hav- 
ing such purpose or effect, immediately upon such 
acquisition shall be deemed to be the beneficial owner of 
the ownership interest which may be acquired through 
the exercise or conversion of such ownership interest or 
power. 

(d) Any person who in the ordinary course of business 
is a pledgee of ownership interest under a written pledge 
agreement shall not be deemed to be the beneficial own- 
er of such pledged ownership interest until the pledgee 
has taken all formal steps necessary which are required 
to declare a default and determines that the power to 
vote or to direct the vote or to dispose or to direct the 
disposition of such pledged ownership interest will be 
exercised: PROVIDED, That 

(i) The pledge agreement is bona fide and was not 
entered into with the purpose nor with the effect of 
changing or influencing the control of the contractor, 
nor in connection with any transaction having such pur- 
pose or effect, including persons meeting the conditions 
set forth in subsection (2) of this section; and 

(ii) The pledge agreement, prior to default, does not 
grant to the pledgee:

(A) The power to vote or direct or to direct the vote 
of the pledged ownership interest; or 

(B) The power to dispose or direct the disposition of 
the pledged ownership interest, other than the grant of 
such power(s) pursuant to a pledge agreement under 
which credit is extended and in which the pledgee is a 
broker or dealer. 

(9) "Capitalization" — The recording of an expendi- 
ture as an asset. 

(10) "Capitalized lease" — A lease which is required 
to be recorded as an asset and associated liability in ac- 
cordance with generally accepted accounting principles. 

(11) "Cash method of accounting" — A method of ac- 
counting in which revenues are recognized only when 
cash is received, and expenditures for expense and asset 
items are not recorded until cash is disbursed for those 
expenditures and assets. 

(12) "Change of ownership" — A change in the indi- 
vidual or legal organization which is responsible for the 
daily operation of a nursing home. 

(a) Events which change ownership include but are 
not limited to the following: 

(i) The form of legal organization of the contractor is 
changed (e.g., a sole proprietor forms a partnership or 
corporation); 

(ii) Title to the nursing home enterprise is transferred 
by the contractor to another party; 

(iii) The nursing home enterprise is leased, or an ex- 
isting lease is terminated; 

(iv) Where the contractor is a partnership, any event 
occurs which dissolves the partnership; 

(v) Where the contractor is a corporation, the corpo- 
ration is dissolved, merges with another corporation 
which is the survivor, or consolidates with one or more 
other corporations to form a new corporation. 

(b) Ownership does not change when the following, 
without more, occur: 

(i) A party contracts with the contractor to manage 
the enterprise as the contractor's agent, i.e., subject to 
the contractor's general approval of daily operating 
decisions; 

(ii) If the contractor is a corporation, some or all of 
its stock is transferred. 

(13) "Charity allowances" — Reductions in charges 
made by the contractor because of the indigence or 
medical indigence of a patient. 

(14) "Contract" — A contract between the department 
and a contractor for the delivery of SNF(C)) or ICF 
((and/or 4MR)) services to medical care recipients. 

(15) "Contractor" — An entity which contracts with 
the department to deliver care services to medical care 
recipients in a facility and which entity is responsible for 
operational decisions. 

(16) "Courtesy allowances" — Reductions in charges 
in the form of an allowance to physicians, clergy, and 
others, for services received from the contractor. Em- 
ployee fringe benefits are not considered courtesy 
allowances. 

(17) "CSO" - The local community services office of 
the department. | 

(18) "Department" — The department of social and 
health services (DSHS) and employees. 
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(19) "Depreciation" — The systematic distribution of 
the cost or other base of tangible assets, less salvage, 
over the estimated useful life of the assets. 

(20) "Donated asset" — An asset which the contractor 
acquired without making any payment for the asset in 
the form of cash, property, or services. An asset is not a 
donated asset if the contractor made even a nominal 
payment in acquiring the asset. An asset purchased us- 
ing donated funds is not a donated asset. 

(21) "Entity" — An individual partnership, corpora- 
tion, or any other association of individuals capable of 
entering enforceable contracts. 

(22) "Equity capital" — Total tangible and other as- 
sets which are necessary, ordinary, and related to patient 
care from the most recent provider cost report minus re- 
lated total long-term debt from the most recent provider 
cost report plus working capital as defined in this 
section. 

(23) "Exceptional care recipient" — A medical care 
recipient determined by the department to require ex- 
ceptionally heavy care. 

(24) "Facility" — A nursing home licensed in accord- 
ance with chapter 18.51 RCW, or that portion of a hos- 
pital licensed in accordance with chapter 70.41 RCW 
which operates as a nursing home. 

(25) "Fair market value" — The price for which an 
asset would have been purchased on the date of acquisi- 
tion in an arm's-length transaction between a well-in- 
formed buyer and seller, neither being under any 
compulsion to buy or sell. 

(26) "Fiscal year" — The operating or business year of 
a contractor. All contractors report on the basis of a 
twelve month fiscal year, but provision is made in this 
chapter for reports covering abbreviated fiscal periods. 

(27) "Generally accepted accounting principles" — 
Accounting principles approved by the financial ac- 
counting standards board (FASB). 

(28) "Goodwill" — The excess of the price paid for a 
business over the fair market value of all other identifi- 
able, tangible, and intangible assets acquired. Also, the 
excess of the price paid for an asset over the fair market 
value of the asset. 

(29) "Historical cost" — The actual cost incurred in 
acquiring and preparing an asset for use, including fea- 
sibility studies, architects' fees, and engineering studies. 

(30) "ICF" — When referring to a nursing home, an 
intermediate care facility. When referring to a level of 
care, intermediate care. When referring to a patient, a 
patient requiring intermediate care. 

(31) "Imprest fund" — A fund which is regularly re- 
plenished in exactly the amount expended from it.

6) (32) "Interest" — The cost incurred for the use 
of borrowed funds, generally paid at fixed intervals by 
the user. 
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((9)) (33) "Intermediate care facility" — A licensed 
facility certified to deliver intermediate care services to 
medical care recipients. 

((@5})) (34) "Joint facility costs" — Any costs repre- 
senting expenses incurred which benefit more than one 
facility, or one facility and any other entity. 

((€36))) (35) "Levels of care" — The classification of 
types of services provided to patients by a contractor, 
e.g., skilled nursing care or intermediate care. 

((ӨЗ»)) (36) "Medical care program" — Medical as- 
sistance provided under RCW 74.09.500 or authorized 
state medical care services. 

((88))) (37) "Medical care recipient" — An individu- 
al determined eligible by the department for the services 
provided in chapter 74.09 RCW. 

((Ө9))) (38) "Multiservice facility" — A facility at 
which two or more types of health or related care are 
delivered, e.g., a hospital and SNF and/or ICF, or a 
boarding home and SNF and/or ICF. A combined 
SNF/ICF or ICF/IMR is not considered a multiservice 
facility. 

((€46})) (39) "Nonallowable costs" — Same as "unal- 
lowable costs." 

((€44))) (40) "Nonrestricted funds" — Funds which 
are not restricted to a specific use by the donor, e.g., 
general operating funds. 

((€42))) (41) "Nursing home" — A home, place or in- 
stitution, licensed in accordance with chapter 18.51 
RCW, in which skilled nursing((;)) and/or intermediate 
care ((and7or-IMER)) services are delivered. 

((€43))) (42) "Operating lease" — A lease under 
which rental or lease expenses are included in current 
expenses in accordance with generally accepted account- 
ing principles. 

((€443)) (43) "Owner" — A sole proprietor, general or 
limited partner, or beneficial interest holder of five per- 
cent or more of a corporation's outstanding stock. 

(((45))) (44) "Ownership interest" — All interests 
beneficially owned by a person, calculated in the aggre- 
gate, regardless of the form which such beneficial own- 
ership takes. 

((€46))) (45) "Patient day" — A calendar day of pa- 
tient care. In computing calendar days of care, the day 
of admission is always counted. The day of discharge is 
counted only when the patient was admitted on the same 
day. A patient is admitted for purposes of this definition 
when he or she is assigned a bed and a patient medical 
record is opened. 

((647)) (46) "Per diem (per patient day) costs" — 
Total allowable costs for a fiscal period divided by total 
patient days for the same period. 

((€48})) (47) "Prospective daily payment rate" — The 
rate assigned by the department to a contractor for pro- 
viding service to medical care recipients. The rate is used 
to compute the maximum participation of the depart- 
ment in the contractor's costs. 

((€49})) (48) "Recipient" — A medical care recipient. 

((€50))) (49) "Regression analysis" — A statistical 
technique through which one can analyze the relation- 
ship between a dependent or criterion variable and a set 
of independent or predictor variables. 
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((€54})) (50) "Related organization" — An entity 
which, to a significant extent, is under common owner- 
ship and/or control with, or has control of or is con- 
trolled by, the contractor. An entity is deemed to 
"control" another entity if the entity has a five percent 
or greater ownership interest in the other, or if the entity 
has capacity, derived from any financial or other rela- 
tionship, and whether or not exercised, to influence di- 
rectly or indirectly the activities of the other. 

((€52})) (51) "Relative" — Spouse; natural parent, 
child, or sibling; adopted child or adoptive parent; step- 
parent, step-child, step-brother, step-sister; father-in- 
law, mother-in-law, son-in-law, daughter-in-law, 
brother-in-law, sister-in-law; grandparent or grand- 
child; uncle, aunt, nephew, niece or cousin. 

((€53))) (52) "Restricted fund" — A fund the use of 
the principal and/or income of which is restricted by 
agreement with or direction by the donor to a specific 
purpose, in contrast to a fund over which the contractor 
has complete control. These generally fall into three 
categories: 

(a) Funds restricted by the donor to specific operating 
purposes; 

(b) Funds restricted by the donor for additions to 
property, plant, and equipment; and 

(c) Endowment funds. 

((€54))) (53) "Secretary" — The secretary of the de- 
partment of social and health services (DSHS). 

((€55})) (54) "Skilled nursing facility" — A licensed 
facility certified to deliver skilled nursing care services to 
medical care recipients. 

((€56})) (55) "SNF" — When referring to a facility, a 
skilled nursing facility. When referring to a level of care, 
skilled nursing care. When referring to a patient, a pa- 
tient requiring skilled nursing care. 

(((57)) (56) "Start-up costs" — The one-time preo- 
pening costs incurred from the time preparation begins 
on a newly constructed or purchased building until the 
first patient is admitted. Start-up costs include adminis- 
trative and nursing salaries, utility costs, taxes, insur- 
ance, repairs and maintenance, training costs, etc. Start- 
up costs do not include expenditures for capital assets. 

((€58})) (57) "Title XIX" — The 1965 amendments to 
the social security act, P.L. 89-07, as amended. 

((6593)) (58) "Unallowable costs" — Costs which do 
not meet every test of an allowable cost. 

((€66})) (59) "Uniform chart of accounts" — A list of 
account titles identified by code numbers established by 
the department for contractors to use in reporting costs. 

((€64})) (60) "Vendor number" — A number assigned 
to each contractor delivering care services to medical 
care recipients. 2 

((€62})) (61) "Working capital" — Total current as- 
sets which are necessary, ordinary, and related to patient 
care from the most recent cost report minus total current 
liabilities which are necessary, ordinary, and related to 
patient care from the most recent cost report. 


AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending Order 1300, 


filed 6/1/78) 


WAC 388-96-020. PROSPECTIVE COST-RE- 
LATED REIMBURSEMENT. The prospective cost- 
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related reimbursement system is the system used by the 
department to pay for skilled nursing facility ser- 
vices((;)) and intermediate care facility services ((and 
HR serviees)) provided to medical care recipients. Re- 
imbursement rates for such services covering periods be- 
ginning on and after January 1, 1978, will be determined 
in accordance with the principles, methods and stand- 
ards contained in this chapter. 


AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending Order 1300, 
filed 6/1/78) 


WAC 388-96-023 CONDITIONS OF PARTICI- 
PATION. In order to participate in the prospective 
cost-related reimbursement system, the person or legal 
organization responsible for operation of a nursing home 
or multiservice facility shall: 

(1) Obtain a state certificate of need and/or federal 
capital expenditure review (Section 1122) approval pur- 
suant to chapter 70.38 RCW and Part 100, Title 42 
C.F.R. where required. A certificate of need, is required 
before commencement of a nursing home "construction" 
project (including acquisition) costing in excess of one 
hundred thousand dollars. Section 1122 approval is re- 
quired for nursing home capital expenditures which (a) 
cost in excess of one hundred thousand dollars, (b) add 
or delete licensed beds, or (c) add or delete clinically re- 
lated services; 

(2) Hold the appropriate current license (e.g., nursing 
home license, hospital license); 

(3) Hold current Title XIX certification to provide 
SNF((;)) and/or ICF ((and7or-FNFR)) services; 

(4) Hold a current contract to provide SNF, ICF 
and/or IMR services; and 

(5) Comply with all provisions of the contract and all 
applicable regulations, including but not limited to the 
provisions of this chapter and of chapter 388-88 WAC. 


AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending Order 1300, 
filed 6/1/78) 


WAC 388-96-032 TERMINATION OF CON- 
TRACT. (1) When a contract is terminated for any 
reason, the old contractor shall submit final reports in 
'accordance with WAC 388-96-125. Payment for care 
provided during the final thirty days of service under a 
contract will be held until the contractor has filed a 
properly completed final annual report, and final settle- 
ment has been determined. 

(2) Following final settlement, a payment withheld 
pursuant to subsection (1) of this section will be sent to 
the contractor, after any overpayment determined in 
connection with final settlement has been deducted. If 
the contractor contests the settlement determination in 
accordance with WAC 388-96-904, the department will 
hold the amount in dispute pending completion of the 
appeal process, but will release the balance of such pay- 
ment to the contractor. 

(3) The department will release a payment which 
would be withheld pursuant to subsection (1) of this 


section, provided a bond issued by a reputable bonding | 


company and acceptable to the department is filed by 
the contractor. The bond shall: 
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(a) Be in an amount equal to the released payment; 

(b) Be for a term sufficient to ensure effectiveness af- 
ter final settlement and the exhaustion of administrative 
and judicial remedies; 

(c) Provide that the full amount of the bond shall be 
paid to the department if a properly completed final an- 
nual report is not filed in accordance with this chapter, 
or if financial records supporting this report are not pre- 
served and made available to the department's auditors; 
and 

(d) Provide that an amount equal to any recovery the 
department determines is due from the contractor at 
settlement, but not exceeding the amount of the bond, 
shall be paid to the department in the event the contrac- 
tor does not pay the refund within sixty days following 
receipt of written demand or the conclusion of adminis- 
trative or judicial proceedings to contest settlement 
issues. 

(4) If a contract is terminated solely in order for the 
same owner to contract with the department to deliver 
SNF((;)) or ICF ((or-HMR)) services to a different class 
of medical care recipients at the same nursing home, the 
contractor is not required to submit final reports, and 
payment for the final thirty days will not be withheld. 

(5) When a contract is terminated, any accumulated 
liabilities which are assumed by a new owner shall be 
reversed against the appropriate accounts by the 
contractor. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 388-96-108 FAILURE TO SUBMIT FI- 
NAL REPORTS. (1) If a contract is terminated, the old 
contractor shall submit a final report as required by 
WAC 388-96-032(1) and WAC 388-96-125(3). Such 
final reports must be received by the department within 
ninety days after the contract is terminated or prior to 
the expiration of any department-approved extension 
granted pursuant to WAC 388-96-107. If a final report 
is not submitted, all payments made to the contractor 
relating to the period for which a report has not been 
received shall be returned to the department within thir- 
ty days after receiving written demand from the 
department. 

(2) Effective thirty days after written demand for 
payment is received by the contractor interest will begin 
to accrue payable to the department on any unpaid bal- 
ance at the rate of one percent per month. 


AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending Order 1168, 
filed 11/3/76) 


WAC 388-96-369 THE PROVIDER SHALL 
MAINTAIN A SUBSIDIARY LEDGER WITH AN 
ACCOUNT FOR EACH RECIPIENT FOR WHOM 
THE PROVIDER HOLDS MONEY IN TRUST. (1) 
Each account and related supporting information shall: 

(a) Be maintained at the facility, 

(b) Be kept current, 

(c) Be balanced each month, and 

(d) Show in detail, with supporting verification, all 
moneys received on behalf of the individual patient and 
the disposition of all moneys so received. 
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(2) Each account shall be available for audit and in- 
spection by a department representative and be main- 
tained for a minimum of three years. The provider 
further agrees to notify the (( i i 
icc)) community services office of the department when: 

(a) The account of any individual certified on or be- 
fore December 31, 1973, whose award letter indicates a 
limit of $200.00 cash, reaches the sum of $175.00. 

The ((economic-and-sociał-service)) community ser- 
vices office will re-evaluate the status of each recipient 
certified under the eligibility criteria prior to January 1, 
1974, who has an award letter specifying a $200.00 cash 
limit. 

(b) The account of any individual certified on or after 
January 1, 1974, whose award letter indicates a limit of 
$1,500.00 reaches the sum of $1,450.00. 

(c) For both groups, the accumulation toward the 
limit, after admission to the facility, is permitted only 
from savings from the clothing and personal incidentals 
allowance and other income which the department spe- 
cifically designates as exempt income from time to time. 

(d) No patient account may be overdrawn (show a 
debit balance). If a patient wants to spend an amount 
greater than in such patient's trust account, the home 
may provide money from its own funds and collect the 
debt by installments from that portion of the patient's 
allowance remaining at the end of each month. No in- 
terest may be charged to patients for such loans. 

(3) In order to ensure that patient trust accounts are 
not charged for services provided under the Title XIX 
program, any charge for medical services otherwise 
properly made to a patient's trust account must be sup- 
ported by a written denial from the department. 

(a) A request for additional equipment such as a 
walker, wheelchair or crutches must have a written de- 
nial from the department of social and health services 
before a patient trust account can be charged. 

(b) Except as otherwise provided ((bełow)) as follows, 
a request for physical therapy, restorative therapy, 
drugs, or other medical services must have a written de- 
nial from the local ((ESSO)) CSO before a patient trust 
account can be charged. 

((0)) (c) A written denial from the local ((ESSO)) 
CSO is not required when the pharmacist verifies that a 
drug is not covered by the program (e.g., items on the 
FDA list of Ineffective or Possible Effective drugs, non- 
formulary over-the-counter (OTC) medications such as 
vitamins, laxatives, nose drops, etc.). The pharmacist's 
notation to this effect is sufficient. 


AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending Order 1168, 
filed 11/3/76) 


WAC 38896-3755 TRUST MONEYS CON- 
TROL/DISBURSEMENT. Trust moneys shall be held 
in trust and are not to be turned over to anyone other 
than the recipient or his or her guardian without the 
written consent of the recipient, his or her designated 
agent as appointed by ((power-of-attorney)) power of 
attorney, or appropriate department of social and health 
services personnel as designated by the ((ESSO)) CSO 
administrator. 
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(1) When moneys are received, a receipt should be 
filled out in duplicate; one copy should be given to the 
person making payment or deposit, and the other copy 
should be retained in the receipt book for easy reference. 

(2) Checks received by patients must be endorsed by 
the patient. Schedule I-A(6e) of the agreement states in 
part: "Each patient receiving a check or state warrant is 
responsible for endorsement by his own signature. Only 
when the patient is incapable of signing his name may 
the Provider assume the responsibility of securing the 
patient's mark "X" followed by the name of the patient 
and the signature of two witnesses." 

(3) If both the general fund account and the trust 
fund account are at the same bank, the trust portion of 
checks which include care payments can be deposited 
directly to trust by including a trust account deposit slip 
for the correct amount with the checks and the general 
account deposit slip. 

(4) The patient's trust account ledger sheet must be 
credited with the allowance received. This should be ref- 
erenced with the receipt number and must be supported 
by a copy of the deposit slip (one copy for all deposits 
made). 


AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending Order 1168, 
filed 11/3/76) 


WAC 388-96-384 LIQUIDATION OF TRUST 
FUND. (1) Expired Patient. The provider will obtain a 
receipt from next of kin, guardian, or duly qualified 
agent when releasing the balance of money held in trust. 
If there is no identified next of kin, guardian, or duly 
qualified agent, the ((ESSO)) CSO is to be contacted in 
writing within seven days for assistance in the release of 
the money held in trust. A check or other document 
showing payment to such next of kin, guardian, or duly 
qualified agent will serve as a receipt. 

(2) Patient, unable to locate. In situations where the 
patient leaves the nursing home without authorization 
and his or her whereabouts are unknown:

(1) Within thirty days after a contractor is 
notified of an action or determination it wishes to chal- 
lenge, it shall request in writing that the ((chtef-office)) 
director, bureau of nursing home affairs or his or her 
designee ((fchief-ONHA))) (director, BNHA) review 
such determination. The request shall be signed by the 
contractor or the licensed administrator of the facility, 
shall identify the challenged determination and the date 
thereof, and shall state as specifically as practicable the 
issues and regulations involved and the grounds for its 
contention that the determination ((was)) is erroneous.

(3) The contractor and appropriate representatives of 
the department shall ((attend)) participate in the con- 
ference. In addition, representatives selected by the con- 
tractor may ((attend-and)) participate. The contractor 
shall bring to the conference, or provide to the depart- 
ment in advance of the conference, any documentation 
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requested by the department which the contractor is re- 
quired to maintain for audit purposes pursuant to WAC 
388-96-113 and any documentation on which it intends 


to rely to support its contentions. The parties shall clari- 
fy and attempt to resolve the issues at the conference. If 
additional documentation is needed to resolve the issues, 
a second session of the conference shall be scheduled for 
not later than thirty days after the initial session unless 
both parties agree in writing to a specific later date. 

(4) ((Enless-informat)) Regardless of whether agree- 
ment has been reached at the conference, a written de- 
cision by the ((ehief-ONHA)) director, BNHA or his or 
her designee will be furnished to the contractor within 
sixty days after the conclusion of the conference. 

(5) If the contractor desires review of an adverse de- 
cision of the ((chief)) director, (@NHA)) BNHA, or 
his or her designee, it shall within thirty days following 
receipt of such decision request a fair hearing in writing 
in accordance with the administrative procedure act, 
chapter 34.04 RCW.

WAC 388-96-585 UNALLOWABLE COSTS. (1) 
Costs will be unallowable if not documented, necessary, 
ordinary, and related to the provision of care services to 
authorized patients. 

(2) Unallowable costs include, but are not limited to, 
the following: 

(a) Costs of items or services not covered by the med- 
ical care program. Costs of nonprogram items or services 
will be unallowable even if indirectly reimbursed by the 
department as the result of an authorized reduction in 
patient contribution. 

(b) Costs of services and items provided to SNF((;)) 
or ICF ((or-EMR)) recipients which are covered by the 
department's medical care program but not included in 
SNF(G)) or ICF ((or-ENFR)) services respectively. Items 
and services covered by the medical care program are 
listed in chapter 388-88 WAC. 

(c) Costs associated with a capital expenditure subject 
to Section 1122 approval (Part 100, Title 42 C.F.R.) if 
the department found the capital expenditure was not 
consistent with applicable standards, criteria or plans. If 
the department was not given timely notice of a pro- 
posed capital expenditure, all associated costs will be 
nonallowable as of the date the costs are determined not 
to be reimbursable under applicable federal regulations. 

(d) Costs associated with a construction or acquisition 
project requiring certificate of need approval pursuant to 
chapter 70.38 RCW if such approval was not obtained. 

(e) Costs of outside activities (e.g., costs allocable to 
the use of a vehicle for personal purposes, or related to 
the part of a facility leased out for office space). 

(f) Salaries or other compensation of officers, direc- 
tors, stockholders, and others associated with the con- 
tractor or home office, except compensation paid for 
service related to patient care. 

(g) Costs in excess of limits or violating principles set 
forth in this chapter. 
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(h) Costs resulting from transactions or the applica- 
tion of accounting methods circumventing the principles 
of the prospective cost-related reimbursement system. 

(i) Costs applicable to services, facilities, and supplies 
furnished by a related organization in excess of the low- 
er of the cost to the related organization or the price of 
comparable services, facilities or supplies purchased 
elsewhere. 

(j) Bad debts. 

(k) Charity and courtesy allowances. 

(1) Cash, assessments, or other contributions, exclud- 
ing dues, to charitable organizations, professional organ- 
izations, trade associations, or political parties, and costs 
incurred to improve community or public relations. 

(m) Vending machine expenses. 

(n) Expenses for barber or beautician services not in- 
cluded in routine care. 

(o) Funeral and burial expenses. 

(p) Costs of gift shop operations and inventory. 

(q) Personal items such as cosmetics, smoking materi- 
als, newspapers and magazines, and clothing, except 
items used in patient activity programs ((от—їт HMR 
programs)) where clothing is a part of routine care. 

(r) Fund-raising expenses, except expenses directly 
related to the patient activity program. 

(s) Penalties and fines. 

(t) Expenses related to telephones, televisions, radios, 
and similar appliances іп  patients' Private 
accommodations. 

(u) Federal, state, and other income taxes. 

(v) Costs of special care services except where auth- 
orized by the department. 

(w) Expenses of key-man insurance and other insur- 
ance or retirement plans not in fact made available to all 
employees. 

(x) Expenses of profit-sharing plans. 

(y) Expenses related to the purchase and/or use of 
private or commercial airplanes which are in excess of 
what a prudent contractor would expend for the ordinary 
and economic provision of such a transportation need 
related to patient care. 

(z) Personal expenses and allowances of owners or 
relatives. 

(aa) All expenses of maintaining professional licenses 
or membership in professional organizations. 

(bb) Costs related to agreements not to compete. 

(cc) Goodwill and amortization of goodwill. 

(dd) Expense related to vehicles which are in excess of 
what a prudent contractor would expend for the ordinary 
and economic provision of transportation needs related 
to patient care. 

(ee) Legal and consultant fees in connection with a 
fair hearing against the department where a decision is 
rendered in favor of the department or where otherwise 
the determination of the department stands. 

(ff) Legal and consultant fees in connection with a 
lawsuit against the department. 

(gg) Lease acquisition costs and other intangibles not 
related to patient care. 
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(hh) Interest charges assessed by the state of 
Washington for failure to make timely refund of over- 
payments and interest expenses incurred for loans ob- 
tained to make such refunds.

WAC 172-114-040 ARTICLE III—COUNCIL. 
(1) The legislative powers of the ASEWU shall be vest- 
ed in the ASEWU Council and may not be transferred. 

(2) Membership. The members of the ASEWU 
Council shall consist of nine at-large Council Members, 
the ASEWU President, the ASEWU Executive Vice 
President, and the ASEWU Finance Vice President. The 
voting membership of the ASEWU Council shall consist 
of the Executive Vice President and nine Council Mem- 
bers, elected by numbered, at-large positions for one 
year. The Council Members shall take office on the last 
day of the quarter in which they are elected, as follows: 
Positions 1 through 3 elected fall quarter, positions 4 
through 6 elected winter quarter, positions 7 through 9 
elected spring quarter. No person shall hold more than 
one elected position on the Council. The ASEWU Presi- 
dent and ASEWU Finance Vice President shall have all 
Council membership rights excluding voting. 

(3) Meetings. The ASEWU Council shall meet not 
less than four times during each quarter (excluding 
summer quarter), and special meetings may be called by 
the ASEWU Executive Vice President, by one-third of 
the Council Members, or by a presentation of a petition 
to the ASEWU Council signed by five percent of the 
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ASEWU. All meetings shall be open to the public. A 
record shall be kept of the votes taken therein, and cop- 
ies of the minutes shall be available to any member of 
the university community upon request. 

(a) Quorum. The ASEWU Council meetings shall 
have quorum being a majority of the ASEWU Council 
Members. 

(b) Proxy Voting. There shall be no proxy voting. 

(4) Legislation. All legislation shall include: The 
names of the sponsor(s); date of introduction; committee 
referred to, if any, disposition and date of disposition; 
signature of the ASEWU Executive Vice President and 
the ASEWU President, or override of his/her veto by 
the ASEWU Council; and shall continue in effect until 
five years from the last date of signature, an override, or 
until rescinded. 

(5) Council Powers and Duties. The ASEWU Council 
shall have the following policies and duties: 

(a) The ASEWU Council shall enforce 
Constitution. 

(b) The ASEWU Council shall serve as the official 
representative of ASEWU. 

(c) The ASEWU Council shall enact all legislation 
necessary to ensure that its policies are enforced. 

(d) The budgeting authority of the ASEWU shall be 
vested in the ASEWU Council and may not be 
transferred. 

(i) The budget shall include all funds, revenues, and 
reserves; shall be divided into programs, subprograms, 
and objects of expense and shall include supporting data; 
shall indicate as to each program, subprogram, or object 
of expense the actual expenditures of the preceding year; 
and shall include any proposed capital improvement 
program for the next six fiscal years. 

(ii) Regular budgets shall be those budgets adopted 
during Spring quarter for the following fiscal year. Sup- 
plemental budgets shall be all other budget requests 
made throughout the year. Copies of the budgets shall 
be delivered to each member of the ASEWU Council 
and be available to any member of the University com- 
munity upon request. 

(iii) Unless otherwise provided by the appropriation 
legislation, all unexpended and unencumbered appropri- 
ations in the current expense appropriation legislation 
shall lapse at the end of the fiscal year. An appropria- 
tion in the capital budget appropriation legislation shall 
lapse when the project has been completed or abandoned 
or when no expenditure or encumbrance has been made 
for three years. 

(iv) Any expenditure in excess of an appropriation 
shall be null and void; and any official, agent, or em- 
ployee knowingly responsible shall be personally liable to 
anyone damaged by this action; providing the ASEWU 
Council may permit the ASEWU to enter into contracts 
requiring the payment of funds from appropriation of 
subsequent fiscal years. 

(v) The ASEWU Council shall publish an annual Fi- 
nancial Statement summarizing the regular ASEWU 
budget. 

(vi) The ASEWU Council may request an annual au- 
dit, provided it budgets for the same. 


this 
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(e) By a two-thirds vote of the ASEWU Council, the 
ASEWU Council may override a veto by the ASEWU 
President. 

(f) The ASEWU Council shall be responsible for its 
own organization in the establishment and election of 
subcommittees and their membership. No ASEWU 
Council subcommittee, having legislation referred to it, 
shall have the authority to delay presentation to the full 
Council for more than two meetings without the permis- 
sion of the sponsor. 

(g) The ASEWU Council shall be responsible for the 
employment of those employees it deems necessary to 
assist the Council in the exercise of their Council duties 
and powers, provided it budgets for the same. The ap- 
pointment for such employment, presented by the 
ASEWU Executive Vice President, shall receive the ad- 
vice and consent of the ASEWU Council. 

(h) Committees. The ASEWU Council shall be re- 
sponsible for student representation on all University 
Committees, councils of the Academic Senate and their 
subcommittees, and ASEWU Committees. 

(i) Appointment to such committees, presented by the 
ASEWU President, shall receive the advice and consent 
of the ASEWU Council. 

(ii) Students appointed to these committees shall serve 
at the discretion of the ASEWU Council. 

Gii) All student appointments to these committees 
shall serve one year terms, beginning on the date of con- 
firmation of the appointment and shall terminate one 
year after that appointment, unless otherwise specified 
in the committee structure. 

(iv) Committees or committee chairpersons shall sub- 
mit to the ASEWU a copy of all agendas and minutes. 

(v) The ASEWU Council shall publish the ASEWU 
Committee Manual stating the membership, eligibility, 
purpose, and duties of all committees with student 
representation. 

(i) Election returns. The ASEWU Council shall be 
the judge of all the ASEWU election returns and of the 
qualifications of its membership as prescribed in Article 
IV of this Constitution. 

G) ASEWU Council positions shall be declared 
vacant: 

(i) When ASEWU Council Members miss three full, 
regularly scheduled, consecutive meetings, or four regu- 
larly scheduled meetings during a quarter. 

(ii) When ASEWU Council Members violate aca- 
demic qualifications as described in Article IV of this 
Constitution. 

(iii) Upon the incumbent's death, resignation, recall, 
or withdrawal from membership in ASEWU (excluding 
summer quarter). 

(iv) By declaration of nonperformance of duties stated 
in this Constitution by the ASEWU Superior Court. 

(k) Chairperson Pro Tem. The ASEWU Council shall 
elect an ASEWU at-large Council Member to the posi- 
tion of Chairperson Pro Tem the second meeting of fall, 
winter, and spring quarters, who shall serve one quarter 
(excluding summer quarter). Vacancies occurring in the 
Chairperson Pro Tem's office shall be filled in the same 
manner for the balance of the unexpired term. 
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(6) ASEWU President. The ASEWU President, serv- 
ing as an ASEWU Council Member, shall act as the 
chief officer and representative spokesperson on behalf 
of the ASEWU Council. 

(a) The ASEWU President shall be responsible for 
executing Council and Judicial decisions. 

(b) The ASEWU President may veto any legislative 
bill or supplemental budget passed by the ASEWU 
Council within three working days of passage, shall sign 
all legislation within three working days of passage, or 
override of veto by the ASEWU Council. 

(c) The ASEWU President may create cabinet posi- 
tions and appoint cabinet officers with the advice and 
consent of the ASEWU Council, who shall serve at 
his/her discretion, provided it budgets for the same. 

(d) The ASEWU President shall make appointments 
in an expeditious manner, with the advice and consent of 
the ASEWU Council. 

(е) Тһе ASEWU President shall hold twice-a-month 
staff meetings with the ASEWU Executive Vice Presi- 
dent, ASEWU Finance Vice President, Provost for Stu- 
dent Service, ASEWU Business Manager, and 
Coordinator of Student Activities. 

(f) The ASEWU President or his/her designee shall 
supervise all ASEWU elections and shall be responsible 
for validating all positions. 

(7) ASEWU Executive Vice President. The ASEWU 
Executive Vice President shall chair the ASEWU Coun- 
cil, as a voting member. 

(a) The ASEWU Executive Vice President shall as- 
sume other duties delegated by the ASEWU President. 

(b) The ASEWU Executive Vice President shall pre- 
pare the agenda for and chair all meetings of the 
ASEWU Council; shall call meetings of the ASEWU 
Council; shall prepare a schedule of all regular meetings 
for fall, winter, and spring quarters with the advice and 
consent of the ASEWU Council. 

(c) The ASEWU Executive Vice President shall ap- 
point a clerk, with the advice and consent of the 
ASEWU Council. 

(d) The ASEWU Executive Vice President shall be 
responsible for all administrative matters of the 
ASEWU Council. 

(e) The ASEWU Executive Vice President shall as- 
sume the duties of the ASEWU President during the 
President's absence or disability. 

(8) ASEWU Finance Vice President. The ASEWU 
Finance Vice President shall be member of the ASEWU 
Council. 

(a) ASEWU Finance Vice President shall be respon- 
sible for the management of all ASEWU moneys and 
properties. 

(b) ASEWU Finance Vice President shall supervise 
all expenditures of ASEWU funds. 

(c) ASEWU Finance Vice President shall be a voting 
member and chair the finance subcommittee of the 
ASEWU Council. 

(d) ASEWU Finance Vice President shall present to 
the Council a published financial statement each month 
summarizing ASEWU funds for that month. 

(e) ASEWU Finance Vice President shall publish an 
annual budget book summarizing the upcoming year's 
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budget requests and recommendations as well as budget 
requests and the budgeted amounts for the past five 
years. 

(f) ASEWU Finance Vice President shall assume 
other duties delegated by the ASEWU President. 

(9) Salaries. Elected and appointed members of the 
ASEWU shall be paid on the following basis. 

(a) The ASEWU President shall receive a quarterly 
(12 month) salary based upon the quarterly cost of іп- 
state tuition, double occupancy room and board, and 
four hundred dollars. 

(b) The ASEWU Executive Vice President and the 
ASEWU Finance Vice President shall receive a quarter- 
ly (9 month) salary based upon the quarterly cost of in- 
state tuition, double occupancy room and board, and two 
hundred and fifty dollars.

(a) Securing a bond required for any employment; 

(b) Conducting preemployment and postemployment 
evaluations of employees and prospective employees 
who, in the course of employment, may have access to 
information affecting national security, trade secrets, 
confidentiał or proprietary business information, money, 
or items of value; or 

(c) Assisting an investigation of suspected employee 
misconduct where such misconduct may also constitute a 
penal offense under the laws of the United States or any 
state.

An instructor taking such action 
against any student for an act of academic misconduct shall report 
such action to the Dean of Students within two class days. Any student 
subject to action of an instructor for a violation of this section may 
seek review of that action by the Dean of Students, if such request is 
submitted in writing within five class days of the date of the com- 
plained-of action.

Be it resolved by the State Personnel Board, acting at 
the Department of Personnel, 600 South Franklin, 
Olympia, WA 98504, that it does adopt the annexed 
rules relating to the amending of WAC 356-06-010 
definitions, (*"seniority" and **"termination leave") and 
new **WAC 356-18-105 termination leave. 

We, the State Personnel Board, find that an emergen- 
cy exists and that this order is necessary for the preser- 
vation of the public health, safety, or general welfare 
and that observance of the requirements of notice and 
opportunity to present views on the proposed action 
would be contrary to public interest. A statement of the 
facts constituting the emergency is *due to the state's fi- 
nancial situation, employees are offering to take various 
amounts of time off without pay to help the budget 
problem; agencies felt these employees should not have 
their seniority dates affected by this time off. **SSB 
5007 states that employees who are not members of the 
Public Employees Retirement System Plan 1 cannot 
cash out accrued vacation leave (lump sum); it further 
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states that agencies shall develop a method whereby ac- 
crued vacation leave may be taken by employees upon 
termination of employment. These rules will satisfy this 
provision. 

These rules are therefore adopted as emergency rules 
to take effect upon filing with the code reviser. 

This rule is promulgated pursuant to RCW 
41.06.150(17) which directs that the State Personnel 
Board has authority to implement the provisions of 
**SSB 5007. 

The undersigned hereby declares that the agency has 
complied with the provisions of the Open Public Meet- 
ings Act (chapter 42.30 RCW), the Administrative Pro- 
cedure Act (chapter 34.04 RCW), and the State 
Register Act (chapter 34.08 RCW) in the adoption of 
these rules.

WAC 356-06-010 DEFINITIONS. The following 
definitions apply throughout these rules unless the con- 
text clearly indicates another meaning: 

ACTING APPOINTMENT - An appointment of 
limited duration made from within the classified service 
to a supervisory or managerial position. 

ADMINISTRATIVE PERSONNEL — Employees 
who regularly exercise discretion and independent judg- 
ment in the performance of: (1) Work related directly to 
management policy, or (2) work providing direct assist- 
ance to executive or administrative personnel. 

AGENCY - An office, department, board, commis- 
sion, or other separate unit or division, however desig- 
nated, of the state government and all personnel thereof. 
It includes any unit of state government established by 
law, the executive officer or members of which are either 
elected or appointed, upon which the statutes confer 
powers and impose duties in connection with operations 
of either a governmental or proprietary nature. 

AGRICULTURAL PERSONNEL — Employees per- 
forming work which includes farming and all its 
branches, including cultivating the soil, or growing or 
harvesting crops, or raising livestock, bees, fur-bearing 
animals, or poultry, or doing any practices performed by 
a farmer or on a farm as an incident to or in conjunction 
with such farming operations. 

ALLIED REGISTER - A register for a class for 
which the duties and minimum or desirable qualifica- 
tions are equivalent to or above those for another class. 

ALLOCATION - The assignment of a position to a 
Job classification. 

ANNIVERSARY DATE - Original entry date into 
state service as adjusted by leave without pay or break in 
service. 

APPOINTING AUTHORITY - A person or group 
of persons lawfully authorized to make appointments. 

BARGAINING UNIT - The group of employees in 
positions determined by the personnel board to consti- 
tute a unit appropriate for collective bargaining purposes 
under these rules. | 
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BASIC SALARY RANGE - The dollar amount of 
the step of the salary range to which the employee is 
entitled, before any deduction, and exclusive of addi- 
tional compensation of any kind. 

BOARD - The state personnel board. 

BUMPING - The replacement of an incumbent by 
another employee subject to reduction-in-force, who has 
greater seniority. 

CAREER PLANNING - A programmed process de- 
signed to assist employee career growth through job ex- 
perience, training and/or continuing education. 

CERTIFICATION - Providing an agency with the 
appropriate number of names of candidates who have 
passed the examination for a given class and are eligible 
to be considered for vacancies. 

CLASS - Identification of a position, or a group of 
positions, sufficiently similar in duties so that the same 
requirements of training, experience, or skill and the 
same title, examination, and salary range may be 
applied. 

CLASSIFIED SER VICE - All positions and employ- 
ees in the state service subject to the provisions of chap- 
ter 41.06 RCW and these rules. 

COLLECTIVE BARGAINING OR COLLECTIVE 
NEGOTIA TION - The performance of the mutual ob- 
ligation of the appointing authority, or designee, and the 
certified exclusive representative of a bargaining unit to 
meet in an attempt to reach an agreement on all person- 
nel matters over which the appointing authority may 
lawfully exercise discretion. 

COMPENSATOR Y TIME - Time off in lieu of cash 
payment for overtime. 

COMPETITIVE SERVICE — All positions in the 
classified service for which a competitive examination is 
required as a condition precedent to appointment. 

DATE OF ELECTION - The date of election is the 
date the director of personnel certifies the results of the 
election. 

DEMOTION - A change of a permanent employee 
from a position in one class to a position in another class 
having a lower maximum salary. 

DESIRABLE QUALIFICATIONS - The levels of 
education and/or experience deemed desirable or prefer- 
able for admission to the examination in lieu of fixed 
minimum qualifications. 

DIRECTOR - The director of the department of 
personnel. 

DISABILITY - An employees bodily inability to 
perform adequately the essential duties of the job class. 
(For purposes of WAC 356—35-010, this definition shall 
not include maternity.) 

DISMISSAL — The termination of employment of a 
permanent employee (for cause) or of a probationary 
employee as specified in these rules. 

EDUCATION LEAVE OF ABSENCE - An author- 
ized leave of absence for educational purposes. 

ELEVATION - Restoring an employee to the higher 
classification, with permanent status, which was held 
prior to being granted a demotion. 

ELIGIBLE — An applicant whose name is on a 
register. 
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EMERGENCY APPOINTMENT - An appoint- 
ment, for emergency reasons, not to exceed 60 calendar 
days. 

EMPLOYEE - Any person employed under the juris- 
diction of these rules. 

EMPLOYEE ORGANIZATION - Any organization 
having the authority, as specified in WAC 356—42—010, 
to represent state employees on personnel matters. 

EXECUTIVE PERSONNEL (As used in chapter 15 
of these rules) ~ Employees who customarily and regu- 
larly exercise discretionary powers in directing and con- 
trolling program operations of an agency or division or 
customarily recognized subdivision thereof and personnel 
who are responsible for (1) hiring or firing or making 
substantial recommendation for same and (2) directing 
the work of and (3) regulating the working hours of two 
or more employees. 

EXEMPT POSITION — Any position designated as 
exempt from the application of these rules as specified in 
WAC 356—06—020. 

FULL TIME EMPLOYMENT - Regularly sched- 
uled employment requiring an average of 40 hours of 
work per week. However, for certification from a regis- 
ter, work between 32 — 40 hours per weck shall be con- 
sidered full time. 

HANDICAPPED - Persons with physical, mental or 
sensory impairments that would impede that individual 
in obtaining and maintaining permanent employment 
and promotional opportunities. The impairments must be 
material rather than slight; static and permanent in that 
they are seldom fully corrected by medical replacement, 
therapy or surgical means. 

HOLIDAYS — Paid nonwork days for state employees 
as established by RCW 1.16.050. 

HOUSED PERSONNEL - Employees whose duties 
require that they reside at the place of their employment 
or who otherwise spend a substantial portion of their 
work time subject to call and not engaged in the per- 
formance of active duties. 

HUMAN RESOURCE DEVELOPMENT - The 
function of achieving agency goals by changing or en- 
hancing employees knowledges, skills, attitudes and 
behaviors. 

INTERMITTENT EMPLOYMENT - Employment 
without any understanding of continuity, fitting no par- 
ticular pattern and performed for no more than a total 
of (nine months) 1560 hours during any consecutive 12— 
month period. 

INTERVENING SALARY STEPS — All increment 
steps in a salary range, except the lowest and highest. 

LAW ENFORCEMENT PERSONNEL - Employ- 
ees empowered by statute to enforce laws designed to 
maintain public peace and order, protect life and prop- 
erty, and detect and prevent crimes. Employees in these 
positions must have the power of arrest, and have been 
trained in rules of evidence, laws of arrest, search and 
seizure and legal rights of citizens. 

MINIMUM QUALIFICATIONS - The training, 
experience, and other qualifications established for a 
given class and required of an applicant for admission to 
the examination for that class. 
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NONCOMPETITIVE POSITIONS - Positions des- 
ignated by the board as not requiring a competitive 
examination. 

ORIENTATION - An introduction to the organiza- 
tion and to tasks, jobs, procedures and other activities 
new to the employee. 

OVERTIME - Work authorized and performed in 
accordance with WAC 356-15-030. 

PART TIME EMPLOYMENT - Work of less than 
40 hours per week. However, for certification from reg- 
isters, work of less than 32 hours per weck shall be con- 
sidered part time. 

PERIODIC INCREMENT DATE - The date estab- 
lished in accordance with the Merit System Rule on 
which an employee is entitled to a salary increase within 
a salary schedule range as prescribed in the merit system 
rules. 

PERMANENT EMPLOYEE - An employee who 
has successfully completed a probationary period and 
has had no break in service. 

PERSONNEL RECORD - Such information having 
pertinence to the employment of an employee and which 
is retained in a specific location as required by WAC 
356-46—060(2)A. 

POSITION - A group of duties and responsibilities 
normally assigned to an employee. Such position may be 
filled or vacant, full-time or part-time, scasonal, tem- 
porary or permanent. 

PREMIUM PAYMENT - Wage payment over and 
above the basic salary rate authorized by the board for 
extraordinary conditions of employment. 

PROBATIONARY PERIOD - The trial period of 
employment following certification and appointment to, 
or reemployment in, the classified service and continuing 
for 6 to 12 months as determined under the provisions of 
WAC 356-30-260. 

PROFESSIONAL PERSONNEL — Employees per- 
forming work which requires consistent exercise of inde- 
pendent judgment and is in a specialized field requiring 
advanced knowledge normally gained through achieving 
a baccalaureate degree but which may be gained 
through equivalent experience. 

PROJECT EMPLOYMENT - A program designated 
by the director of personnel as "project employment", 
that is separately financed by a grant, federal funds, or 
by state funds, or by a combination of funds to provide 
training or employment opportunities or expertise or ad- 
ditional employees to carry out a specific project or goal 
and which, either because of the nature of the project, 
funding requirements, or potential harmful impact on 
employment opportunities for regular civil service em- 
ployees, cannot be facilitated through the regular civil 
service system. Such a program may last upward to two 
years and beyond, but has an end in sight. 

PROMOTION - A change of an employee from a 
position in one class to a position in a class having a 
higher maximum salary. 

PROVISIONAL APPOINTMENT - An appoint- 
ment to a position pending the establishment of a regis- 
ter for that class. 
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REDUCTION-IN-FORCE - A separation resulting 
from a lack of funds, lack of work, good faith reorgani- 
zation for efficiency purposes, or from there being fewer 
positions than the employees entitled to the positions be- 
cause of exercising their rights to return to the classified 
service. When a reduction-in-force occurs, it is a sepa- 
ration from service without cause on the part of the 
employee. 

REDUCTION - Placement of an employee's salary 
at a lower step within the range as a result of a disci- 
plinary action. 

REEMPLOYMENT - An appointment, made from 
the reemployment register, of a former employee who 
had permanent status. 

REGISTER - A list of eligible names established for 
employment or reemployment in a class. 

REINSTATEMENT - Return of an employee to full 
employment rights by board action following appeal 
hearing. 

RESIGNATION - A voluntary separation from 
employment. 

REVERSION - Voluntary or involuntary movement 
of an employee during a six-month trial service period 
to the class which was held prior to the current trial 
service appointment. 

SALARY RANGE - A sequence of minimum, inter- 
vening, and maximum dollar amounts designated by the 
board as the monthly compensation for a class. 

SEASONAL EMPLOYMENT - Work that is cyclic 
in nature beginning and ending at approximately the 
same time every year and lasting for no more than nine 
months. 

SENIORITY - A measure of the last period of un- 
broken time served in positions in the classified service 
under the jurisdiction of the state personnel board. Serv- 
ice in positions brought under the jurisdiction of the 
state personnel board by statute is counted as though it 
had previously been under the jurisdiction of the state 
personnel board. Leaves of absence granted by agencies 
and separations due to reduction-in-force are not con- 
sidered a break in service. Time spent on leaves of ab- 
sence without pay is not credited unless it is for 
educational leaves, or statutes require it be credited, or it 
is taken at the specific request of an agency so employ- 
ees may perform work specifically related to state work. 
Time spent off the state payroll due to reduction-in— 
force will be credited for that period of time the em- 
ployee is eligible to be placed on the ((RHF)) reduction- 
in-force register. Leaves without pay granted to directly 
or indirectly reduce the possible effect of ((an-agency)) 
reduction-in-force will be credited in accordance with 
WAC 356-18-140 and 356-18-220. Leaves of absence 
without pay granted to employees who are drawing 
worker s compensation because of injury or illness while 
employed by the state will be credited. Time spent in 
exempt appointments listed in RCW 41.06.070 will be 
credited and the service will not be regarded as broken 
when employees return from exempt service in accord- 
ance to RCW 41.06.070(22), WAC 356-06-055((7356- 
30-045)) and 356—30—330. Time spent under the juris- 
diction of the higher education personnel board will be 
added when the employee comes under the jurisdiction

of the state personnel board through the provisions of 
WAC ((356-06—055(4))) 356-06-055(6). The length of 
active military service of a veteran, not to exceed five 
years, shall be added to the state service for such veteran 
or his widow. 

SERIES — A group of classes of positions to which 
the same kind of work is assigned but which is at differ- 
ent levels of difficulty and responsibility. 

SUPERVISOR - Any employee assigned responsibil- 
ity by management to participate in all the following 
functions with respect to their subordinate employees: 
(1) Selection of staff, (2) training and development, (3) 
planning and assignment of work, (4) evaluation of per- 
formance, and (5) corrective action. Participation in 
these functions must not be of a merely routine nature 
but requires the exercise of individual judgment. 

SUSPENSION - An enforced absence without pay 
for disciplinary purposes. 

TANDEM EMPLOYMENT - Any position filled by 
more than one employee as voluntarily agreed between 
management and employee(s) who jointly fulfill the re- 
sponsibilities and duties of the position(s). 

TEMPORARY EMPLOYMENT - Single or multi- 
ple periods of employment during the absence of a per- 
manent employee on leave; or for work done at a 
workload peak and normally lasting for less than nine 
months and having an end in sight. 

TERMINATION - Separation from employment for 
reasons beyond the control of the employee. 


TERMINATION LEAVE - The paid hours of non- 
working time taken by an employee who is not eligible to 
receive a lump sum cash payment for accrued vacation 
leave. Termination leave is taken following the last des- 
ignated work day prior to an employee's resignation, 
dismissal or separation due to reduction-in-force or 
disability and continuing until all the employee's accrued 


vacation leave is exhausted. 

TRAINING - An organized learning process de- 
signed to provide needed changes in the skills, knowl- 
edges, attitudes or behaviors of employees. 

TRANSFER - The change of an employee from one 
to another classified position having the same salary 
range number. 

TRIAL SERVICE PERIOD - A six-month trial pe- 
riod of employment of a permanent employee beginning 
with the effective date of the promotion or demotion or 
appointment from the promotional register. 

TUITION REIMBURSEMENT - A full or partial 
reimbursement to eligible employees by the employing 
agency for tuition paid to attend approved courses. 

UNDERFILL — The filling of a position with an em- 
ployee in a lower related class in the absence of an ade- 
quate eligible register for the classification. 

UNION SHOP - A form of union security that re- 
quires that all employees within a bargaining unit be- 
come members of the certified bargaining representative 
within 30 calendar days of the union shop election or 30 
calendar days from an employee's date of hire, whichev- 
er is later. 

UNION SHOP FEE - The union shop fee, sometimes 
known as a representation fee, is the fee paid by an em- 
ployee to a union shop representative in lieu of holding 
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membership in that union. An employee who has been 
certified for nonmembership status because of bona fide 
religious tenets of a church or religious body of which 
the employee is a member, shall pay a fee equivalent to 
the regular monthly dues of the union shop representa- 
tive minus any included monthly premiums for union 
sponsored insurance programs. 

UNION SHOP REPRESENTATIVE - A union 
shop representative is an employee organization that is 
certified as exclusive bargaining representative for a 
bargaining unit and which has also been certified as un- 
ion shop representative by the director of personnel. To 
be certified as union shop representative, a majority of 
all employees in the bargaining unit must vote in favor 
of having the petitioning employee organization as their 
union representative. 

VETERAN - For the purpose of granting preference 
during layoffs and subsequent reemployment, any person 
who has one or more years of active military service in 
any branch of the armed forces of the United States or 
who has less than one years service and is discharged 
with a disability incurred in the line of duty or is dis- 
charged at the convenience of the government and who, 
upon termination of such service, has received an honor- 
able discharge, a discharge for physical reasons with an 
honorable record, or a release from active military serv- 
ice with evidence of service other than that for which an 
undesirable, bad conduct, or dishonorable discharge is 
given: PROVIDED, That the person has not voluntarily 
retired with 20 or more years of active military service 
and has military retirement pay in excess of $500 per 
month. 

VETERAN' S WIDOW - For the purpose of granting 
preference during layoffs and subsequent reemployment, 
the unremarried wife of a deceased veteran as defined in 
WAC 356-06-010 except that such veteran's one-year 
minimum length of active military service shall be 
disregarded. 

VOLUNTEER EXPERIENCE - Work experience 
for which no salary was received, which may be credited 
toward meeting the minimum qualifications for a classi- 
fication: Provided such experience is equivalent to and 
not prohibited by the minimum qualifications of the 
classification. Volunteer experience for which academic 
credit was granted may be used to satisfy either the ed- 
ucational or the experience requirements of a class, but 
may not be used for both. 

WORK DAY – A 24-hour period beginning at a time 
determined by the appointing authority. For scheduled 
standard work period positions the work day begins at 
the scheduled starting time of the employee. 

WORK PERIOD DESIGNATION - Identification 
of each classification s and positions criteria for hours of 
work as defined in WAC 356-15—020 and qualifications 
for premium pay as defined in chapter 356-15 WAC. 

WORK SCHEDULE - A series of workshifts and 
work days within the workweek. 

WORKSHIFT - Scheduled working hours within the 
workday. 

WORKWEEK - A regular recurring period of 168 
hours beginning at a time determined by the appointing 
authority and continuing for seven consecutive 24—hour 
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periods. For scheduled standard work period positions 
the workweek begins at the scheduled starting time of 
the first shift of the employee's uniform shifts. 

Y-RATE - A salary amount which either exceeds the 
maximum step for the salary range of an employee's 
class or a salary amount that falls between the steps of a 
salary range of an employee's class. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 356-18-105 TERMINATION LEAVE. (1) 
Employees who separate from the state service (volun- 
tarily or involuntarily, except by death) and are not 
members of the public employees retirement system Plan 
1 shall exhaust their accrued vacation leave to which 
they are entitled by taking termination leave. 

(2) Termination leave time shall not be credited to- 
ward sick leave, periodic increments, or seniority. 

(3) Employees may not take accrued sick leave during 
the period of termination leave.

SERVICE—MOVEMENT BETWEEN. (1) Any clas- 
sified employee having civil service status in a classified 
position who accepts an appointment in an exempt posi- 
tion shall have the right to return to the highest class of 
position in which the employee previously held perma- 
nent status, or to a position of similar nature and salary, 
within four years from the date of appointment to the 
exempt position. However, (a) upon the prior request of 
the appointing authority of the exempt position, the per- 
sonnel board may approve one extension of no more than 
four years; and (b) if an appointment was accepted prior 
to July 10, 1982, then the four-year period shall begin 
as of that date. Such employee must apply to return to 
classified service within 30 calendar days of: 

(a) Termination of employment in such exempt posi- 
tion, or 

(b) Termination of employment in any other exempt 
position in which the employee subsequently served pro- 
vided there was no break in his/her service with the 
state of more than 30 calendar days. 

(2) Any classified employee who holds a position in 
the classified service which is subsequently exempted and 
who previously held permanent status in another classi- 
fied position shall have a right to return to the highest 
classified position in which the employee previously held 
permanent status or to a similar position. Such employee 
must apply to return to classified service within 30 cal- 
endar days of: 

(a) Termination of employment in such exempt posi- 
tion, or 

(b) Termination of employment in any other exempt 
position in which the employee subsequently served pro- 
vided there was no break in his/her service with the 
state of more than 30 calendar days. 

(3) Employees exercising return rights within the time 
specified, as provided in WAC 356-06-055, shall return: 

(a) At the time of separation or application, whichev- 
er is later. 

(b) To a salary not less than the salary they left, ad- 
justed according to salary changes made in the interim. 

(c) With the same status they last held at the time 
they left the classified service. 

(d) With their seniority credited with the full time of 
their absence from the classified service and with no 
break in service. 
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(4) An employee's continuation in a position that has 
been exempted shall constitute the acceptance of an ex- 
empt appointment. The employee who accepts an ap- 
pointment in this manner shall have the right of return 
as specified in subsection (1) of this section. 

(5) Present or past employees of the exempt service 
who have not previously left the classified service specif- 
ically to take an exempt position shall not be entitled to 
move back into the classified service under the provisions 
of this section or WAC 356-30-045 or 356—30—330. 

(6) Classified employees under the jurisdiction of the 
((stateinstituttons-of)) higher education personnel board 
who are otherwise exempt from the right by WAC 356- 
06—020, and have been or are going to be separated be- 
cause of reduction-in-force action shall be ((offered-the 
opportunity to-accept)) certified to any vacant classified 
positions under the jurisdiction of the state personnel 
board provided: 

(a) The employees are qualified as determined by the 
director of personnel, or designee; and 

(b) No other employees under the jurisdiction of the 
state personnel board are eligible to be certified from the 
((RHF)) reduction-in-force registers, or transferred, or 
promoted into vacancies; and 

(c) The employees have greater seniority than other 
such qualified employees under the jurisdiction of the 
higher education personnel board involved in reduction- 
in-force action; and 

(d) The employees are being offered the opportunity 
according to the department of personnel procedure es- 
tablished for that purpose. 

(7) Employees may replace incumbents currently in 
the positions to which they are returning. The replaced 
incumbents are entitled to the rights and options of the 
reduction-in-force procedures of their agency. 

Employees in the classified service whose positions 
have been exempted from the civil service law in ac- 
cordance with RCW 41.06.070 (21) or (22) and have 
not previously held other classified positions may return 
to the classified service in any vacant positions in their 
respective departments provided the employees:

WAC 356-15-080 STANDBY PROVISIONS 
AND COMPENSATION. (1) Requirements: 

(a) An employee is in standby status when she/he is 
required to put in time (outside her/his normal working 
hours) during which both of the following conditions 
exist: 

(i) She/He is required by her/his agency to remain in 
a specified duty station or predetermined location during 
specified hours. 

(ii) She/He is required by her/his agency to be pre- 
pared to do full time work if the need arises, although 
the need for her/him to work might not arise. 
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NOTE: Standing by must include restriction to a spe- 
cific location. When the nature of a duty sta- 
tion confines an employee during her/his off 
duty hours (e.g., a ship), and that duty station 
is a normal condition of work in the employ- 
ee's position, standby compensation is not re- 
quired merely because the employee is 


confined. 


(b) An agency may issue a written policy stating that 
an employee is in standby status (b) (outside her/his 
normal working hours) when required to leave a tele- 
phone number with the agency or remain in communi- 
cation with a dispatching authority to respond to a call 
to begin work in a specified time limit. 

Standby status (b) shall not be considered time 
worked for any employee. 

(2) Payment: Any scheduled or non scheduled work 
period employee required by her/his agency to stand by 
shall be paid the hourly standby rate as shown in the 
Standby Pay Schedule. Standby pay may be authorized 
for exceptions work period employees if the appointing 
authority deems it appropriate. For exceptions work pe- 
riod employees, standby may be compensated for by the 
use of compensatory time. This compensatory time shall 
be in an amount equivalent to the proportion of the 
hourly Salary Schedule salary that the hourly Standby 


Pay Schedule salary represents. Overtime pay and 
standby pay shall not be paid for the same hours. Shift 


differential premium and standby pay shall not be paid 
for the same hours. 

(3) In cases where standby hours are scheduled over a 
number of months, agencies may pay standby pay at a 
monthly rate which is equal for all months in which an 
employee stands by. Such monthly rates shall be calcu- 
lated by dividing the number of months containing 
standby time into the total amount of standby pay the 
employee would earn during those months if the hourly 
standby pay schedule identified in subsection (2) of this 
rule was applied. This option is granted to simplify 
bookkeeping and is not authorization to establish stand- 
by rates higher or lower than those set by the personnel 
board. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 356-34-117 SCHEDULING OF HEAR- 
INGS—TIME ALLOTTED. In all hearings before the 
personnel board, the personnel board's hearings coordi- 
nator will set the date of the hearing and the amount of 
time allotted to each party for the hearing.

A copy of the collective bargaining agreement or 
of the pertinent sections of the agreement shall be at- 
tached to the request for arbitration. 

(e) A statement of the relief sought. 

(f) The signature and, if any, the title of the person 
filing the request for arbitration. 

(2) A copy of the original grievance and copies of 
subsequent written statements of the grievance and the 
agency's written responses dated prior to submission of 
the grievance to mediation shall be attached to the re- 
quest for arbitration. 

(3) The personnel board's hearings coordinator shall 
review the request for arbitration to determine compli- 
ance with subsection (1) of this section. If the personnel 
board's hearings coordinator determines the request to 
be incomplete, he or she shall notify the person filing the 
request of the portions of the request which need to be 
supplemented or changed to comply with subsection (1) 
of this section. When the personnel board's hearings co- 
ordinator is satisfied that the request substantially com- 
plies with subsection (1) of this section he or she shall 
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mail, or otherwise cause to be served, the request on the 
opposing party(ies). Any refusal by the personnel 
board's hearings coordinator to serve the request for ar- 
bitration on the opposing party is reviewable by the per- 
sonnel board upon motion of the requesting party. 

(4) Within twenty days of service of the request for 
arbitration, or within such longer period as the personnel 
board may allow, the party receiving the same shall an- 
swer the allegations of fact and contentions set forth in 
the request by admitting, denying, or setting forth doubt 
as to the truth of or falsity of any particular alleged fact 
or contention.

NEW SECTION 


WAC 247-16-035 APPLICATIONS FOR EQUIPMENT FI- 
NANCING ASSISTANCE. Because the needs of health care facili- 
ties in the state vary substantially, no application forms shall be 
provided by the authority. However, an applicant should furnish the 
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following information to the authority, where applicable, with its re- 
quest for financial assistance, and such other information as is deemed 
pertinent by the applicant or the executive director of the authority: 

(1) Identification of applicant: 

(a) Legal name and address of applicant; 

(b) Names, titles, and telephone numbers of chief executive officer, 
Chief financial officer, and person assigned responsibility for liaison 
with the authority; 

(c) Names, addresses, and telephone numbers of applicant's legal 
counsel, outside accounting firm and financial consultant or investment 
banking firms (if any); 

(d) Description of applicant's legal structure (e.g., private nonprofit 
corporation, public district hospital). If private, describe type and 
ownership of stock, if any; how assets held and by whom; and attach 
copies of articles of incorporation or similar documentation; 

(e) If applicant is a private hospital, attach a copy of IRS determi- 
nation of 501(c) (3) status. 

(2) Project for which financial assistance is sought (if applicable): 

(a) Amount of financing sought; 

(b) Description of equipment to be purchased with authority finan- 
cial assistance; 

(c) Current status of planning for equipment and dates proposed for 
purchase and installation; 

(d) Current status of certificate of need for project. If certificate has 
been issued, attach copy; 

(e) Cost of equipment (including installation); 

(f) Sources of funds for payment of project costs and dates of ex- 
pected receipt (assistance from authority, interim financing, grants, 
funds on hand, interest and profit on interim investment of construc- 
tion funds, other);

(4) Finances of applicant: 

(a) Audited (if audited) financial statements for past year; 

(b) Latest current financial statement; 

(c) Current year's budget of revenues, expenses and capital 
expenditures; 

(d) Description of long-term debts of applicant, if not already given 
above, including date incurred, by whom held, debt service schedule, 
interest rate, form of debt, source of revenues for repayment, security 
for repayment; 

(e) Sources of hospital revenues (private patient, Medicare, Medic- 
aid, welfare, Blue Cross, grants, etc.) and approximate dollar volumes 
and percentages of total revenues for each source in last three years; 

(f) Pending or threatened litigation or administrative actions with 
potential of material adverse effect on applicant; 

(g) Feasibility studies on project, if any (attach copy if one has been 
completed).

AMENDATOR Y SECTION (Amending Order ET 71- 
1, filed 7/22/71) 


WAC 458—20-179 PUBLIC UTILITY TAX. Per- 
sons engaged in certain public service businesses are 
taxable under the public utility tax, and are exempt 
from tax under the business and occupation tax with re- 
spect to such businesses. However, many persons taxable 
under the public utility tax are also engaged in some 
other business which is taxable under the business and 
occupation tax. For example, a light and power company 
engaged in operating a plant or system for distribution 
of electrical energy for sale, may also be engaged in 
selling at retail various electrical appliances. Such a 
company would be taxable under the public utility tax 
with respect to ((the-sate)) its last distribution of electric 
energy, and also taxable under the business and occupa- 
tion tax with respect to ((the)) its sale of electrical 
appliances. 

Persons who are taxable under the public utility tax, 
and the rate of such tax, which is applied to gross in- 
come, are those engaged in the following businesses: 

1. Railroad, express, railroad car, water distribution, 
light and power, telephone and telegraph. Rate of tax 
3.6%. 

2. Gas distribution. Rate of tax 3.6%. 

3. Urban transportation and common carrier vessels 
under 65 feet in length except tug boats operating upon 
the waters of the State of Washington. Rate of tax .6%. 

4. Motor transportation, tugboat businesses, and all 
public service businesses other than those heretofore 
mentioned. Rate of tax 1.8%. 

The rates of tax shown are imposed under RCW 
82.16.020. 

The term "public service businesses" includes any of 
the businesses defined in RCW 82.16.010(1), (2), (3), 
(4), (5), (6), (7), (8), (9), (10), and (12) or any business 
subject to control by the state, or having the powers of 
eminent domain and the duties incident thereto, or any 
business declared by the legislature to be a public utility, 
irrespective of whether eminent domain powers are had 
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or state control is exercised. It includes, among others, 
without limiting the scope thereof: Airplane transporta- 
tion, boom, dock, ferry, log patrol, pipe line, warehouse, 
toll bridge, toll logging road, water transportation and 
wharf businesses. 

The term " subject to control by the state" means con- 
trol by the Utilities and Transportation Commission or 
any other state department required by law to exercise 
control of business of a public service nature as to rates 
charged or services rendered. 

The term " gross income" means " the value proceeding 
or accruing from the performance of the particular pub- 
lic service or transportation businesses involved, includ- 
ing operations incidental thereto, but without any 
deduction on account of the cost of the commodity fur- 
nished or sold, the cost of materials used, labor costs, 
interest, discount, delivery costs, taxes, or any other ex- 
pense whatsoever paid or accrued and without any de- 
duction on account of losses." The term "gross income" 


of a light and power business means those amounts or 
value accruing to a taxpayer from the "last distribution" 


of electrical energy which is a taxable event within this 
state. RCW 82.16.010(13). 


LIGHT AND POWER BUSINESS - SPECIAL 


PROVISIONS. RCW 82.16.010(5) defines "Light and 
power business" to mean the business of operating a 
plant or system for the generation, production, or distri- 
bution of electrical energy for hire or sale. The measure 
of public utility tax upon the business of operating such 
electrical energy plants or systems is the amount or val- 


ue derived from the "last distribution" of the electrical 
energy within this state which is subject to this state's 


taxing jurisdiction. Sales of electrical energy to persons 
outside this state or deliveries of electrical energy across 


the boundaries of this state are interstate transactions 
which do not constitute "last distributions" within this 


state. Thus, such sale and delivery transactions are not 
taxable events. Rather, it is the intent of the law that all 
electrical energy generated, or produced, or distributed 
within this state shall be subject to the uniform tax rate 
for light and power business, but only at the time of its 


"last distribution" here. 

The term "last distribution" means the final transmis- 
sion or transfer of electrical energy before it is consumed 
in this state or before it is transmitted or transferred to 
any point outside of this state. Thus, the taxable last 
distribution of electrical energy consumed within this 
state is the transmission or transfer of such energy to the 
consumer. The taxable last distribution of electrical en- 
ergy for sale or consumption outside of this state is the 
transmission or transfer of such energy to the transmis- 
sion system, bus bar, substation, tie line, grid, or power 
pool from which it will be directly further transmitted or 
transferred to points outside this state whether under 
any wheeling arrangement or through the distributor's 
own transmission or transfer system or the transmission 
or transfer system of any out-of-state person. 

The taxpayer liable for the payment of public utility 
tax under the light and power business classification is 
the "person" (as defined by RCW 82.04.030) who last 
distributes electrical energy within this state as ex- 
plained above. 
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For purposes of measuring the light and power busi- 
ness tax liability, the " amount or value derived from the 
last distribution of electrical energy" (RCW 
82.16.010(13) definition of "gross income") is the total 
consideration in terms of money, credits, or other value, 
however designated, received by or accruing to the tax- 
payer, PROVIDED: That for electrical energy generated 
in this state and transmitted or transferred by the person 
who generated the same to points outside this state over 
its own transmission lines, without prior sale, the tax 
measure is the value of the electrical energy at the time 
it is generated herc. 


In distinguishing gross income taxable under the pub- 
lic utility tax from gross income taxable under the busi- 
ness and occupation tax, the Department of Revenue 
will be guided by the Uniform System of Accounts es- 
tablished for the specific type of utility concerned. How- 
ever, because of differences in the Uniform System((s)) 
of Accounts established for various types of utility busi- 
nesses, such guides will not be deemed controlling for 
the purposes of classifying revenue under the Revenue 
Act. 

VOLUME EXEMPTION. Persons subject to the 
public utility tax are exempt from the payment of this 
tax for any reporting period in which taxable income re- 
ported under the combined total of all public utility tax 
classifications does not equal or exceed the minimum 
taxable amount for the reporting periods assigned to 
such persons according to the following schedule: 


Monthly reporting basis ........... $500 per month 
Quarterly reporting basis ........ $1500 per quarter 
Annual reporting basis .......... $6000 per annum 


DEDUCTIONS. Amounts derived from the following 
sources do not constitute taxable income in computing 
tax under the public utility tax: 

1. Amounts derived by municipally owned or operated 
public service businesses directly from taxes levied for 
the support thereof, but not including service charges 
which are spread on the property tax rolls and collected 
as taxes. 

2. Amounts derived by persons engaged in the water 
distribution ((light—and-power;) or gas distribution 
business, from the sale of commodities to persons in the 
same public service business for resale as such within 
this state. 

3. Amounts actually paid by a taxpayer to another 
person taxable under Chapter 82.16 RCW as the latter's 
portion of the consideration due for services jointly fur- 
nished by both. This includes the amount paid to a ferry 
company for the transportation of a vehicle and its con- 
tents (but not amounts paid to state owned or operated 
ferries) when such vehicle is carrying freight or passen- 
gers for hire and is being operated by a person engaged 
in the business of urban transportation or motor trans- 
portation. It does not include amounts paid for the priv- 
ilege of moving such vehicles over toll bridges. 

4. Amounts derived from the distribution of water 
through an irrigation system, solely for irrigation 
purposes.

5. Amounts derived from the transportation of com- 
modities from points of origin in this state to final desti- 
nation outside this state, or from points of origin outside 
this state to final destination in this state with respect to 
which the carrier grants to the shipper the privilege of 
stopping the shipment in transit at some point in this 
state for the purpose of storing, manufacturing, milling, 
or other processing, and thereafter forwards the same 
commodity, or its equivalent, in the same or converted 
form, under a through freight rate from point of origin 
to final destination and amounts derived from the 
transportation of commodities from points of origin in 
the state to an export elevator, wharf, dock or shipside 
on tidewater or navigable tributaries thereto from which 
such commodities are forwarded, without intervening 
transportation, by vessel, in their original form, to inter- 


state or foreign destination: PROVIDED, That no de- 


duction will be allowed when the point of origin and the

The business and occupation 
tax is likewise inapplicable to such amounts. Service 
charges shall not be included in this exemption even 
though used wholly or in part for capital purposes. 

When revenue derived from any of. the foregoing 
sources is included within the reported gross income, the 
amount thereof may be deducted in computing tax 
liability.

Contributions in aid of construction not falling within 
item "6" above are subject to public utility tax, except 
that amounts received for line extensions, connection 
fees, and other charges for services rendered prior to the 
receipt of utility services by the customer against whom 
the charges are made are subject to business and occu- 
pation tax under the Service and Other Activities classi- 
fication rather than the public utility tax. 

In addition to the foregoing deductions there also may 
be deducted from the reported gross income (if included 
therein), the following: 

a. The amount of cash discount actually taken by the 
purchaser or customer. 

b. The amount of credit losses actually sustained. 

c. Amounts received from insurance companies in 
payment of losses. 


d. Amounts received from individuals and others in 


payment of damages caused by them to the utility's 
plant or equipment.

ESTABLISHMENT OF A MT. ST. HELENS 
COORDINATING GROUP 


The Mt. St. Helens Coordinating Council, established by 
Executive Order 81-13, has accomplished its principal 
objectives. Yet there remains a continuing need to coor- 
dinate mitigation, planning, response, and recovery ef- 
forts of the state with local and Federal government 
agencies and with the private sector and to resolve on- 
going problems concerning the management of public 
activities and hazards in relation to Mt. St. Helens. 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, John Spellman, Governor of 
the state of Washington, do hereby establish the Mt. St. 
Helens Coordinating Group, in order to deal with neces- 
sary mitigation, planning, response, and recovery con- 
cerns related to Mt. St. Helens. The Group shall consist 
of a Hazards Management Committee and a Public Ac- 
tivities Management Committee. Those committees shall 
address the following: 


Hazards Management — issues concerning 
the direct and indirect hazards of Mt. St. 
Helens; 


Public Activities Management — issues con- 
cerning and related to the resources and to 
the public access and use of the areas sur- 
rounding Mt. St. Helens. 


The Chairman of the Group shall be the Director of the 
Department of Emergency Services. The Chairman shall 
report and make recommendations to the Governor. 
State agencies designated by the Chairman shall partici- 
pate and provide staff support and any other necessary 
assistance. 


The Chairman shall appoint chairpersons for each of the 
two committees, appoint members of the committees, 
and request the cooperation of Federal, state, and local 
officials, including state legislators and representatives of 
the private sector, as appropriate. 


All previous existing formal and ad hoc groups that have 
heretofore been constituted under the auspices of state 
executive-branch agencies in order to deal with prob- 
lems related to Mt. St. Helens are hereby replaced by 
the Mt. St. Helens Coordinating Group.

The Purpose of the Rule Changes: To update regula- 
tions, in light of new information technology, for medical 
facilities approved for lawful termination of pregnancy 
procedures during the second trimester of pregnancy. 
The Reasons These Rules are Necessary Include: 
Current regulations, adopted in view of knowledge and 
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technology in 1973, require certification of medical fa- 
cilities, (other than licensed hospitals), where perform- 
ance of induction procedures (initiation of termination of 
pregnancy) are performed with the requirement that 
second trimester termination of said pregnancy (ending 
of the pregnancy) occur in a licensed hospital; the Cen-

LOTTERY COMMISSION 
{Order 6— Filed October 29, 1982) 


Be it resolved by the Washington State Lottery Com- 
mission, acting at Olympia, Washington, that it does 
adopt the annexed rules relating to adding new sections 
WAC 315-06-060, 315-06-120, 315-11-010, 315-11- 
020, 315-11-030, amending WAC 315-06-020 and 
315-10-030. 

We, the Washington State Lottery Commission, find 
that an emergency exists and that this order is necessary 
for the preservation of the public health, safety, or gen- 
eral welfare and that observance of the requirements of 
notice and opportunity to present views on the proposed 
action would be contrary to public interest. A statement 
of the facts constituting the emergency is the State Lot- 
tery Commission hereby declares the adoption of each 
and every one of the rules adopted by it today to be 
necessary to protect the public health, safety and welfare 
and are adopted on an emergency basis to protect the 
public health, safety and welfare.

GENERAL PROVISIONS. (1) The director may des- 
ignate claim centers for the filing of prize claims, and 
the location of such centers shall be publicized from 
time to time by the director. 

(2) A claim shall be entered in the name of a single 
legal entity as claimant, either one individual or one or- 
ganization. A claim may be entered in the name of an 
organization only if the organization is a legal entity and 
possesses a federal employers identification number 
(FEIN) as issued by the internal revenue service and 
such number is shown on the claim form. Groups, family 
units, organizations, clubs, or other organizations which 
are not a legal entity, or do not possess a federal em- 
ployer's identification number, shall designate one indi- 
vidual in whose name the claim is to be entered. 

(3) Unless otherwise provided in the rules for a spe- 
cific type of game, a claimant shall fill out a claim form 
approved by the director, present the form with the 
claimant's ticket at a designated claim center, and re- 
ceive a copy of the claim form as his or her receipt. In 
order to claim a prize, each claimant must complete and 
sign a claim form which shall include the following 
provisions: 

(a) The discharge of the state, its officials, officers, 
and employees of all further liability upon payment of 
the prize; 

(b) the discharge of the commission, director and em- 
ployees of the commission of all further liability upon 
payment of the prize; and 

(c) Permission to use the claimant' s name and photo- 
graph for publicity purposes upon award of the prize. 

(4) A prize must be claimed within the time limits 
prescribed by the director in the instructions for the 
conduct of a specific game, but in no case shall a prize 
be claimed later than 180 days after determination of 
the winning ticket. 

(5) The director may deny awarding a prize to a 
claimant if: 

(a) The ticket was not legally issued initially, 

(b) The ticket was stolen from the commission, direc- 
tor, its employees or agents, or from a licensed agent; or 

(c) The ticket has been altered or forged, or has 
otherwise been mutilated such that the authenticity of 
the ticket cannot be reasonably assured by the director. 

(6) No person entitled to a prize may assign his or her 
right to claim it except: | 

(a) That payment of a prize may be made to any 
court appointed legal representative, including, but not 
limited to, guardians, executors, administrators, 
receivors, or other court appointed assignees, or 

(b) For the purposes of paying federal, state or local 
tax. 
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(7) In the event that there is a dispute or it appears 
that a dispute may occur relative to any prize, the direc- 
tor may, in his or her discretion, refrain from making 
payment of the prize pending a final determination by 
the director or by a court of competent jurisdiction rela- 
tive to the same. 

(8) A ticket that has been legally issued by a licensed 
agent is a bearer instrument. The person whose name is 
entered on the ticket is considered the bearer of the 
ticket. Payment of any prize may be made to the bearer, 
and all liability of the state, its officials, officers, and 
employees and of the commission, director and employ- 
ees of the commission terminates upon payment. 

(9) All prizes shall be paid within a reasonable time 
after the claims are verified by the director and a winner 
is determined. The date of the first installment payment 
of each prize requiring installment payments shall be the 
commencement date of the payments and a payment 
shall be made on the anniversary date of said payment 
thereafter in accordance with the type of prize awarded. 

(10) The director may, at any time, delay any pay- 
ment in order to review a change of circumstances rela- 
tive to the prize awarded, the payee, the claim, or any 
other matter that may have come to his or her attention. 
All delayed payments shall be brought up to date imme- 
diately upon the director s confirmation and continue to 
be paid on each original anniversary date thereafter. 

(11) If any prize is payable for the life of the claim- 
ant, only a natural person may claim such a prize and, if 
claiming on behalf of a group, corporation or the like, 
the life of such natural person claiming the prize shall be 
the measuring life.

The ticket bearer must notify the lottery of 
the win and submit the winning ticket to the lottery as 
specified by the director. The winning ticket must be 
validated by the lottery through use of the validation 
number and any other means as specified by the 
director. 
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(3) The total of all prizes available to be won in an 
instant game shall not be less than forty-five percent of 
the instant game's projected revenue. 

(4) The instant game shall pay out both lower tier 
prizes and higher tier prizes. Lower tier prizes are of less 
than $25.00. Higher tier prizes are of $25.00 or morc. 
The director shall determine the number of lower and 
higher tier prizes. 

(5) The length of operation of an instant game shall 
not exceed fifteen weeks. The start date and closing date 
of the instant game shall be publicly announced. 

(6) There is no required frequency of dra wing or 
method of selection of a winner in an instant game. 

(7) At the director's discretion, an instant game may 
include a grand prize drawing(s). The criteria for the 
grand prize drawing shall be as follows: 

(a) Not more than ten finalists for a grand prize 
drawing shall be selected in an elimination dra wing from 
redeemed tickets winning certain minimum prizes as de- 
termined by the director. Participation in the elimination 
drawing(s) shall be limited to such tickets which are ac- 
tually received and validated by the director on or before 
a date to be announced by the director. The director 
may reserve the right to place any semi-finalist whose 
entry was not entered in the elimination drawing(s) and 
who is subsequently determined to have been entitled to 
such entry into an elimination drawing of a subsequent 
instant game, and the determination of the director shall 
be final. 

(b) The prize of the grand prize drawing shall not ex- 
ceed one million dollars. The number of such prizes shall 
be determined by the director to correspond with the size 
and length of the instant game and to comply with (3) 
above. 

(c) The dates and times as well as the procedures for 
conducting the elimination drawing and grand prize 
drawing shall be determined by the director. 

(8) Procedures for claiming instant prizes are as 
follows: 

(a) To claim an instant prize of less than $25.00, the 
claimant shall present the winning ticket to the licensed 
agent from whom the ticket was purchased. The licensed 
agent shall verify the claim and, if acceptable, make 
payment of the amount due the claimant. In the event 
the licensed agent cannot verify the claim, the claimant 
shall fill out a claim form, as provided in WAC 315-06- 
120, which shall be obtained from the licensed agent and 
present the completed form, together with the disputed 
ticket to the designated claim center. The licensed agent 
shall deliver one copy of the claim form to the claimant 
and forward the disputed ticket and a copy of the claim 
form to the director for validation.

WAC 352-04010 DUTIES OF CHAIRMAN AND CON-

all regular or special meetings. 

(2) The duties of the vice-chairman shall be to preside at all regular 
or specia! meetings in the absence of the chairman. In addition, the 
vice-chairman shall serve as chairman upon his resignation, death, or 
incapacitation for any reason, and shall so serve until the next regular 
election, or until the chairman is again able to serve, whichever shall 
first occur. 

(3) The secretary shall cause minutes to be taken and recorded of all 
regular or special meetings, and shall sign such minutes when tran- 
Scribed and approved by the commission. In addition, the secretary 
Shall succeed to the offices of vice-chairman or chairman in the same 
manner and under the same conditions as set forth above for the vice- 
chairman.

(7) The chairman shall be a voting member of the commission. A 
majority of the authorized commission membership shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business at all regular and special meet- 
ings. À majority vote of the commissioners present shall be sufficient to 
pass or defeat each measure brought to a vote, unless otherwise re- 
quired by law. When a unanimous vote of the authorized membership 
of the commission is required by law to pass any measure brought to a 
vote, the vote of any absent commissioner may be registered by mail,

TION—OFFICES. The office of administrative hearings 
was created by chapter 34.12 RCW for the impartial 
administration of administrative hearings for state agen- 
cies. The office is under the direction of the chief ad- 
ministrative law judge and is organized in two divisions, 
the benefits division and the regulatory and special as- 
signments division. 

Administrative law judges assigned to the two divi- 
sions preside over hearings in contested cases and issue 
proposals for decisions, including findings of fact and 
conclusions of law. The benefits division is responsible 
for hearings held before the employment security de- 
partment and the department of social and health ser- 
vices. The regulatory and special assignments division is 
responsible for hearings held before the utilities and 
transportation commission, the liquor control board, the 
department of licensing, and any other state agency as 
defined in RCW 32.12.020(4). 

The administrative office is located at Building No. 1, 
4224 — 6th Avenue S.E., Lacey, Washington, 98504. 
The office hours are 8:00 a.m. to noon and 1:00 p.m. to 
5:00 p.m., Monday through Friday except legal holidays.

For those records maintained at 
field office locations, the public records officer shall be 
the senior administrative law judge in benefits division 
field offices and the deputy chief administrative law 
judge for regulatory and special assignments field offices. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 10-04-050 REQUESTS FOR PUBLIC RE- 
CORDS. In accordance with requirements of chapter 
42.17 RCW that agencies prevent unreasonable inva- 
sions of privacy, protect public records from damage or 
disorganization, and prevent excessive interference with 
essential functions of the agency, public records may be 
inspected or copied or copies of such records may be ob- 
tained, by members of the public, upon compliance with 
the following procedures: 

(1) A request shall be made in writing upon a form 
prescribed by the office which shall be available at the 
offices where records are maintained. The form shall be 
presented to the public records officer, or to a member of 
the staff designated by him or her if the public records 
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officer is not available, during office hours. The request 
shall include the following information: 

(a) The name of the person requesting the record; 

(b) The time of day and calendar date on which the 
request was made; 

(c) The nature of the request; 

(d) An appropriate description of the record 
requested; 

(2) In all cases in which a member of the public is 
making a request, it shall be the obligation of the public 
records officer or designated staff member to whom the 
request is made to assist the member of the public in 
appropriately identifying the public record requested. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 10-04-060 COPYING FEES. No fee shall 
be charged for the inspection of public records. The 
office shall charge a fee of ten cents per page of copy for 
providing copies of public records and for the use of the 
office's copy equipment. This charge is the amount nec- 
essary to reimburse the office for its actual costs incident 
to such copying. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 10-04-070 EXEMPTIONS. (1) The office 
reserves the right to determine that a public record re- 
quested in accordance with the procedures outlined in 
WAC 10.04.050 is exempt under the provisions of RCW 
47.17.310. 

(2) In addition, pursuant to RCW 42.17.260(1), the 
office reserves the right to delete identifying details when 
it makes available or publishes any public record in any 
cases where there is reason to believe that disclosure of 
such details would be an invasion of personal privacy 
protected by chapter 42.17 RCW. The public records 
officer will fully justify such deletion in writing. 

(3) АП denials of requests for public records must be 
accompanied by a written statement specifying the rea- 
son for the denial, including a statement of the specific 
exemption authorizing the withholding of the record and 
a brief explanation of how the exemption applies to the 
records withheld.

WAC 1004080 REVIEW OF DENIALS OF 
PUBLIC RECORDS REQUEST. (1) Any person who 
objects to the denial of a request for a public record may 
petition for prompt review of such decision by tendering 
a written request for review. The written request shall 
specifically refer to the written statement by the public 
records officer or other staff member which constituted 
or accompanied the denial. 

(2) Immediately after receiving a written request for 
review of a decision denying a public record, the public 
records officer or other staff member denying the request 
shall refer it to the chief administrative law judge or his 
designee. The chief administrative law judge or his des- 
ignee shall immediately consider the matter and either 
affirm or reverse such denial within five business days 
following the original denial. 
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(3) Administrative remedies shall not be considered 
exhausted until the chief administrative law judge or his 
designee has returned the petition with a decision or un- 
til the close of the fifth business day following denial of 
inspection, whichever occurs first.

WAC 10-08-010 APPLICATION OF CHAPTER 
10-08 WAC. Chapter 10-08 WAC is promulgated by 
the chief administrative law judge pursuant to the provi- 
sions of RCW 34.04.022, as amended by chapter 67, 
Laws of 1981. These rules shall govern administrative 
practice and procedure in all contested case hearings be- 
fore any state board, commission, department, or officer 
authorized by law to adjudicate contested cases except 
those in the legislative or judicial branches, the state 
militia, the board of prison terms and paroles, institu- 
tions of higher education as defined in RCW 28B.19- 
.020, the board of industrial insurance appeals, and the 
board of tax appeals unless an election is made pursuant 
to RCW 82.03.140 or 82.03.190: PROVIDED, HOW- 
EVER, That these rules shall not apply to the denial, 
suspension or revocation of a driver's license by the de- 
partment of licensing.

WAC 10-08-020 SCOPE OF CHAPTER 10-08 
WAC. (1) Chapter 10-08 WAC applies to all stages of 
the conduct of a contested case from issuance of the no- 
tice of hearing through issuance of a proposed decision, 
an initial decision, or the agency's final decision if no 
proposed or initial decision is required or issued. Form 
and content of pleadings, procedures for settlement or 
disposition without hearing, and procedures for obtain- 
ing review by the agency of proposed and initial deci- 
sions and reconsideration of final decisions shall be as 
specified in the agency's rules as in effect on June 30, 
1982, or as thereafter adopted or amended by the 
agency. 
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(2) Except as provided in subsection (3) of this sec- 
tion, these rules supersede the rules of practice and pro- 
cedure adopted by agencies for the conduct of contested 
cases from issuance of the notice of hearing through is- 
suance of a proposed or initial decision or final decision 
if no proposed or initial decision is required or issued. 

(3) Demonstrable needs exist for variation among 
agencies with respect to: 

(a) Qualifications of persons appearing in a represen- 
tative capacity, and 

(b) Discovery. 

Therefore, these rules do not supersede rules adopted 
by agencies with respect thereto. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 10-08-030 DEFINITIONS. "Presiding offi- 
cer" means an agency official(s), administrative law 
judge, hearing examiner, hearing officer, or other person 
authorized by law or appointed to preside over a con- 
tested case hearing. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 10-08-040 NOTICE OF HEARING. (1) In 
any contested case all parties shall be served with a no- 
tice within the time required by statute governing the 
respective agency or proceeding, and in the absence of a 
statutory requirement, not less than twenty days before 
the date set for the hearing. The notice shall include the 
information specified in RCW 34.04.090(1) and if the 
hearing is to be conducted by teleconference call the no- 
tice shall so state. The notice shall also include such 
other information as may be necessary to apprise the 
parties of the scope and purpose of the hearing. 

(2) Defects in notice may be waived if all parties 
acquiesce.

WAC 10-08-050 ASSIGNMENT OF ADMINIS- 
TRATIVE LAW JUDGE. Whenever a state agency as 
defined in RCW 34.12.020(4) conducts a hearing which 
is not presided over by officials of the agency who are to 
render the final decision, the agency shall either: 

(1) File with the office of administrative hearings a 
copy of the hearing file and notice of hearing together 
with a request for assignment of an administrative law

(3) Motions of prejudice with supporting affidavits 
under RCW 34.12.050 must be filed at least three days 
prior to the hearing or any earlier stage of the proceed- 
ing at which the administrative law judge may be re- 
quired to issue a discretionary ruling. If the notice of 
hearing does not state the name of the presiding admin- 
istrative law judge, the chief administrative law judge 
shall make such assignment at least five days prior to the 
hearing and shall disclose the assignment to any party or 
representative making inquiry. Subsequent motions of 
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prejudice filed by the same party in the same proceeding 
shall be ruled upon by the chief administrative law judge 
or his or her designee. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 10-08-060 INTERVENTION. Where agen- 
cy statute or substantive rule permits intervention, all 
parties shall be afforded an opportunity to be heard on 
petitions for intervention prior to or at the commence- 
ment of the hearing or as soon thereafter as the petition 
is received, 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 10-08-080 COMPUTATION OF TIME. In 
computing any period of time prescribed or allowed by 
any applicable statute or rule, the day of the act, event, 
or default after which the designated period of time be- 
gins to run is not to be included. The last day of the pe- 
riod so computed is to be included, unless it is a 
Saturday, Sunday, or a legal holiday, in which event the 
period runs until the end of the next day which is neither 
a Saturday, Sunday, nor a holiday. When the period of 
time prescribed or allowed is less than seven days, inter- 
mediate Saturdays, Sundays, and holidays shall be ex- 
cluded in the computation.

WAC 10-08-090 CONTINUANCES. Postpone- 
ments, continuances, extensions of time, and adjourn- 
ments may be ordered by the presiding officer on his or 
her own motion or may be granted on timely request of 
any party, with notice to all other parties, showing good 
and sufficient cause therefor.

WAC 10-08-110 FILING AND SERVICE OF 
PAPERS. (1) All notices, pleadings, and other papers 
filed with the presiding officer shall be served upon all 
counsel and representatives of record and upon parties 
not represented by counsel or upon their agents desig- 
nated by them or by law. 

(2) Service shall be made personally or, unless other- 
wise provided by law, by first-class, registered, or certi- 
fied mail, or by telegraph.

(2) Every subpoena shall identify the party causing 
issuance of the subpoena and shall state the name of the 
agency and the title of the proceeding and shall com- 
mand the person to whom it is directed to attend and 
give testimony or produce designated books, documents, 
or things under his or her control at the time and place 
set for the hearing. 

(3) A subpoena may be served by any suitable person 
over 18 years of age, by exhibiting and reading it to the 
witness, or by giving him or her a copy thereof, or by 
leaving such copy at the place of his or her abode. When 
service is made by any other person than an officer 
authorized to serve process, proof of service shall be 
made by affidavit.

ENCE. (1) The presiding officer upon his or her own 
motion or upon request of a party may direct the parties 
or their representatives to engage in a prehearing con- 
ference or conferences to consider:

(b) The necessity or desirability of amendments to the 
pleadings; 

(c) The possibility of obtaining stipulations, admis- 
sions of fact and admissions of the genuineness of docu- 
ments which will avoid unnecessary proof; 

(d) Limitations on the number and consolidation of 
the examination of witnesses; 

(e) Procedural matters; 

(f) Distribution of written testimony and exhibits to 
the parties prior to the hearing; 

(g) Such other matters as may aid in the disposition 
or settlement of the proceeding. 

(2) Prehearing conferences may be held by telephone 
conference call or at a time and place specified by the 
presiding officer. 
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(3) Following the prehearing conference, the presiding 
officer shall issue an order reciting the action taken at 
the conference, the amendments allowed to the plead- 
ings, and the agreements made by the parties concerning 
all of the matters considered. If no objection to such no- 
tice is filed within ten days after the date such notice is 
mailed, it shall control the subsequent course of the pro- 
ceeding unless modified for good cause by subsequent 
order. 

(4) In any proceeding the presiding officer may, in his 
or her discretion, conduct a conference prior to the tak- 
ing of testimony, or may recess the hearing for such 
conference, for the purpose of carrying out the purpose 
of this rule. The presiding officer shall state on the 
record the results of such conference. 

(5) Nothing in this rule shall be construed to limit the 
right of an agency to order a prehearing conference or 
other settlement procedure prior to issuance of a notice 
of hearing.

WAC 296-15-026 GROUP SELF-INSURANCE APPLICA- 
TION. (1) Application for group workers compensation coverage shall 
be made to the department on a form prescribed by the department 
and shall contain answers to all questions.

(2) Group self-insurers; additional requirements. The application, as 
submitted by the initial board of trustees of the self-insurers' trust 
fund shall have the following attached:

BERS. (1) After the inception date of the trust fund, prospective new 
members of the trust fund shall submit an application for membership 
to the board of trustees, or its administrator, on a form provided by the 
department.

The duties of the trustees include the responsibili- 
ty of approving applications for new members of the fund. The trustees 
shall be chosen from members of the self-insurers' group, but a trustee 
shall not be an owner or any employee of a company under contractual 
obligation to the fund or officer or employee of a service organization 
independent of the employer as defined in WAC 296-15-110. The 
board of trustees of each trust fund shall take all necessary precautions 
to safeguard the assets of the trust fund, including but not limited to 
all of the following: 

(a) Designate a fiscal agent or administrator, or both, to administer 
the financial affairs of the trust fund who as obligee, shall furnish a fi- 
delity bond with the trust fund in an amount sufficient to protect the 
trust fund against the misappropriation or misuse of any moneys or 
securities. Evidence of such bond shall be filed with the department. 
The bond is one of the conditions required for approval of the estab- 
lishment and continued operation of a group self-insurers' trust fund. 
Such fiscal agent or administrator shall not be an owner, officer, or 
employee of a service organization independent of the employer as de- 
fined in WAC 296-15-110. 

(b) Retain control of all moneys collected or disbursed from the 
fund. Funds and disbursements are to be handled in accordance with 
WAC 296-15-02605. 

(c) Audit the accounts and records of the trust fund annually or at 
any time required by the department. Copies of audits shall be filed 
with the department within six months after the close of the trust fund 
year. 

(d) The trustees shall not extend credit to individual members for 
payment of premium. 

(e) The board of trustees or its fiscal agent or administrator shall 
not utilize any moneys collected as premiums for any purpose unrelat- 
ed to workers! compensation. Further it shall not borrow any moneys 
from the fund or in the name of the fund without advising the depart- 
ment of the nature and purpose of the loan and obtaining prior de- 
partment approval. The board of trustees may, at its discretion, invest 
any surplus moneys not needed for current obligations, but said invest- 
ments shall be limited to United States government bonds, United 
States treasury notes, investment share accounts in any savings and 
loan association whose deposits are insured by a federal agency, and 
certificates of deposit issued by a duly chartered commercial bank. 
Deposits in savings and loan associations and commercial banks shall 
be limited to institutions doing business in this state and shall not ex- 
ceed the deposit insurance amount in any one account. s 

(2) The board of trustees may delegate authority for specific func- 
tions to the administrator of the group self-insurers' trust fund. The 
functions that may be delegated include but are not limited to such 
matters as contracting with a service organization agent, determining 
the premium charged to, and refunds payable to, members subject to 
the restrictions of the department for investing surplus moneys set 
forth in subsection (1)(e) of this section, and approving applications 
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for membership. All delegated authority shall be specifically defined in 
the written minutes of the trustees' meetings. 

(3) Prior to certification date excess worker's compensation coverage 
shall be purchased providing adequate protection against catastrophic 
or unexpected loss. Adequate coverage shall be maintained throughout 
the period of group self-insurance.

WAC 296-15-02604 GROUP SELF-INSURANCE FUNDS— 
SURPLUS DISTRIBUTION-— DEFICIT. (1) Any surplus moneys 
for a fund year in excess of the amount necessary to fulfill all obliga- 
tions under the act, including maintenance of reserves specified in 
WAC 296-15-02605 may be declared refundable by the trustees, and 
the amount of the declaration shall become a liability of the fund at 
the time of the declaration.

(1) The group shall maintain 
adequate reserves to cover claim liabilities and the overhead expense of 
paying claims liabilities. It shall also maintain a reserve to pay the de- 
partment administrative assessment which would apply to outstanding 
claim costs if the group were to be discontinued. Additionally, the 
group shall maintain a contingency reserve equal to fifteen percent of 
the claim liabilities, or twenty-five percent of annual premium volume, 
whichever is greater, as a safeguard against adverse development of 
costs. Reserves may be discounted for anticipated investment income. 
Notwithstanding the reserves otherwise calculated under this section, 
the maximum reserve for any particular coverage period for which the 
group has purchased an aggregate excess reinsurance policy from a re- 
insurer shall be the difference between the group's retention under the 
policy and the amount which it has already paid for claim costs for the 
particular coverage period: PROVIDED, That the reinsurer is author- 
ized by the insurance commissioner to transact such business in the 
state of Washington. 

(2) Reserve requirements for group self-insurance may not be satis- 
fied in whole or in part by posting of a surety bond or bonds. Minimum 
required reserves for claim liabilities are described below. The group 
may set aside higher reserves if it perceives a greater liability than 
calculated under the following methods: 

(a) Reserve Method I 

This method shall apply until the group has passed the runoff test 
described under Method 11 or until five years after the group has sub- 
mitted its first annual report covering at least one full year of opera- 
tion, whichever comes first. Under Method 1, the groups' reserves other 
than the contingency reserves, shall be based on the accident and med- 
ical aid fund premiums which it would have paid had it been insured 
with the state fund. Such premiums shall be determined each year by 
multiplying the hours of employment in each risk classification by the 
base rates for each risk classification, and by the group's composite ex- 
perience modification. The group's composite experience modification 
Shall be based on combined state fund experience of its members and 
shall be calculated using the formulas and procedures specified in 
WAC 296-17-850 through 296—17—870. If the group becomes ineligi- 
ble for an experience modification under WAC 296-17-850(1) by vir- 
tue of having insufficient state fund experience, it shall retain its last 
previous experience modification for the balance of time during which 
Reserve Method I is in use. Chapter 296-17 WAC shall govern the 
computation of hours and the assignment of risk classification. 

This group shall deposit such premiums in a reserve account. Pay- 
ments or withdrawals therefrom may be made only for the following 
conditions: 

(i) Payment of administrative expenses of operating the group self- 
insurance program including claims handling expenses, legal costs and 
department administrative assessments. 

(ii) Payment of claim costs other than supplemental pension fund 
claim payments. Supplemental pension fund benefits may be paid from 
the reserve account, provided that reimbursement for such payments is 
claimed under provisions of WAC 296-15-210, and provided that such 
reimbursement is deposited in the reserve account when received. Any 
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interest earned by the reserve account must remain in the account 
during the period in which this method is in effect. 

(iii) The group may pay its reinsurance premium from the reserve 
account, provided the reinsurer is authorized by the insurance com- 
missioner to transact reinsurance in the state of Washington and pro- 
vided the group retains amounts recovered from the reinsurer in the 
reserve account. Within eighteen months after the end of the coverage 
period, the group shall return the reinsurance premium, less any re- 
coveries already received, into the reserve account. Thereafter it may 
include amounts which it reasonably expects to recover from the rein- 
surer, based on case estimates, as an asset. Such assets may be used for 
satisfying reserve requirements, provided the group retains amounts 
recovered from the reinsurer in the reserve account. 

(b) Reserve Method II 

The group shall report its claim payments and its estimated claim 
liabilities annually. For the purpose of applying Methods II and III, 
the group's estimate of its claim liabilities shall be based on its own 
reckoning regardless of the amount of reserves actually required by 
department regulations. The department will perform a runoff test of 
the adequacy of the group's estimate of liabilities by tracking the sub- 
sequent costs of claims (subsequent payments plus the group's updated 
estimates of remaining liabilities). If the subsequent costs over a three 
year development period following the effective date of an annual re- 
port covering at least one full year of operation do not exceed original 
liability estimates by more than fifteen percent, then the group's esti- 
mation of claim liabilities will be considered adequate ahd required re- 
serves will thenceforth be based on the group's own estimates until 
such time in the future as the runoff test may demonstrate an inade- 
quacy in reserving methodology. 

(iii) Reserve Method III 

This method shall apply if the group fails the runoff test described in 
Method II, provided at least five years has elapsed since the group filed 
its first annual report covering at least one full year of operation. Un- 
der Method III the department shall determine the extent to which 
past liability estimates of the group have been inadequate as deter- 
mined by the runoff test. The department shall apply a correction fac- 
tor to the group's current estimates of its liabilities to compensate for 
anticipated repetition of inadequate estimates. 

Methods II and III presume a consistency in reserving methodology 
by the group. If the department determines that the group has changed 
its reserving methodology in such a way as to invalidate Method II or 
III, then it shall make such adjustment to the procedure as may be 
appropriate under the circumstances. The group may devise its own 
method for calculating individual member's premiums under Reserve 
Methods I, II and III, provided the total premiums are sufficient to set 
up the required reserves.

Property exempted for an intended use, but never put 
to such use will be subject to a rollback for the life of 
the exemption when sold or put to a disqualifying use, or 
when it is determined the intended use will not be 
achieved.

WAC 458-16-190 CHURCHES, PARSONAGES 
AND CONVENTS. All churches and grounds that are 
owned by religious organizations and exclusively used 
for church purposes shall be exempt to the following 
extent:

codes, zoning, or licensing requirements.

(4) Where property is used for nonchurch purposes, 
the exemption is lost. If a portion of the church building 
or grounds is used for commercial rather than church 
purposes, that portion must be segregated and taxed 
whether or not the profit reserved by the church from 
the commercial use is applied to church purposes. (Nor- 
wegian Lutheran Church v. Wooster, 176 Wash. 581 
(1934).) 

(5) The rental or lease of any portion of the church 
building or grounds is subject to the following provisions: 

((69)) (a) Must be to a nonprofit organization, asso- 
ciation, corporation or school. 

((€2})) (b) Must be for an eleemosynary use (see def- 
inition below). 

((ӨЭ)) (c) Rental must be reasonable and solely for 
operation and maintenance of property. 

(6) Definitions: 

(a) "Church purposes" shall be construed to mean the 
use of real and personal property owned by a nonprofit 
religious organization for religious worship or related 
administrative, educational, eleemosynary, and social 
activities. This definition is to be broadly construed. 

(b) "Eleemosynary" shall be construed to mean chari- 
table; not limited to the distribution of alms, but also 
includes activities when some social objective is served or 
general welfare is advanced, and where, but for the ac- 
tivity, government might be required to provide the 
service. 

(c) "Convent" means a house or set of buildings oc- 
cupied by a community of clergymen or nuns devoted to 
religious life under a superior. 

(d) "Parsonage" means a residence, owned in fee or 
contract purchase by the church, which is occupied by a 
clergyman who is designated for a particular congrega- 
tion and who holds regular services therefor. Property, 


title of which will be transferred to an individual upon 
completion of a tour of duty or other obligations, will 


not qualify for property tax exemption. 
(e) "Clergyman" means the female as well as the 


male gender. 


(f) "Owned" means owned in fee or by contract 


purchase. | 
With regard to property covered by this rule, the de- 


partment of revenue may request additional information, 
in the area of finances, relative to the lease rental or li- 
cense to use the properties claimed for exemption. This 
shall not be construed as a license to require general in- 
formation relating to the amount of revenue received as 
donations, gifts, bequests, or tithes. The department 
shall have access to financial information, where neces- 
sary, to establish nonprofit status, if requested in writing. 


AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending Order PT 81-

WAC 458-16-270 SCHOOLS AND COLLEGES. 
The property owned or used by any nonprofit school or 
college within this state shall be exempt to the extent 
that: 

(1) The property is used solely for educational pur- 
poses, or the revenue derived therefrom, be devoted ex- 
clusively to the support and maintenance of such 
institutions, provided such revenue is derived from an 
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incidental, not commercial, use. An example of which 
would be the occasional lease of the gymnasium, field 
house, or auditorium; 

(2) The real property so exempt shall not exceed four 
hundred acres in extent and shall be used exclusively for 
college or campus purposes. College or campus purposes 
shall be construed to mean that the need for such prop- 
erty would be nonexistent, but for the presence of such 
school or college and which are principally designed to 
further the educational functions of such college or 
schools, 


Property unmaintained and only seldom used must be 
segregated and taxed; 


(3) The institution must be open to all persons on 
equal terms. However, there is no limitation on the types 
: of courses which the institution may offer. Wilson's 
Modern Business College v. King County, 4 Wn.2d 636 
(1940); AGO 1927-1927, p. 854. 


For purposes of this exemption, "schools and colleges" 
will mean (a) those nonprofit educational institutions 
which are either accredited by the state or whose stu- 
dents and credentials are accepted without examination 
by schools and colleges established under Title 28A or 
28B RCW and which offer to students an educational 
program of a general academic nature, and (b) those 
nonprofit institutions which are privately endowed under 
a deed of trust to offer instruction in trade, industry and 
agriculture. Specialty or trade schools not offering a 
general academic program, and not endowed under a 
deed of trust are not included in this exemption. (WAC 
458—20-114) 


Real property of institutions exempted under this rule 
which ((are)) is owned, controlled, rented or leased for 
the purpose of deriving revenue from it, shall not be ex- 
empt and must be segregated and taxed whether or not 
such revenue is devoted to educational purposes. AGO 
5-10-1944; Wilson's Modern Business College v. King 
County, 4 Wn.2d 636 (1940). 

Institutions claiming exemption within this rule shall 
allow the department of revenue access to all books and 
records of the institution and shall annually make, under 
oath, a report to the department showing that the in- 
come and receipts thereof, including donations to it, 
have been applied to the actual expenses of operating 
and maintaining it or for capital expenses for endow- 
ments, the income of which shall be used for the opera- 
tion, maintenance or capital expenditures and to no 
other purpose, also including a statement of the receipts 
and disbursements of said organization. In addition, in- 
stitutions claiming exemption under this rule shall sub- 
mit a list of all property claimed to be exempt, the 
purpose for which it is used, the revenue derived from it 
during the preceding year, the use to which the revenue 
was applied, the number of students in attendance at the 
institution, the total revenues of the institution and the 
source from which they were derived, and the purposes 
to which such revenues were applied, giving the items of 
such revenues and expenditures in detail.

The Community Economic Revitalization Board in- 
tends to adopt as rules the following new chapters of the 
Washington Administrative Code: Chapter 133-10 
WAC General Provisions; chapter 133-20 WAC Public 
Records; chapter 133-30 WAC Rules of Practice and 
Procedure; chapter 133-40 WAC Public Facility Loans 
and Grants; and chapter 133-50 WAC Compliance with 
State Environmental Policy Act. 

Chapter 133-10 WAC, and in particular WAC 133- 
10-010 and 133-10-030, are adopted under the authori- 
ty of and for the purpose of implementing RCW 
34.04.020(2) and so much of 42.17.250 requiring each 
agency to adopt as a rule a description of its organiza- 
tion, stating the general course and method of its opera- 
tions and the methods whereby the public may obtain 
information and make submissions or requests. Further, 
chapter 133-10 WAC, and in particular WAC 133-10- 
020, is adopted under the authority of and for the pur- 
pose of implementing RCW 42.30.070 requiring the 
governing body of each public agency to provide the 
time for holding regular meetings by rule. Chapter 133- 
20 WAC is adopted under the authority of RCW 42.17- 
.290 requiring agencies to adopt rules and regulations 
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consonant with the intent of chapter 42.17 RCW to pro- 
vide full public access to public records, to protect public 
records from damage or disorganization, and to prevent 
excessive interference with other essential functions of 
the agency.

and is for the purpose of implementing RCW

Chapter 133-50 WAC is adopted under the authority of 
RCW 43.21C.120 requiring each agency to adopt rules 
pertaining to the integration of policies and procedures

Summary of Rules and Reasons Supporting Their 
Proposed Adoption: Chapter 133-10 WAC describes the 
agency organization, method of its operation, and meth- 
ods whereby the public may obtain information and 
make submissions to the agency, as well as provides the 
time for regular agency meetings and other information 
on notice of meetings. These rules are proposed for 
adoption in order to comply with statutory requirements. 
Chapter 133-20 WAC describes the methods whereby 
the public may have access to agency public records, and 
is proposed for adoption in order to comply with statu- 
tory requirements. Chapter 133-30 WAC provides rules 
of practice and procedure before the agency, and is pro- 
posed for adoption in order to comply with statutory re- 
quirements and to assist the board in conducting 
examinations and investigations in furtherance of the 
exercise of its lawful powers.

These rules are proposed for adoption in order 
to make permanent current rules adopted on an emer- 
gency basis and necessary to carry out the purposes of 
chapter 43.116[43.160] RCW. Chapter 133-50 WAC 
adopts a statement to the effect that all board activities 
are exempt from SEPA, and is proposed for adoption in 
order to comply with statutory requirements.

NEW SECTION 


WAC 133-40-010 PURPOSE. (1) Pursuant to au- 
thority derived from chapter 40, Laws of 1982 Ist ex. 
sess. and chapter 43.116 RCW, the Community Eco- 
nomic Revitalization Board may, in its discretion, make 
direct loans to political subdivisions of the State of 
Washington for the purposes of assisting the political 
subdivisions in financing the cost of public facilities, 
when such facilities will serve to improve opportunities 
for the successful maintenance, establishment, or expan- 
sion of industrial or commercial plants or will otherwise 
assist in the creation or retention of long-term economic 
opportunities, or assist in alleviating unemployment.

(0 If application is being made for a grant in addition 
to or in lieu of a loan, a complete explanation as to why 
the applicant feels a loan would not be feasible and the 
supporting reasons or circumstances therefor. 

(3) Any application for financial assistance submitted 
to the board shall be signed and verified by a responsible 
official. Such official shall also provide the board with 
any additional materials or information in support of the 
application which the board or its staff may request, ei- 
ther prior to or at the board's deliberations on the 
application. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 133-40-040 BOARD DELIBERATIONS. 
(1) The board will consider and approve, in whole or in 
part, or disapprove, all applications for loans or grants at 
such regular or special meetings of the board as it may 
determine, and the applicant will be notified accordingly.

STATEMENT OF PURPOSE 


Rule: Amendatory Section WAC 139-14-010, Re- 
quirement of Basic Law Enforcement Training. 

General Purpose of Rule: This rule prescribes the 
basic training requirement for law enforcement officers 
mandated by RCW 43.101.200, provides for specific ex- 
emptions therefrom, and establishes a process for hiring 
notification and notification of non-compliance. 

Description, Summary, and Statutory Authority for 
Rule: This rule and the proposed amendments thereto 
are based upon the requirements of RCW 43.101.200 
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and the training commission's general authorities pro- 
vided by RCW 43.101.080 and 43.101.160. This pro- 
posed amendment responds to and incorporates RCW 
36.28.025, which mandates basic training compliance by 
newly elected sheriffs; provides for administrative ex- 
emption process for both sheriffs and police chiefs; and 
declares chiefs of agencies with 10 or fewer officers inel- 
igible for administrative exemption. 


Rule: New section WAC 139-20-020, Basic Law En- 
forcement Equivalency Certification. 

General Purpose of Rule: This proposed rule is in- 
tended to replace WAC 139-20-010 and, as such, clari- 
fies, specifies, and, to some degree, amends the process of 
basic equivalency certification, in lieu of academy 
attendance.

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(i) whose usual and regular function does not include and will not 
include the general line enforcement of traffic or criminal laws of the 
state of Washington or any political subdivision thereof((;)); PRO- 
VIDED, That (( i i i i 


mor)) any exemption 


under this subsection may be granted to a sheriff or police chief onl 

with the approval of the Board on Law Enforcement Training Stand- 
ards and Education and, in the instance of a police chief, based upon a 
written exemption request signed by the appointing authority, and 


provided further that no police chief or sheriff of any agency with ten 
or fewer full-time, commissioned personnel shall be granted an ex- 
emption solely upon the basis of this subsection; or 


(ii) whose initial date of continuing, full-time, regular and commis- 
sioned law enforcement employment within the state of Washington 
precedes January 1, 1978, and such employment is without break or 
interruption in excess of 90 days, or 

(iii) who have been certified in accordance with the requirement of 
subsection (1) above, and thereafter have engaged in regular and com- 
missioned law enforcement employment without break or interruption 
in excess of 24-month duration. 

(3) Each law enforcement agency of the state of Washington, or any 
political subdivision thereof, except the Washington State Patrol, shall 
immediately notify the commission by approved form of each instance 
wherein a commissioned officer begins continuing and regular employ- 
ment with that agency on or after January 1, 1978. Such notification 
Shall be maintained by the commission and shall be utilized by the 
commission for the subsequent scheduling, notification, and enrollment 
required for compliance with the basic law enforcement training 
requirement. 

(4) Failure to comply with the above requirement of basic law en- 
forcement training shall result in notification of non-compliance, by 
the commission, on approved form to: 

(a) the individual in non-compliance, 

(b) the head of his/her agency, 

(c) the Civil Service Commission having jurisdiction of such agency, 

(d) the judges and clerks of the municipal, district, and superior 
courts in which said agency is located, 

(e) the state Auditor's Office, and 

(f) any other agency or individual, as determined by the commission.

NEW SECTION 


WAC 139-20-020 BASIC LAW ENFORCEMENT EQUIVA- 
LENCY CERTIFICATION. (1) A certificate of equivalent basic law 
enforcement training shall be issued only to applicants who successful- 
ly complete the equivalency process as required by the Washington 
State Criminal Justice Training Commission, and shall be recognized 
in the same manner as the certificate of completion of the Training 
Commission's basic law enforcement academy. 

(2) Eligibility for participation in the basic equivalency process shall 
be limited to regular, full-time, commissioned officers of general law 
enforcement agencies within this state, and who have obtained basic 
certification through successful completion of a basic training program 
in this or another state. For this purpose, the term "basic training pro- 
gram" shall not include any military or reserve training program, or 
federal program not otherwise approved by the Board on Law En- 
forcement Training Standards and Education. 

(3) The decision to request an officer's participation within the 
equivalency process shall be discretionary with the sheriff or chief of 
the employing agency. Such request shall be made to the Training 
Commission on approved form which shall be signed by the sheriff or 
chief of the requesting agency, or in the instance of a one-member de- 
partment, the appointing authority. 

(4) Upon approval of such request, the applicant shall submit to the 
Training Commission the following documentation as a precondition of 
participation within the equivalency process: 

(a) copy of his/her Washington State driver's license, 

(b) copy of his/her current and valid basic first aid card, 

(c) statement of his/her health and physical condition by an exam- 
ining physician, or approved form, and 

(d) documentation of firearms proficiency, on approved form. 

(5) Following receipt and acceptance of the above by the Training 
Commission, the applicant will participate in the equivalency process 
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which shall include written examinations, practical exercises, and basic 
driver's training if such training has not been successfully completed 
previously by the applicant. The administration of such examinations, 
exercises, and training shall be determined by the Training Commis- 
sion in accordance with applicable policies and procedures approved by 
the Board on Law Enforcement Training Standards and Education. 

(6) Upon completion of the above examination process and review 
and evaluation of an applicant's performances therein, the Training 
Commission shall: 

(a) issue a certificate of equivalent basic training; 

(b) issue a certificate of equivalent basic training upon applicant's 
successful completion of additional training as the Training Commis- 
sion may require; or 

(c) require completion of the basic law enforcement academy 
program. 

(7) Any waiver of, or variance in, any above requirement for equiv- 
alency participation and/or certification may be granted by the Board 
on Law Enforcement Training Standards and Education if it deter- 
mines that sufficient justification exists for such action. Additionally, 
any action or determination by commission staff regarding a requestor 
or applicant for equivalency certification shall, upon written request of 
the involved individual or agency, be made appealable to that board.

(b) Decision Factors. In making decisions on reduc- 
tions, the president may consider factors including but 
not limited to: 

(i) Budget limitations, lack of funds, change in in- 
structional or service programs or courses, or lack of 
students participating in particular programs, courses, or 
services 

(ii) The enrollment, the trends in enrollment, and 
their effect upon the department or program 

(iii) The present and anticipated service needs of the 
college and its students and prospective students, includ- 
ing staffing needs 

(iv) Information concerning faculty and administra- 
tive vacancies occurring through retirement, resignation, 
and professional and other leave 

(v) Changes in educational policies and goals 

(vi) Other similar relevant considerations 

(2) Individuals 

(a) If a reduction is determined to be necessary, with- 
in a reduction in force unit, the order of reduction will 
be based on seniority provided that there are qualified 
academic employees to replace and perform all the em- 
ployment needs of the affected department or program. 
The president, with advice from the appropriate dean 
and appropriate division director, shall determine which 
affected employees are qualified to replace and perform 
the employment needs of the department or program. 
The above order and/or application of seniority may be 
interrupted in the event that strict adherence to it would 
cause a regression in the progress of the district toward 
its Affirmative Action goals. 

(3) Seniority 

(a) Seniority shall be based on the number of years of 
employment beginning with the date of the signing of 
the first full-time faculty contract for continuous full- 
time service for Community College Districts 5 and/or 
23. Continuous service shall include leaves of absence, 
professional leaves, and periods of lay—offs. The longest 
term of employment as thus established shall be consid- 
ered the highest level of seniority. In instances where 
faculty members have the same beginning date of full- 
time professional service, seniority shall be determined in 
the following order: 

(i) First date of signature of an employment contract 

(ii) First date of signature of letter of intent 
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(iii) First date of application for employment 

(b) When an employee leaves a faculty position to 
permanently accept an exempt position with the district, 
seniority shall continue to accrue for a maximum of 
three years.

WAC 132Y-140-112 PROCEDURES RELAT- 
ING TO THE DISMISSAL OF A TENURED OR 
PROBATIONARY FACULTY MEMBER. (1) Initial 
Procedures. 

(a) When the president determines that a reduction in 
force is necessary for the reasons in Section 102(1)(a)- 
(f) above and has selected the affected employees to be 
reduced, the initial step shall be for the president to 
meet with each employee and discuss the proposed 
termination/dismissal with the individual employee in 
personal conference which shall be an informal proceed- 
ing. The matter may be resolved at this step by the use 
of alternatives such as reassignment, leave of absence, 
retirement, resignation, etc. 

(b) When the board of trustees determines that a re- 
duction in force is necessary for the reasons set forth in 
Section 102(1)(g) above, the president shall select the 
affected employees to be reduced and meet with the em- 
ployee in personal conference, which is an informal pro- 
ceeding, to discuss the proposed termination dismissal. 
The matter may at such time be resolved by the use of 
alternatives, such as reassignment, leave of absence, re- 
tirement, resignation, etc. 

(2) Formal notice. 

(a) After determining that dismissal proceedings 
should be initiated, the district president shall specify 
the grounds constituting sufficient cause for dismissal, 
serve written notice of the cause(s) to the affected em- 
ployee and provide copies to the dismissal review com- 
mittee. The notice shall include: 

(i) A statement of the time, place and nature of the 
hearing (the hearing must be held on not less than 10 
days written notice); 

(ii) A statement of the legal authority and jurisdiction 
under which the hearing is to be held; 

(iii) A reference to the particular rules of the college 
that are involved; 

(iv) A short and plain statement of the matters as- 
serted. In the case of a reduction in force for the reasons 
set forth in Section 102(1)(a)-(f) above, this shall in- 
clude a statement of (a) the grounds for reduction in 
force as delineated in Section 102(1)(a)-(f), this shall 
clearly indicate the separation is not due to job perform- 
ance of the employee and hence is without prejudice to 
such employee, and (b) the basis for selection of the af- 
fected employee. In the case of a reduction in force for 
reasons set forth in Section 102(1)(g) above, this shall 
clearly indicate the separation is not due to job perform- 
ance of the employee and hence is without prejudice to 
such employee and, in addition, shall indicate the basis 
for reduction in force as one or both of the reasons set 
forth in in Section 102(1)(g) above. The notice must 
also indicate the effective date of separation from 
service. 
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(b) The affected employee(s) shall have ten (10) days 
from the date of service of the notice of dismissal to 
make a written request to the district president for a 
hearing. If the employee fails to respond within the ten 
days provided herein, such failure to request a hearing 
shall constitute acceptance of dismissal and waiver of 
any right to a hearing. The decision of an employee not 
to request a hearing shall be communicated to the dis- 
missal review committee and board of trustees. Further- 
more, a written request for a hearing within the above 
ten-day period is deemed jurisdictional. 

(3) Composition of Dismissal Review Committee. 

(a) A five member dismissal review committee created 
for the express purpose of hearing dismissal cases shall 
be established no later than October 15 of any academic 
year. The members shall include one (1) administrator 
chosen by the president, one (1) full--time student chosen 
by the Student association in such manner as the mem- 
bers thereof shall determine, and three (3) faculty mem- 
bers representing the faculty who shall be selected by a 
majority of the faculty and faculty department heads 
acting in a body. The faculty members on the initial 
dismissal review committee shall serve a one-year, two— 
year and three-year term respectively. Subsequent elec- 
tions will be for three-year terms so that the committee 
members shall have staggered terms. 

(b) In no case shall a member of the committee sit in 
judgement of her or his own case, or the case of her or 
his spouse. 

(c) In the event there is a vacancy on the committee, 
a replacement shall be selected within 15 days of the 
vacancy in the manner outlined above. 

(4) Responsibilities of Dismissal Review Committee. 
The responsibilities of the committee shall be: 

(a) To review the case of the proposed dismissal. 

(b) To attend the hearing and, at the discretion of the 
hearing officer, to call and/or examine any witness. 

(c) To hear testimony from all interested parties, in- 
cluding but not limited to other faculty members and 
students, and review any evidence offered by same; 

(d) To arrive at its recommendations in conference on 
the basis of the hearing. As soon as reasonably practica- 
ble, but in no event longer than 30 days after the con- 
clusion of the formal hearing and within seven days in 
the case of a reduction in force for reasons set forth in 
Section 102(1)(g) above, the written recommendations 
of the committee will be presented to the board of trust- 
ees, with copies to the president, the affected academic 
employee, and the hearing officer. 

(5) Hearing Officer. 

(a) Appointment 

(i) Upon receipt of a request for a hearing from an 
affected employee, the district president shall notify the 
board of trustees and request that the board of trustees 
appoint an impartial hearing officer. 

(ii) In the case of a reduction in force for reasons set 
forth in Section 102(1)(g) above, at the time of a faculty 
member's or members' request for a formal hearing said 
faculty member's or members' may ask for participation 
in the choosing of the hearing officer in the manner pro- 
vided in RCW 28A.58.455(4), said employee therein 
being a faculty member for the purposes hereof, and said

board of directors therein being the board of trustees for 
purposes hereof: PROVIDED, That where there is more 
than one faculty member affected by the board of trust- 
ees' reduction in force such faculty members requesting 
hearing must act collectively in making such request: 
PROVIDED FURTHER, That costs incurred for the 
services and expenses of such hearing officer shall be 
shared equally by the community college and the faculty 
member or faculty members requesting hearing. 

(b) Duties. It shall be the role of the impartial hearing 
officer to conduct the hearing in accordance with RCW 
28B.19 and WAC 132Y-140. The duties of the hearing 
officer include: 

(i) Administering oaths and affirmations, examining 
witnesses, and receiving evidence. No person shall be 
compelled to divulge information which he or she could 
not be compelled to divulge in a court of law; 

(ii) Issuing subpoenas; 

(iii) Taking or causing depositions to be taken pursu- 
ant to rules promulgated by the district; 

(iv) Regulating the course of the hearing; 

(v) Holding conferences for the settlement or simplifi- 
cation of the issues by consent of the parties; 

(vi) Disposing of procedural requests or similar 
matters; 

(vii) Making all rulings regarding the evidentiary is- 
sues presented during the course of the dismissal review 
committee hearings; 

(viii) Appointing a court reporter, who shall operate 
at the direction of the hearing officer and shall record all 
testimony, receive all documents and other evidence in- 
troduced during the course of the hearing, and record 
any other matters related to the hearing as directed by 
the hearing officer; 

(ix) Allowing the dismissal review committe to hear 
testimony and any oral argument from all interested 
parties, including but not limited to faculty members 
and students, and review any evidence offered by same. 

(x) Preparing findings of fact and conclusions of law 
and a recommended decision. As soon as reasonably 
practicable, but in no event longer than 30 days after the 
hearing, or within ten days in the case of a reduction in 
force for reasons set forth in Section 102(1)(g) above, 
the written recommendation of the hearing officer will be 
presented to the board of trustees with copies to the 
president, committee, and affected employee. 

(xi) Preparing and assembling a record for review by 
the board of trustees which shall include: 

(A) AII pleadings, motions and rulings; 

(B) АП evidence received or considered; 

(C) A statement of any matters officially noticed; 

(D) AII questions and offers of proof, objections and 
rulings thereon; 

(E) The proposed findings, conclusions and recom- 
mended decision; 

(F) A copy of the recommendations of the dismissal 
review committee. 

(xii) Deciding, with advice from the dismissal review 
committee, whether the hearing shall be open to the ed- 
ucational community, or whether particular persons 
should be permitted or excluded from attendance. 
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(xiii) Assuring that a transcript of the hearing is 
made, if necessary, and that a copy of the record or any 
part thereof is transcribed and furnished to any party to 
the hearing upon request and payment of costs. 

(xiv) Consolidating individual reduction in force hear- 
ings into a single hearing. In the case of reduction in 
force for reasons set forth in Section 102(1)(g) above, 
the hearing shall be consolidated; only one such hearing 
for the affected faculty members shall be held and such 
consolidated hearing shall be concluded within the time 
frame set forth herein. 

(xv) Taking any other action authorized by rule or 
regulation of the district. 

(xvi) In the case of a reduction in force for reasons set 
forth in Section 102(1)(g) above, the formal hearing 
(pursuant to RCW 28B.19.120 and conducted by the 
hearing officer appointed by the board of trustees): (a) 
shall be concluded by the hearing officer within sixty 
days after written notice of the reduction in force has 
been issued; (b) the only issue to be determined shall be 
whether under the applicable policies, rules or bargain- 
ing agreement, the particular faculty member or mem- 
bers advised of severance are the proper ones to be 
terminated; (c) any findings, conclusions of law and rec- 
ommended decision shall not be subject to further tenure 
review committee action. 

(6) Procedural Rights of Affected Employees. An af- 
fected employee who has requested a hearing shall be 
entitled to one formal, contested case hearing pursuant 
to the Higher Education Administration Procedure Act, 
chapter 28B.19 RCW, and shall have the following pro- 
cedural rights.: 

(a) The right to confront and cross examine adverse 
witnesses, provided that, when a witness cannot appear 
and compelling reasons therefore exist, the identity of 
the witness and a copy of the statement of the witness 
reduced to writing shall be disclosed to the faculty 
member at least ten days prior to the hearing on the 
matter towards which the testimony of the witness is 
considered material. 

(b) The right to be free from compulsion to divulge 
information which he or she could not be compelled to 
divulge in a court of law. 

(c) The right to be heard in his or her own defense 
and to present witnesses, testimony, and evidence on all 
issues involved. 

(d) The right to the assistance of the hearing officer in 
securing the witnesses and evidence pursuant to chapter 
28B.19 RCW. 

(e) The right to counsel of her or his choosing who 
may appear and act on her or his behalf at the hearings. 

(f) The right to have witnesses sworn and testify un- 
der oath. 

(7) Final Decision By the Board of Trustees. The case 
shall be reviewed by the board of trustees as follows: 

(a) Board review shall be based on the record of the 
hearing and on any record made before the board of 
trustees. 
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(b) The board may permit an opportunity for oral or 
written argument or both by the parties or their repre- 
sentatives and may hold such other proceedings as it 
deems advisable provided that such proceedings are held 
according to applicable laws and provisions of the 
Washington Administrative Code. 

(c) The final decision to dismiss or not to dismiss shall 
rest, with respect to both the facts and the decision, with 
the board of trustees after giving reasonable considera- 
tion to the recommendations of the dismissal review 
committee and the hearing officer. The dismissal review 
committee's recommendations and the findings, conclu- 
sions and recommended decision of the hearing officer 
shall be advisory only and in no respect binding in fact 
or law upon the decision maker, the board of trustees. 
The board of trustees shall within a reasonable time fol- 
lowing the conclusion of its review, notify the affected 
faculty member in writing of its final decision, and the 
effective date of dismissal. 

(8) Effective Date of Dismissals. The effective date of 
a dismissal for sufficient or adequate cause shall be such 
date subsequent to notification of the board's final writ- 
ten decision as determined in the discretion of the board 
of trustees (e.g. immediately, end of any academic quar- 
ter, expiration of the individual employment contract, 
etc.) In the case of a reduction in force for reasons set 
forth in Section 102(1)(g) above, failure to request a 
hearing shall cause separation from service on the effec- 
tive date stated in the notice, regardless of the duration 
of any individual employment contract. In the case of a 
reduction in force for reasons set forth in Section 
102(1)(g) above, separation from service after formal 
hearing shall become effective upon final action by the 
board of trustees. 

(9) Suspension. Suspension by the district president 
during the administrative proceedings (prior to the final 
decision of the board of trustees) is justified if immedi- 
ate harm to the affected employee or others is threat- 
ened by his or her continuance. Any such suspension 
shall be with pay. 

(10) Appeal From Board of Trustees Decisions. Pur- 
suant to RCW 28B.19.150 as now existing or hereafter 
amended, any party shall have the right to appeal the 
final decision of the board of trustees within 30 days af- 
ter service of the final decision. The filing of appeal shall 
not stay enforcement of the decision of the board.

STATEMENT OF PURPOSE 


Title: Chapter 67-20 WAC, Vocational Rehabilita- 
tion and Services for Blind Persons. 

Statutory Authority: RCW 74.16.181. 

Summary of Rule: These rules establish the qualifica- 
tions and requirements relating to benefits and privileges 
provided by the vocational rehabilitation program. Cer- 
tain amendments being requested are to bring rules in 
conformance with appropriate federal regulations and to 
comply with the changes requested by the Administra- 
tive Rules Review. These rules relate to a program 
which has been implemented for several years. 

Agency Personnel Responsible for Drafting, Imple- 
menting and Enforcing: Paul Dziedzic, Director, Com- 
mission for the Blind, 921 Lakeridge Drive, Second 
Floor, Olympia, Washington 98502. 

The Commission for the Blind, a state agency is pro- 
posing these rules. 


AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending Order 82-05, filed 8/4/82) 


WAC 67-20-005 DEFINITIONS. (1) "Accepted for services" 
shall mean that the commission has determined that the applicant has 
been certified as eligible to receive vocational rehabilitation services. 

(2) "Act" means the Rehabilitation Act of 1973 (29 U.S.C. chapter 
16). 
(3) "Applicant" shall mean an individual who has submitted to the 
commission a letter or application requesting vocational rehabilitation 
services which: 

(a) Has been signed by the individual, his parents or guardian or 
other representative; and 
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(b) Sets forth the name, address, age, sex, and nature of disability of 
the requesting individual and source of referral. 

(4) "Blind or visually impaired" for purposes of this chapter is a 
physical disability defined as follows: 

(a) Central visual acuity of 20/200 or less in the better eye with 
correcting lenses or a field defect in which the peripheral field has con- 
tracted to such an extent that the widest diameter of visual field sub- 
tends an angular distance of no greater than 20°; or 

(b) Vision so defective as to prevent the performance of ordinary 
activities for which eyesight is essential; or 

(c) An eye condition of a progressive nature which may lead to 
blindness. 

(5) "Client" shall mean any handicapped individual: 

(a) Who has applied for services from the commission; and 

(b) For whom services have not been denied or terminated by the 
commission. 

(6) "Commission for the blind" shall mean the legal authority in its 
entirety: 

(a) "Commission board" shall mean the five members appointed by 
the governor as the governing body. 

(b) "Commission" shall mean the agency which carries out the op- 
erations of the Washington commission for the blind. 

(7) "Director," except when the context indicates otherwise, means 
the director of the commission for the blind. 

(8) "Eligible" or "eligibility," when used in relation to an individu- 
al's qualification for vocational rehabilitation services, refers to a certi- 
fication that: 

(a) The individual has blindness and may also have a physical or 
mental disability which for such individual constitutes or results in a 
substantial handicap to employment; and 

(b) Vocational rehabilitation services may reasonably be expected to 
benefit the individual in terms of employability. 

(9) "Employability" refers to a determination that the provision of 
vocational rehabilitation services is likely to enable an individual to 
enter or retain employment consistent with his capacities and abilities 
in the competitive labor market; the practice of a profession; self-em- 
ployment; homemaking; farm or family work (including work for 
which payment is in kind rather than in cash); sheltered employment; 
homebound employment; or other gainful work. 

(10) "Evaluation of rehabilitation potential" means, as appropriate, 
in each case: 

(a) A preliminary diagnostic study to determine: 

(i) That an individual has blindness and may also have a physical or 
mental disability which for such individual constitutes or results in a 
substantial handicap to employment; and 

(ii) That vocational rehabilitation services may reasonably be ex- 
pected to benefit the individual in terms of employability, and that the 
individual is eligible therefore for vocational rehabilitation services; 

(b) A thorough diagnostic study consisting of a comprehensive eval- 
uation of pertinent factors, which bear on the individual's handicap to 
employment and rehabilitation potential, and an appraisal of the indi- 
vidual's work behavior and ability to develop work patterns suitable for 
successful job performance in order to determine which vocational re- 
habilitation services may be of benefit to the individual in terms of 
employability; 

(c) Any other goods or services provided for the purposes of ascer- 
taining the nature of the handicap and whether it may reasonably be 
expected that the individual can benefit from vocational rehabilitation 
services in terms of employability; 

(d) The provision of vocational rehabilitation services to an individ- 
ual for a total period of extended evaluation not in excess of eighteen 
months for the purpose of determining whether such individual is a 
handicapped individual for whom a vocational goal is feasible, includ- 
ing the initiation and continuing development of an individual written 
rehabilitation program, and a periodic assessment of the results of the 
provision of such services to ascertain whether an individual is an eli- 
gible individual for whom a vocational goal is feasible. 

(11) "Family member" or "member of the family" means: 

(a) Any relative by blood or marriage of a handicapped individual; 
and 

(b) Other individuals living in the same household with whom the 
handicapped individual has a close interpersonal relationship. 

(12) "Handicapped individual" means an individual: 

(a) Who has a physical or mental disability which for such individ- 
ual constitutes or results in a substantial handicap to employment; and 

(b) Who is expected to benefit in terms of employability from the 
provision of vocational rehabilitation services, or for whom an extended 
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evaluation of rehabilitation potential is necessary for the purpose of 
determining whether he might benefit in terms of employability from 
the provision of vocational rehabilitation services. 

(13) "Medical consultant" shall mean a ((doetor-of-medicine)) phy- 
sician licensed pursuant to chapters 18.57 and 18.71 RCW employed 
by the commission to provide consultation to rehabilitation counselors 
and rehabilitation teachers concerning the medical aspects of rehabili- 
tation, usually reviewing and discussing medical problems of individual 
clients. 

(14) "Ophthalmological consultant" shall mean a ((doctor-of-medi- 
eme)) physician licensed pursuant to chapters 18.57 and 18.71 RCW 
specializing in diseases of the eye employed by the commission to pro- 
vide consultation to rehabilitation counselors and rehabilitation teach- 
ers regarding procedures and prognosis relating to eye conditions. 

(15) "Physical and mental restoration services" means those services 
which are necessary to correct or substantially modify within a reason- 
able period of time a physical or mental condition which is stable or 
slowly progressive. 

(16) "Physical or mental disability" means a physical or mental 
condition which materially limits, contributes to limiting or, if not cor- 
rected, will probably result in limiting an individual's activities or 
functioning. The term "physical disability" includes blindness and/or 
visual impairment. 

(17) "Public safety officer" means a person serving the United 
States or a state or unit of general local government, with or without 
compensation, in any activity pertaining to: 

(a) The enforcement of the criminal laws, including highway patrol, 
or the maintenance of civil peace by the national guard or the armed 
forces; 

(b) A correctional program, facility, or institution where the activity 
is potentially dangerous because of contact with criminal suspects, de- 
fendants, prisoners, probationers, or parolees; 

(c) A court having criminal or juvenile delinquent jurisdiction where 
the activity is potentially dangerous because of contact with criminal 
suspects, defendants, prisoners, probationers, or parolees; 

(d) Firefighting, fire prevention, or emergency rescue missions. 

(18) "Referral" is defined as any individual who applied or has been 
referred to a commission office by letter, telephone, direct contact or 
by any other means for whom the minimum information has been 
furnished: 

(a) Name and address; 

(b) Disability; 

(c) Age and sex; 

(d) Date of referral; and 

(e) Source of referral. 

(19) "Rehabilitation facility" means a facility which is operated for 
the primary purpose of providing vocational rehabilitation services to 
handicapped individuals and which provides one or more of the follow- 
ing services for handicapped individuals: 

(a) Vocational rehabilitation services which shall include under one 
management, medical, psychological, social, and vocational services; 

(b) Testing, fitting, or training in the use of prosthetic and orthoptic 
devices; 

(c) Prevocational conditioning or recreational therapy; 

(d) Physical and occupational therapy; 

(e) Speech and hearing therapy; 

(f) Psychological and social services; 

(g) Evaluation of rehabilitation potential; 

(h) Personal and work adjustment; 

(i) Orientation and mobility training and other adjustment services; 

G) Braille instruction; 

(k) Evaluation or control of specific disabilities; 

(1) Transitional or extended employment for those handicapped in- 
dividuals who cannot be readily absorbed in the competitive labor 
market provided that all medical and related health services must be 
prescribed by, or under the formal supervision of, persons licensed to 
prescribe or supervise the provision of such services in the state. 

(20) "Rehabilitation teacher" (RT) shall refer to an employee of the 
commission who has responsibility to determine eligibility, and to de- 
velop and implement individual written rehabilitation programs leading 
to a vocational outcome of homemaker. The full range of vocational 
rehabilitation services may be provided or purchased as determined by 
the needs of the individual written rehabilitation program. 

(21) "Substantial handicap to employment" means that a physical 
or mental disability (in light of attendant medical, psychological, vo- 
cational, educational, and other related factors) impedes an individu- 
al's occupational performance, by preventing his obtaining, retaining, 
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or preparing for employment consistent with his capacities and 
abilities. 

(22) "Vocational rehabilitation counselor" (VRC) shall refer to an 
employee of the commission who has direct responsibility for provid- 
ing, or supervising the provision of all vocational rehabilitation services 
to a client of the commission. 

(23) "Vocational rehabilitation services," shall mean any of the 
following: 

(a) Any goods or services provided to a client that is likely to enable 
him to enter or retain employment consistent with his capacities and 
abilities in the competitive labor market. 

(b) Any goods or services provided to a client for the purpose of ex- 
tended evaluation to determine his rehabilitation potential. 

. (c) The establishment, construction, development, operation, and 
maintenance of workshops and rehabilitation facilities. 

(d) The provision of any facilities and services which promise to 
contribute substantially to the rehabilitation of a group of individuals 
but which are not related directly to the rehabilitation program. 

(24) "Workshop" means a rehabilitation facility, or that part of a 
rehabilitation facility, engaged in a production or service operation and 
which is operated for the primary purpose of providing gainful em- 
ployment or professional services to the handicapped as an interim step 
in the rehabilitation process for those who cannot be readily absorbed 
in the competitive labor market or during such time as employment 
opportunities for them in the competitive labor market do not exist. 


AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending Order 82-05, filed 8/4/82) 


WAC 67-20-120 CERTIFICATION OF TERMINATION OF 
EXTENDED EVALUATION AND NOTICE. The certification of 
termination of extended evaluation and notice is applicable when the 
following is considered: 

(1) Certification of eligibility for regular case services. Prior to, or 
simultaneously with acceptance of a handicapped individual for voca- 
tional rehabilitation services, there will be a certification that the indi- 
vidual has met the requirements specified. The certified statement will 
be dated and signed by the vocational rehabilitation counselor or reha- 
bilitation teacher. 

(2) Certification of ineligibility. When it has been determined ((be- 

)) on the basis of clear evidence that an in- 
dividual is ineligible for vocational rehabilitation services, there shall 
be a certification, dated and signed by: the vocational rehabilitation 
counselor or rehabilitation teacher. Such certification of ineligibility 
will be made only after full participation with the individual or, as ap- 
propriate, his parent, guardian or other representative, or after afford- 
ing a clear opportunity for such consultation. 


AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending Order 82-05, filed 8/4/82) 


WAC 67-20-190 ECONOMIC NEED—STANDARDS FOR 
DETERMINING. (1) A client shall be eligible on the basis of eco- 
nomic need to receive vocational rehabilitation services or extended 
evaluation services from the commission when the total of his/her ob- 
ligations, debts, and expenses is equal to or exceeds the total of his/her 
income and nonexempt assets or resources. When the value of his/her 
income and nonexempt assets is greater than the value of his/her obli- 
gations, debts, and expenses, the excess of the former over the latter 
Shall be made available by the client for the payment of the cost of 
those services which are conditioned upon economic need. 

(2) Determination of a client's economic need involves an evaluation 
of the income, assets, debts, obligations, and expenses of his/her entire 
family unit, including his/her dependents or, if the client is an une- 
mancipated minor, his/her parents. 

(3) The following shall be considered income for the purpose of de- 
termining the economic need of a client: 

(a) Wages paid to the client and to any dependent family members 
living in the home. For purposes of this section wages shall be equal to 
gross wages less deductions for income taxes, social security, taxes, re- 
tirement deductions, and other involuntary deductions; 

(b) Contributions from relatives or others, in cash or in kind, on a 
regular and predictable basis; 

(c) Net profit from roomers or boarders; 

(d) Net profit from property rentals; 

(e) Net profit from farm products; 

(f) Net profit from business enterprises; 

(g) Scholarship or fellowship funds; 

(h) Income from public or private welfare agencies; 
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(i) Any other income received on a regular and predictable basis, 
including but not limited to alimony, dividends from stocks, annuity 
payment, unemployment compensation, insurance, pensions, etc. 

(4) The following types of property shall be considered exempt as- 
sets and may not be considered in determining the client's economic 
need: 

(a) The home occupied by the client or his/her family, including 
any contiguous real property. A house trailer is an exempt asset when 
it is being regularly occupied by the client or his/her family as the 
principle place of residence or when it will be so occupied in the pre- 
dictable future; 

(b) Household furniture, clothing, life insurance, and other personal 
effects; 

(c) An automobile when one or more of the following conditions is 
met: 

(i) The client and his/her family have only one automobile, or 

(ii) All automobiles used by the family are for the purpose of trans- 
portation to work or school, or 

(iii) The automobile has been furnished in whole or in part to the 
client or to one of his/her dependents by the veteran's administration, 
or 

(iv) The automobile is essential to the client's vocational rehabilita- 
tion objective; 

(d) Vocational equipment and machinery owned by the client is an 
exempt asset if it is being used to provide part or all of the living ex- 
penses of the client and his/her dependents or if it may'be so used af- 
ter completion of the vocational rehabilitation plan; 

(e) Livestock is an exempt asset to the extent that it produces in- 
come or otherwise helps the client to meet normal living requirements. 

(5) AII types of tangible and intangible property, including but not 
limited to real property, personal property, stocks, bonds, savings ac- 
counts, and checking accounts, which are not exempt under subsection 
(4) of this section shall constitute the client's nonexempt assets and 
shall be considered in determining the client's economic need. The val- 
ue of a nonexempt asset shall be equal to its fair market value less any 
unpaid encumbrances of record. An individual is prohibited from 
transferring ownership or title to assets covered under this section. 

(6) The following obligations, debts, and expenses shall be deducted 
from the client's income and nonexempt assets in determining the cli- 
ent's economic need: 

(a) The client's actual shelter and living expenses; 

(b) Shelter and living expenses for the client's dependents; 

(c) Payments which the client is required to make under court order; 

(d) Outstanding taxes on earnings or personal or real property; 

(e) Insurance premium payments; 

(f) Contractual payments on real or personal property if such obli- 
gations were incurred prior to the client's application for vocational 
rehabilitation services. 


AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending Order 82-05, filed 8/4/82) 


WAC 67-20-280 VOCATIONAL REHABILITATION PRO- 
GRAM —TERMINATION. When the services are terminated under 
a written program on the basis of a determination that a vocational 
goal cannot be achieved and the client is then no longer eligible, the 
following conditions and procedures will be made and carried out: 

(1) Such decision shall be made only with full participation of such 
individuals or as appropriate, his parent, guardian, or other 
representative. 

(2) The views of the individual or his representative concerning the 
decision shall be recorded in the individualized written program. 

(3) The rationale for such decision must be thoroughly documented 
and included as a part or amendment to the written rehabilitation 
program. 

(4) The client will be informed that his case will be reviewed within 
twelve months, offering the individual clear opportunity for full con- 
sultation and reconsideration of such decision of ineligibility. Subse- 
quent reviews may be made only upon his request. 

(5) If through physical restoration an individual's vision is restored 
so as to allow that individual to perform ordinary activities, further 
services will be limited to those defined in the individual written reha-

(2) The purpose of work adjustment services in sheltered workshops 
shall be to:

(c) To develop functional capacities as required in order to assist 
clients toward their optimum level of vocational adjustment. 

(3) Vocational adjustment in a sheltered workshop shall meet the 
following criteria: 

(a) There shall be an individualized written program establishing 
immediate and long-range goals and objectives developed and moni- 
tored by a qualified staff person. 

(b) The program will be in direct response to those problems defined 
in the evaluation process. 

(c) Methods used to correct client problems and to develop accept- 
able work behaviors will be defined in writing and monitored and re- 
ported on at least monthly. 

(d) All programs will be developed with the full knowledge and 
agreement of the vocational rehabilitation counselor or rehabilitation 
teacher and the client. 

(e) Work adjustment services will always aim toward the eventual 
placement of the client into competitive employment. 

(f) Work adjustment services will be undertaken only in state certif- 


icated rehabilitation facilities as of ((Jamrary-t;-1983)) September 30.

WAC 67-20-446 VOCATIONAL REHABILITA TION—-SER- 
VICES TO GROUPS. (1) Services to groups of handicapped persons 
may be provided when such services will result in a benefit to the indi- 
vidual members' vocational rehabilitation. 

(2) Members of such groups must be eligible for vocational rehabil- 
itation services. 

(3) Special services to groups may include but are not limited to the 
production of brailled and recorded materials.

WAC 67-20-550 CONFIDENTIAL INFORMATION—DIS- 
CLOSURE. (1) The term "confidential information" shall mean all 
information and records as to personal facts regarding any past or 
present clients of the commission, given or made available to the com- 
mission, its representatives, or its agents in the course of the adminis- 
tration of the vocational rehabilitation program, including, but not 
limited to, lists of clients' names and addresses, information with re- 
spect to clients' financial resources, records of the commission's evalu- 
ations of factual information regarding a client, and all other 
information about a client, whether recorded or not recorded. 

(2) The commission shall disclose confidential information, whether 
directly or indirectly, only under the following circumstances: 

(a) Where necessary to and directly connected with the administra- 
tion of the vocational rehabilitation program; or 

(b) Where required by order of a court of competent jurisdiction; or 

(c) Where the client has given his informed consent in writing to 
such disclosure; or 

(d) Administration of the vocational rehabilitation program includes 


access to information for purposes of audit to determine compliance 
with standards and regulations. 
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(3) The commission shall refuse to disclose confidential information 
even when disclosure has been expressly or impliedly requested by the 
client if the information in question has been provided to the commis- 
sion on the basis that it will not be disclosed to the client. Information 
so withheld shall be briefly identified and listed, and said list shall be 
provided to the client or his authorized representative. Such confiden- 
tia] information shall be provided to the client only under the following 
circumstances: 

(a) Where the person or agency which provided the information has 
given the commission express written authorization to release the in- 
formation to the client; or 

(b) Where, during the course of a fair hearing, the hearing officer 
has made a determination that the information in question is relevant 
and material to the issue under appeal and has ordered that said in- 
formation be made available to the client. 

(4) Confidential information may be disclosed or released to an em- 
ployer in connection with the placement of a client. The commission 
shall release to an employer only such confidential information regard- 
ing a client as is essential to his successful placement. 

(5) Confidential information may be disclosed or released to welfare 
agencies or programs from which the client has requested services if: 

(a) The client has requested services under circumstances from 
which his consent may be presumed; 

(b) The welfare agencies or programs involved have adopted regula- 
tions which will assure that the confidential information disclosed will 
continue to be held confidential; and 

(c) The welfare agency or program involved can assure that the 
confidential information disclosed shall be used only in connection with 
application for and receipt of services from such agency or program. 

(6) Confidential information may be disclosed or released to organi- 
zations or individuals engaged in research if: 

(a) The research is directly connected with the administration of the 
vocational rehabilitation program; 

(b) The organization or individual has furnished satisfactory assur- 
ance that the confidential information will be used only in connection 
with the research purposes for which it is provided;

PART I—GENERAL 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-001 


TITLE. These rules shall be 


known as the "rules of the state fire marshal relating to 
fireworks," and may be cited as such. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-010 PURPOSE. The purpose of 
these rules is to implement the state fireworks law, 
chapter 70.77 RCW, administered and enforced by the 
state fire marshal. 
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NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-015 SCOPE. These rules apply to 
fireworks manufacture, storage, transportation, sale, im- 
portation, possession, classification, and discharge of 
fireworks of every class or kind in this state. 

EXCEPTIONS: (1) Explosives, as defined and regu- 
lated under the state explosives law, chapter 70.74 
RCW; 

(2) Firearms and ammunition, including blank car- 
tridges and pistols of the type used at sporting events or 
theatrical productions; 

(3) Research or experiments with rockets or missiles, 
including model rockets and model rocket motors de- 
signed, sold and used for the purpose of propelling re- 
coverable aero models; 

(4) Toy paper and/or plastic caps, manufactured in 
accordance with DOT regulations, 49 CFR 173.100(p), 
1981, as of October 29, 1982, or toy pistols, toy canes, 
toy guns, or other devices in which toy paper and/or 
plastic caps are used; 

(5) Emergency signaling devices. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-020 AUTHORITY. These rules are 
adopted pursuant to the Washington Administrative 
Procedure Act, chapter 34.04 RCW. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-025 DEFINITION—"FIRE- 
WORKS". The term "fireworks" shall mean any com- 
position or device for the purpose of producing a visible 
or an audible effect by combustion, deflagration, or det- 
onation, and which meets the definition of "common" or 
"special" fireworks as set forth in the United States De- 
partment of Transportation's (DOT) Hazardous Materi- 
als Regulations, Title 49, Code of Federal Regulations, 
Parts 173.88 and 173.100, 1981, as of October 29, 1982. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-030 DEFINITION AND CLASSI- 
FICATION—'TRICK AND NOVELTY DEVICES". 
The term "trick and novelty devices" shall mean any 
small firework device not classified as common or special 
fireworks by the United States Department of Transpor- 
tation or elsewhere in these rules, including: 

(1) Snakes, glow worm. Pressed pellet of pyrotechnic 
composition that produces a large, snake-like ash upon 
burning. The ash expands in length as the pellet burns. 
These devices may not contain mercuric thiocyanate. 

(2) Trick noisemaker. Item that produces a small re- 
port intended to surprise the user. These devices include: 

(a) Party popper. Small plastic or paper item contain- 
ing not more than 16 mg of explosive composition that is 
friction sensitive. A string protruding from the device is 
pulled to ignite it, expelling paper streamers and pro- 
ducing a small report. 

(b) Booby trap. Small tube with string protruding 
from both ends, similar to a party popper in design. The 
ends of the string are pulled to ignite the friction sensi- 
tive composition, producing a small report. 
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(c) Snapper. Small, paper-wrapped item containing a 
minute quantity of explosive composition coated on 
small bits of sand. When dropped, the device explodes, 
producing a small report. 

(d) Trick match. Kitchen or book match that has been 
coated with a small quantity of explosive or pyrotechnic 
composition. Upon ignition of the match, a small report 
or a shower of sparks is produced. 

(e) Cigarette load. Small wooden peg that has been 
coated with a small quantity of explosive composition. 
Upon ignition of a cigarette containing one of the pegs, a 
small report is produced. 

(f) Auto burglar alarm. Tube which contains pyro- 
technic composition that produces a loud whistle and/or 
smoke when ignited. A small quantity of explosive, not 
exceeding 50 mg, may also be used to produce a small 
report. A squib is used to ignite the device. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-035 DEFINITION AND CLASSI- 
FICATION—"COMMON FIREWORKS". The term 
"common fireworks" shall mean any small firework de- 
vice designed primarily to produce visible effects by 
combustion and which must comply with the construc- 
tion, chemical composition, and labeling regulations of 
the United States Consumer Product Safety Commis- 
sion, as set forth in Title 16, Code of Federal Regula- 
tions, Part 1507, 1981, as of October 29, 1982. Some 
small devices designed to produce audible effects are in- 
cluded, such as whistling devices, ground devices con- 
taining 50 mg or less explosive composition, and aerial 
devices containing 130 mg or less of explosive composi- 
tion. Common fireworks are classified as Class C explo- 
sives by the United States Department of Transportation 
and include the following: 

(1) Ground and hand-held sparkling devices. 

(a) Dipped stick, sparkler. Stick, or wire coated with 
pyrotechnic composition that produces a shower of 
sparks upon ignition. Total pyrotechnic composition may 
not exceed 100 grams per item. Those devices containing 
any perchlorate or chlorate salts may not exceed 5 
grams of pyrotechnic composition per item. Wire 
sparklers which contain no magnesium and which con- 
tain less than 100 grams of composition per item, not 
Class C explosives under DOT regulations, are included 
in this category. 

(b) Cylindrical fountain. Cylindrical tubes not more 
than 3/4 inch (19 mm) inside diameter, containing up to 
75 grams of pyrotechnic composition. Upon ignition, a 
shower of colored sparks, and sometimes a whistling ef- 
fect is produced. This device may be provided with a 
spike for insertion into the ground (spike fountain), a 
wood or plastic base for placing on the ground (base 
fountain), or a wood or cardboard handle, if intended to 
be hand-held (handle fountain). 

(c) Cone fountain. Cardboard or heavy paper cone 
containing up to 50 grams of pyrotechnic composition. 
The effect is the same as that of a cylindrical fountain. 

(d) Illuminating torch. Cylindrical tube containing up 
to 100 grams of pyrotechnic composition. Upon ignition, 
colored fire is produced. May be spike, base, or hand- 
held.

(e) Wheel. Pyrotechnic device attached to a post or 
tree by means of a nail or string. Each wheel may con- 
tain up to six "driver" units; tubes not exceeding 1/2 
inch (12.5 mm) inside diameter and containing up to 60 
grams of pyrotechnic composition. Total pyrotechnic 
composition of each wheel shall not exceed 240 grams. 
Upon ignition, the wheel revolves, producing a shower of 
color and sparks and, sometimes, a whistling effect. 

(f) Ground spinner. Small device similar to a wheel in 
design and effect and placed on the ground and ignited. 
A shower of sparks and color is produced by the rapidly 
spinning device. 

(g) Flitter sparkler. Narrow paper tube filled with py- 
rotechnic composition that produces color and sparks 
upon ignition. This device does not have a fuse for igni- 
- tion. The paper at one end of the tube is ignited to make 
the device function. 

(2) Aerial devices. 

(a) Sky rocket. Tubes not exceeding 1/2 inch (12.5 
mm) inside diameter that may contain up to 20 grams of 
pyrotechnic composition. Sky rockets contain a wooden 
stick for guidance and stability and rise into the air upon 
ignition. A burst of color or noise or both is produced at 
the height of flight. 

(b) Missile-type rocket. A device similar to a sky 
rocket in size, composition, and effect that uses fins 
rather than a stick for guidance and stability. 

(c) Helicopter, aerial spinner. A tube not more than 
1/2 inch (12.5 mm) inside diameter and containing up 
to 20 grams of pyrotechnic composition. A propeller or 
blade is attached, which, upon ignition, lifts the rapidly 
spinning device into the air. A visible or audible effect is 
produced at the height of flight. 

(d) Roman candles. Heavy paper or cardboard tube 
not exceeding 3/8 inch (9.5 mm) inside diameter and 
containing up to 20 grams of pyrotechnic composition. 
Upon ignition, up to ten "stars" (pellets of pressed pyro- 
technic composition that burn with bright color) are in- 
dividually expelled at several-second intervals. 

(e) Mine, shell. Heavy cardboard or paper tube up to 
2 1/2 inches (63.5 mm) inside diameter attached to a 
wood or plastic base and containing up to 40 grams of 
pyrotechnic composition. Upon ignition, "stars", fire- 
crackers, or other devices are propelled into the air. The 
tube remains on the ground. 

(3) Audible ground devices. 

(a) Firecrackers, salutes. Small paper—wrapped or 
cardboard tube containing not more than 50 mg of py- 
rotechnic composition. Upon ignition, noise and a flash 
of light is produced. External dimensions shall not ex- 
ceed 1 1/2 inches in length or 1/4 inch in diameter. 

(b) Chaser. Small paper or cardboard tube that trav- 
els along the ground upon ignition. A whistling effect, or 
other noise, is often produced. The explosive composition 
used to create the noise may not exceed 50 mg. 

(4) Combination items. Fireworks devices containing 
combinations of two or more of the effects described in 
subsections (1), (2) or (3) of this section. 

(5) Smoke device. Tube or sphere containing pyro- 
technic composition that, upon ignition, produces white 
or colored smoke as the primary effect. 
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NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-040 DEFINITION AND CLASSI- 
FICATION—'SPECIAL FIREWORKS". The term 
"special fireworks" shall mean large fireworks designed 
primarily to produce visible or audible effects by com- 
bustion, deflagration, or detonation. The term includes, 
but is not limited to, firecrackers containing more than 2 
grains (130 mg) of explosive composition, aerial shells 
containing more than 40 grams of pyrotechnic composi- 
tion, and other display pieces which exceed the limits for 
classification as "common fireworks". Special fireworks 
are classified as Class B explosives by the United States 
Department of Transportation. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-045 DEFINITION AND CLASSI- 
FICATION—"AGRICULTURAL AND WILDLIFE 
FIREWORKS". The term ‘agricultural and wildlife 
fireworks" shall mean fireworks devices, including but 
not limited to, firecrackers containing more than 50 mg 
(.772 grains) of pyrotechnic composition designed to 
produce audible effects, which are distributed to farm- 
ers, ranchers and growers through a wildlife manage- 
ment program administered by the United States 
Department of Interior (or by equivalent state or local 
governmental agencies); and, such distribution is in re- 
sponse to a written application describing the wildlife 
management problem that requires use of such devices, 
is of a quantity no greater than required to control the 
problem described, and is where other means of control 
is unavailable or inadequate. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-050 FIREWORK DEVICE CHEM- 
ICAL CONTENT, CONSTRUCTION. All fireworks 
devices shall meet the following chemical content, de- 
sign, and construction requirements. 

(1) Prohibited chemicals. Fireworks devices shall not 
contain any of the following chemicals: 

(a) Arsenic sulfide, arsenates, or arsenites. 

(b) Boron. 

(c) Chlorates, except: 

(i) In colored smoke mixtures in which an equal or 
greater amount of sodium bicarbonate is included; 

(ii) In caps and party poppers; 

(iii) In those small items wherein the total powder 
content does not exceed four grams of which not greater 
than fifteen percent is potassium, sodium, or barium 
chlorate. 

(d) Gallates or gallic acid. 

(e) Magnesium (magnesium/aluminum alloys, called 
magnalium, are permitted). 

(f) Mercury salts. 

(g) Phosphorus (red or white). EXCEPT that red 
phosphorus is permissible in caps and party poppers. 

(h) Picrates or picric acid. 

(i) Thiocyanates. 

(j) Titanium, except in particle size greater than 100— 
mesh. 

(k) Zirconium. 

(2) Fuses. 
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(a) Fireworks devices that require a fuse shall: 

(i) Utilize only a fuse that has been treated or coated 
in such manner as to reduce the possibility of side igni- 
tion. Devices such as ground spinners that require a re- 
stricted orifice for proper thrust and contain less than 6 
grams of pyrotechnic composition are exempt from this 
requirement. 

(ii) Utilize only a fuse which will burn at least three 
seconds but not more than six seconds before ignition of 
the device. 

(b) The fuse shall be securely attached so that it will 
support either the weight of the fireworks device plus 
eight ounces dead weight or double the weight of the 
device, whichever is less, without separation from the 
fireworks device. 

(3) Bases. The base or bottom of fireworks devices 
that are operated in a standing upright position shall 
have the minimum horizontal dimensions or the diame- 
ter of the base equal to at least one-third of the height 
of the device including any base or cap affixed thereto. 

(4) Pyrotechnic leakage. The pyrotechnic chamber in 
fireworks devices shall be sealed in a manner that pre- 
vents leakage of the pyrotechnic composition during 
shipping, handling and normal operation. 

(5) Burnout and blowout. The pyrotechnic chamber in 
fireworks devices shall be constructed in a manner to al- 
low functioning in a normal manner without burnout or 
blowout. 

(6) Handles and spikes. Fireworks devices that are in- 
tended to be hand-held and are so labeled shall incorpo- 
rate a handle at least four inches in length. Handles 
shall remain firmly attached during transportation, han- 
dling and full operation of the device, or shall consist of 
an integral section of the device at least four inches be- 
low the pyrotechnic chamber. Spikes provided with fire- 
works devices shall protrude at least two inches from the 
base of the device and shall have a blunt tip not less 
than 1/8 inch in diameter or 1/8 inch square. 

(7) Wheel devices. Drivers in fireworks devices com- 
monly known as "wheels" shall be securely attached to 
the device so that they will not come loose in transpor- 
tation, handling, and normal operation. Wheel devices 
intended to operate in a fixed location shall be designed 
in such a manner that the axle remains attached to the 
device during normal operation. 

(8) Toy smoke devices and flitter devices. 

(a) Toy smoke devices shall be so constructed that 
they will neither burst nor produce external flame (ex- 
cluding the fuse and firstfire upon ignition) during nor- 
mal operation. 

(b) Toy smoke devices and flitter devices shall not be 
of such color and configuration so as to be confused with 
banned fireworks such as М-80 salutes, silver salutes, or 
cherry bombs. 

(c) Toy smoke devices shall not incorporate plastic as 
an exterior material if the pyrotechnic composition 
comes in direct contact with the plastic. 

(9) Rockets with sticks. Rockets with sticks (including 
sky rockets and bottle rockets) shall utilize a straight 
and rigid stick to provide a direct and stable flight. Such 
sticks shall remain straight and rigid and attached to the 
driver so as to prevent the stick from being damaged or 
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detached during transportation, handling, or normal 
operation. 

(10) Party poppers. Party poppers (also known by 
other names such as "Champagne party poppers” and 
"party surprise poppers" shall not contain more than 
0.25 grains of pyrotechnic composition. Such devices 
may contain soft paper or cloth inserts provided any 
such inserts do not ignite during normal operation. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-055 FIREWORK DEVICE, LA- 
BELING. (1) Any fireworks device not required to have 
a specific label by 16 CFR 1500.14(b)(7), 1981, as of 
October 29, 1982, shall carry a warning label indicating 
to the user where and how the item is to be used and 
necessary safety precautions to be observed. 

(2) Every fireworks device, or fireworks device con- 
tainer where the device is packaged in an immediate 
container intended or suitable for delivery to the ulti- 
mate consumer, shall be conspicuously labeled with the 
name and place of business of the manufacturer, packer, 
distributor, or seller and the United States Department 
of Transportation designation as "Class C common fire- 
works" or "Class B special fireworks". 

(3) АП label wording shall be prominently located, in 
the English language, and in conspicuous and legible 
type in contrast by typography, layout, or color with the 
printed matter on the fireworks device or container. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-060 PUBLIC PURCHASE OF 
FIREWORKS. (1) The public may purchase common 
fireworks only from licensed retail fireworks stands be- 
tween noon, June 28th and noon, July 6th of each year. 
Possession and discharge of fireworks is lawful during 
this period only, except as provided in subsection (2). 

(2) Religious organizations or private organizations or 
adult persons may be authorized to purchase specific 
common fireworks from licensed wholesalers for use on 
prescribed dates and locations for religious or private 
purposes, when approved by the fire chief or other des- 
ignated local official. Application shall be on forms pro- 
vided by the state fire marshal and shall contain the 
following information: (a) The name and mailing ad- 
dress of the organization or person desiring to purchase 
and discharge the fireworks; (b) the date and time of the 
proposed discharge; (c) the location of the proposed dis- 
charge; (d) the quantity and type of fireworks desired to 
be purchased and discharged; (e) the reason or purpose 
of the discharge; and (f) the signature of the applicant, 
following a statement that: "The applicant understands 
and agrees to comply with all provisions of the applica- 
tion and requirements of the approving authority, will 
discharge the fireworks only in a manner that will not 
endanger persons or property or constitute a nuisance, 
and assumes full responsibility for all consequences of 
the discharge, intended or not". Upon approval by the 
fire official, the applicant may submit a copy of the ap- 
proval to any licensed wholesaler as proof of authoriza- 
tion to purchase the fireworks listed therein. The 
applicant shall retain the approval and have it available 
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for inspection by any public official at the actual dis- 
charge of the fireworks. 


PART II—MANUFACTURER 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-065 FIREWORKS MANUFAC- 
TURER—GENERAL. Persons intending to manufac- 
ture fireworks in this state shall procure a license from 
the state fire marshal and a permit from the local gov- 
ernmental agency having jurisdiction prior to engaging 
in business. Applications for license shall be made on 
forms provided by the state fire marshal and the annual 
license fee shall accompany the application. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-070 FIREWORKS MANUFAC- 
TURER—LICENSING. Upon receipt of application 
and license fee, the state fire marshal will cause an in- 
vestigation to be made. If the investigation discloses 
compliance with state laws governing the manufacture of 
fireworks and that granting of a license would not be 
contrary to public safety or welfare, a license will be 
granted. If the license is denied, then the applicant shall 
be notified in writing of the reason why license was de- 
nied, and he shall be given an opportunity to make such 
alterations and corrections as are deemed necessary. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-075 FIREWORKS MANUFAC- 
TURER—LOCAL ORDINANCES. Applicants, before 
applying for a license, should determine that their facili- 
ties conform to local zoning, health and building safety 
standards, fire safety requirements, and any other local 
ordinances pertaining to manufacture and storage of 
fireworks. (See Appendix) 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-080 FIREWORKS MANUFAC- 
TURER—LICENSE LIMITATIONS. (1) A fireworks 
manufacturer license, together with a permit from local 
authorities having jurisdiction, authorizes the holder to 
engage only in the business of manufacturing fireworks 
of all types and their sale and transportation to licensed 
wholesalers in Washington. If they desire to engage in 
other types of fireworks business, they shall first procure 
the necessary license. 

(2) By virtue of its license, a licensed fireworks manu- 
facturer is permitted to sell fireworks for direct shipment 
out of this state. Such shipment must be made by a 
public carrier or by the manufacturer in vehicles owned 
or leased by the manufacturer. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-085 FIREWORKS MANUFAC- 
TURER—RECORDS AND REPORTS. Manufactur- 
ers shall, when requested to do so, submit written reports 
on production, sale and distribution of fireworks and 
name of the person to whom such fireworks were sold to 
the state fire marshal. 
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NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-090 FIREWORKS MANUFAC- 
TURER—RESTRICTIONS. The storage, transporta- 
tion, sale and transfer of ownership of all classes and 
types of fireworks by manufacturers shall be subject to 
the restrictions and provisions of the state fireworks law 
and these rules. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-095 FIREWORKS MANUFAC- 
TURER—BUILDING AND STRUCTURES. All 
buildings and structures used for manufacturing fire- 
works are subject to the provisions of these rules as well 
as all local ordinances relating to building, design, con- 
struction, location and zoning. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-100 FIREWORKS MANUFAC- 
TURER—PERSONNEL. All employees who handle 
fireworks in any stage of storage, manufacture, or as- 
sembly shall be instructed in the hazards of the materi- 
als involved and of the processes in which they are 
engaged, and shall be made familiar with the rules and 
safety precautions governing such materials and 
processes. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-105 FIREWORKS MANUFAC- 
TURER—VISITORS. No persons other than employees 
shall be permitted in portions of the premises where live 
fireworks or components are manufactured, processed, 
assembled, stored, or exposed. Visitors having business 
on the premises shall be restricted to the areas directly 
related to the purpose of their visit. No loitering shall be 
permitted on the premises. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-110 FIREWORKS MANUFAC- 
TURER—FIRE NUISANCE. The premises of a fire- 
works manufacturing establishment shall be maintained 
in a clean, neat and orderly condition at all times and be 
free from any condition that would create a "fire nui- 
sance." (See RCW 70.77.165) 


PART ITII—WHOLESALER 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-115 FIREWORKS WHOLESAL- 
ER—GENERAL. Fireworks wholesaler licenses cover 
those persons engaged in the business of selling fireworks 
at wholesale to licensed persons in this state. Wholesale 
licensees may transport the class of fireworks for which 
they hold a valid license. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-120 FIREWORKS WHOLESAL- 
ER—LICENSING. Persons intending to engage in the 
sale of fireworks at wholesale in this state shall procure a 
license from the state fire marshal. A permit from the 
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local governmental agency having jurisdiction shall also 
be obtained for the storage of all classes and types of 
fireworks in possession of the wholesaler licensee. The 
application shall be made on forms provided by the state 
fire marshal and the annual license fee shall accompany 
the application. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-125 FIREWORKS WHOLESAL- 
ER—INVESTIGATION. Upon receipt of an applica- 
tion and the license fee, the state fire marshal will cause 
an investigation to be made. If the investigation discloses 
compliance with state laws governing fireworks and that 
granting of a license would not be contrary to public 
safety or welfare, a license will be granted. If the license 
is denied, then the applicant shall be notified in writing 
of the reason why the license was denied, and he shall be 
given an opportunity to make such alterations and cor- 
rections as are deemed necessary. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-130 FIREWORKS WHOLESAL- 
ER—LOCAL ORDINANCES. Applicants, before ap- 
plying for a license should determine that their facilities 
conform to local zoning, health and building safety 
standards, fire safety requirements, and any other local 
ordinances pertaining to storage of fireworks. (See 
Appendix) 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-135 FIREWORKS WHOLESAL- 
ER—LICENSE LIMITATIONS. (1) A fireworks 
wholesaler's license authorizes the holder to engage only 
in the sale of fireworks at wholesale. A fireworks whole- 
saler's license entitles him to sell fireworks to licensed 
retailers, licensed public display operators, other licensed 
wholesalers, religious organizations or private organiza- 
tions or adult persons authorized to purchase specific 
fireworks items in accordance with WAC 212-17-060 
(2). Fireworks wholesaler licensees desiring to engage in 
other types of fireworks business shall first secure the 
necessary license as required by the state fireworks law. 

(2) By virtue of its license, a licensed fireworks 
wholesaler is permitted to sell fireworks for direct ship- 
ment out of this state. Such shipment must be made by a 
public carrier or by the wholesaler in vehicles owned or 
leased by the wholesaler. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-140 FIREWORKS WHOLESAL- 
ER—RECORDS AND REPORTS. The licensee shall 
maintain and make available to the state fire marshal 
full and complete records including imports, purchases, 
sales, and consumption of fireworks items by kind and 
class. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-145 FIREWORKS WHOLESAL- 
ER—IMPORTING. Wholesalers who engage in the 
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business of importing fireworks shall first procure a state 
license as is required for import licensees. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-150 FIREWORKS WHOLESAL- 
ER—PERSONNEL. All employees who handle fire- 
works in any stage of storage or assembly shall be 
instructed in the hazards of the materials involved and 
of the processes in which they are engaged, and shall be 
made familiar with the rules and safety precautions gov- 
erning such materials and processes. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-155 FIREWORKS WHOLESAL- 
ER—VISITORS. No persons other than employees 
shall be permitted in portions of the premises where live 
fireworks or components are assembled, stored, or ex- 
posed. Visitors having business on the premises shall be 
restricted to the areas directly related to the purpose of 
their visit. No loitering shall be permitted on the 
premises. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-160 FIREWORKS WHOLESAL- 
ER—FIRE NUISANCE. The premises of a fireworks 
wholesaling establishment shall be maintained in a 
clean, neat or orderly condition at all times and be free 
from any condition that would create a "fire nuisance." 
(See RCW 70.77.165) 


PART IV—IMPORTER 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-165 IMPORTERS ОҒ FIRE- 
WORKS—GENERAL. Importer fireworks licenses are 
for the importation of fireworks to this state. Such a li- 
cense does not authorize the licensee to engage in 
wholesale or retail trade or in any other activity requir- 
ing a special fireworks license. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-170 IMPORTERS OF FIRE- 
WORKS—LICENSING. Every person who desires to 
import fireworks to this state shall file application and 
procure a license. Application shall be made on forms 
provided by the state fire marshal and shall be accom- 
panied by the required license fee. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-175 IMPORTERS OF FIRE- 
WORKS—LICENSE SCOPE. An importer fireworks 
license shall authorize the licensee to engage only in im- 
porting fireworks. Importer licensees desiring to engage 
in any type of fireworks distribution shall first procure 
the necessary license. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-180 IMPORTERS OF FIRE- 
WORKS—RESTRICTIONS. The storage of all classes 
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and types of fireworks in possession of an import licensee 
shall be subject to the restrictions and provisions of the 
local fire official. (See Appendix) 


PART V—RETAILER 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-185 RETAILERS OF FIRE- 
WORKS—GENERAL. Persons desiring to engage in 
the business of selling fireworks at retail shall secure a 
license from the state fire marshal. In addition to the 
state license, a permit must be obtained from the local 
governmental officials having jurisdiction. The applica- 
tion shall be made on forms provided by the state fire 
marshal and shall be accompanied by the license fee of 
ten dollars. Applicants are cautioned to first determine 
whether a local retail sales permit for fireworks can be 
obtained. A retailer's license to sell fireworks shall not 
authorize licensee to engage in any other fireworks 
activity. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-190 RETAILERS OF FIRE- 
WORKS—SALES DATES. Retail fireworks licenses 
are for the retail sales of fireworks from 12 noon on the 
twenty-eighth day of June to 12 noon on the sixth day 
of July. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-195 RETAILERS OF FIRE- 
WORKS—SALES LOCATIONS. (1) Fireworks sold 
at retail shall be sold only: 

(a) In roadside stands; or 

(b) Buildings used for no other purpose. 

(2) Each retail fireworks location shall have not less 
than two water-type extinguishers of not less than two 
and one-half gallon capacity or alternate equipment 
deemed equivalent by the local fire authority. 

(3) During the hours that a fireworks stand or loca- 
tion is not open for business, it shall be closed and 
locked unless all fireworks have been removed. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-200 RETAILERS OF FIRE- 
WORKS—SAFETY INSPECTION. Retail fireworks 
stands and sales areas are subject to inspection by local 
fire officials. Such stands and sales areas shall be free 
from any condition which increases, or may cause an in- 
crease of, the hazard or menace of fire or explosion, or 
which may become the cause of any obstruction, delay 
or hindrance to the prevention, suppression or extin- 
guishment of fire. Adequate and safe unobstructed 
means of exit shall be provided from all areas where 
fireworks are stored or displayed. At least one adult per- 
son shall be present at all times the fireworks stand or 
building is open to the public. No person under sixteen 
years of age shall be allowed to sell fireworks or remain 
within a fireworks stand when it is open to the public. 
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NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-205 RETAILERS OF FIRE- 
WORKS—NO SMOKING SIGNS. Approved "No 
Smoking” signs shall be posted at conspicuous locations 
designated by the inspection authority. Each sign shall 
have the words "No Smoking" in red letters not less 
than two inches in height on a white background. Metal 
signs may be used in locations exposed to the weather, 
but all signs shall be maintained in a legible condition. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-210 RETAILERS OF FIRE- 
WORKS—SMOKING AND DISCHARGE OF 
FIREWORKS. Smoking shall be prohibited within 
twenty-five feet of any building in which fireworks are 
sold at retail. No fireworks shall be discharged within 
one hundred feet of any retail fireworks sales location. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-215 RETAILERS OF FIRE- 
WORKS—DISPOSITION OF UNSOLD STOCK. All 
retail fireworks licensees shall return unsold fireworks 
stocks either to the wholesaler, from whom they were 
purchased, for safe storage, or store them in a place and 
in a manner approved by the fire authority having juris- 
diction not later than the thirty-first of July of each 
year. 


PART VI—PYROTECHNIC OPERATOR 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-220 PYROTECHNIC OPERAT- 
ORS—GENERAL. Pyrotechnic operators are licensed 
to conduct public displays of special fireworks. No public 
display license is issued unless at least one licensed py- 
rotechnic operator is listed on the application as being 
responsible for conducting the display. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-225 PYROTECHNIC OPERAT- 
ORS—APPLICATION FOR LICENSE. Application 
for license shall be made on forms prepared by the state 
fire marshal and shall be accompanied by the annual li- 
cense fee. Every applicant for a pyrotechnic operators li- 
cense shall take and pass a written examination 
administered by the state fire marshal and shall submit 
evidence attesting to the qualifications and experience of 
the applicant, including participation in the firing of at 
least six public displays as an assistant, at least one of 
which shall have been in the current or preceding year. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-230 PYROTECHNIC OPERAT- 
ORS—EXAMINATION, INVESTIGATION AND 
LICENSING. Upon receipt of application and license 
fee, the state fire marshal shall cause an investigation to 
be made as to the experience and competency of the ap- 
plicant to conduct and supervise a public display of fire- 
works in a safe manner. Past experience in assisting in 
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public displays shall be verified with the licensed pyro- 
technic operator under whose supervision the applicant 
assisted. If experience requirements are satisfactory, the 
state fire marshal shall schedule a written examination 
for the applicant. A passing score of at least seventy 
percent shall be attained on the written examination. An 
applicant failing the written examination may re-apply 
within thirty days to re-take the examination. No ге- 
examination shall be taken within thirty days of the pre- 
vious and no more than two examinations may be taken 
by the applicant in the same calendar year. Any appli- 
cant failing to appear for the written examination at the 
time and location established or who fails the written 
examination and fails to re-apply within thirty days, or 
fails the examination on the second attempt, is deemed 
to have forfeited the license fee. The state fire marshal 
shall grant or deny the license on the basis of the inves- 
tigation and examination. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-235 PYROTECHNIC OPERAT- 
ORS—RESPONSIBILITY. The pyrotechnic operator 
shall be responsible for properly setting up the fireworks 
public display in accordance with the rules and regula- 
tions of the state fire marshal. He shall determine that 
all the mortars, set pieces, are properly installed and 
that the proper safety precautions have been taken to 
insure the safety of persons and property. He shall have 
charge of all activities directly related to handling, pre- 
paring and firing all fireworks at the public display, in- 
cluding fixing lifting charges and quick match as needed 
to aerial shells. 

The pyrotechnic operator shall refuse to fire any fire- 
works that are deemed by him to be unsafe or where its 
discharge might jeopardize life or property. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-240 PYROTECHNIC OPERAT- 
ORS—OBSERVANCE OF LAWS, RULES AND 
REGULATIONS. Pyrotechnic operators shall strictly 
observe the provisions of the state fireworks law and 
these rules. 


PART VII—PUBLIC DISPLAY LICENSE 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-245 PUBLIC DISPLAYS OF 
FIREWORKS—GENERAL. Persons desiring to hold a 
public display of fireworks shall secure a license from the 
state fire marshal and a permit from the governmental 
agency having jurisdiction. Application for local permit 
must be made at least ten days in advance. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-250 APPLICATION, STATE LI- 
CENSE. Application for fireworks public display license 
shall be made on forms provided by the state fire mar- 
shal and shall be accompanied by the prescribed license 
fee. 
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NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-255 TYPE OF LICENSE. A public 
display license authorizes the applicant to conduct a 
public display of fireworks at a given location only. A 
"general" license for public display of fireworks author- 
izes public displays of fireworks at any locations or dates 
within the current year. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-260 GENERAL LICENSES. Appli- 
cation for a "general" license to hold public displays of 
fireworks shall be accompanied by a surety bond or a 
certificate evidencing public liability insurance. Such 
bond and public liability insurance shall be non-cancel- 
lable except upon fifteen days' written notice by the in- 
surer to the state fire marshal. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-265 REPORTS. General public dis- 
play permit application licensees shall submit Part III of 
the fireworks display permit application to the state fire 
marshal, prior to date of each display contemplated un- 
der their general license. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-270 LOCAL PERMIT, APPLICA- 
TION FOR. When applying for permit, applicant shall 
submit information and evidence to local fire authorities 
covering the following: 

(1) The name of the organization sponsoring the dis- 
play, if other than the applicant. 

(2) The date the display is to be held. 

(3) The exact location for the display. 

(4) The name and license number of the pyrotechnic 
operator who is to supervise discharge of the fireworks 
and the name of at least one experienced assistant. 

(5) The number of set pieces, shells (specify single or 
multiple break), and other items. 

(6) The manner and place of storage of such fireworks 
prior to the display. 

(7) A diagram of the grounds on which the display is 
to be held showing the point at which the fireworks are 
to be discharged, the location of all buildings, highways, 
and other lines of communication, the lines behind which 
the audience will be restrained, the location of all nearby 
trees, telegraph or telephone lines, or other overhead 
obstruction. 

(8) Documentary proof of procurement of: 

Surety bond; 

Public liability insurance; or 

A state fire marshal's "general license" for the 
public display of fireworks. 

(10) Permittee shall be responsible for compliance 
with the provisions under which a public display permit 
has been granted. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-275 INVESTIGATION. The officer 
to whom the application for permit is made shall make, 
or cause to be made, investigation of site of the proposed 
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display for the purpose of determining if the fireworks 
will be of such a character or so located as to be haz- 
ardous to property or dangerous to any person. He shall 
also determine whether the provisions of the state fire- 
works law and these rules and regulations are complied 
with in the case of a particular display. He shall, in the 
exercise of reasonable discretion, grant or deny the ap- 
plication subject to reasonable conditions, if any, as he 
may prescribe, taking into account locations, parking of 
vehicles, controlling spectators, storage and firing fire- 
works, and precautions in general against danger to life 
and property from fire, explosion, and panic. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-280 PERMITS MAY NOT BE 
GRANTED, WHEN. No permit shall be granted for 
any public display of fireworks where the discharge, 
failure to fire, faulty firing, or fallout of any fireworks or 
other objects would endanger persons, buildings, struc- 
tures, forests, brush, or other grass covered land. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-285 SPECTATORS. Spectators at 
public displays of fireworks shall be restrained behind 
lines or barriers as designated by local authorities. Only 
authorized persons and those in actual charge of the 
display shall be allowed inside these lines or barriers 
during the unloading, preparation, or firing of fireworks. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-290 PYROTECHNIC OPERAT- 
ORS. No public display permit shall be granted unless 
at least two experienced pyrotechnic operators are pro- 
vided, one of whom shall be a licensed pyrotechnic oper- 
ator. The licensed operator shall: 

(1) Be responsible for and have charge of the display 
with respect to preparation for transporting, unloading, 
storing, preparing special effects, set and mechanical 
pieces, setting mortars and rocket launchers, loading, 
arming and firing and disposing of all unfired or defec- 
tive (dud) rockets, missiles and fireworks articles or 
items; 

(2) Be responsible for setting all fireworks including 
mortars, finale batteries (hedgehogs) and rocket launch- 
ers at locations designated by the authority having juris- 
diction and take into account wind direction and velocity 
predicted for the firing time in setting the firing angles. 
Shells, rockets and/or missiles shall not be permitted to 
cross or burst above areas occupied by persons; 

(3) Be held responsible for acts of his assistants in 
connection with the display, from delivery to final firing 
who, through smoking, drinking, carelessness or negli- 
gence or any other act, endangers the safety of himself, 
any other person, or any property. 


PART VIII—PUBLIC DISPLAYS 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-295 PUBLIC DISPLAY—GEN- 
ERAL. This section shall apply to the construction, 
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handling, and use of Class B special fireworks intended 
solely for public display. It shall also apply to the gener- 
al conduct and operation of the display. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-300 PUBLIC DISPLAY—DEFI- 
NITIONS. For the purpose of this section, the following 
terms shall have the meanings shown: 

(1) Black match. A fuse made from thread impreg- 
nated with black powder and used for igniting pyrotech- 
nic devices. 

(2) Boxed finale. A number of mortars grouped close- 
ly together and contained by a suitable frame. The mor- 
tars are loaded prior to the display and fused for rapid 
sequence firing. 

(3) Break. An individual effect from an aerial shell; 
generally either color (stars) or noise (salute). Aerial 
shells can be single-break (having only one effect) or 
multiple-break (having two or more effects). 

(4) Colored pot. A paper tube containing pyrotechnic 
composition that produces a colored flame on ignition. 
Colored pots are used in the construction of ground dis- 
play pieces. 

(5) Discharge site. The area immediately surrounding 
the mortars used to fire the aerial shells. 

(6) Finale rack. A row of closely spaced two-inch (51 
mm) or three-inch (76 mm) inside diameter, mortars 
held in a wooden frame. It is similar to a boxed finale. 

(7) Ground display piece. A pyrotechnic device that 
functions on the ground (as opposed to an aerial shell 
which functions in the air). Typical ground display piec- 
es include fountains, roman candles, wheels, "set pieces". 

(8) Lance. A thin cardboard tube packed with color— 
producing pyrotechnic composition used to construct 
ground display pieces. Lances are mounted on a wooden 
frame and fused so that ignition of all tubes is 
simultaneous. 

(9) Lift charge. That part of an aerial shell which ac- 
tually lifts the shell into the air. It usually consists of a 
black powder charge ignited by a quick match fuse. A 
delay fuse then ignites the main part of the shell, pro- 
ducing the desired effect. 

(10) Mortar. A metal or heavy cardboard tube from 
which aerial shells are fired. 

(11) Movable ground piece. A ground display piece 
having movable parts, such as a revolving wheel. 

(12) Operator. The licensed pyrotechnician (pyrotech- 
nic operator) responsible for setting up and firing a pub- 
lic fireworks display. 

(13) Potential landing area. The area over which 
shells are fired. The shells will normally burst over this 
area, but debris and malfunctions will fall into this area; 
therefore, it must be kept clear of spectators. UM 

(14) Quick match. Black match that is encased in a 
loose-fitting paper sheath. While exposed black match 
burns slowly, quick match propagates flame extremely 
rapidly, almost instantaneously. Quick match is used in 
fuses for aerial shells and for simultaneous ignition of a 
number of pyrotechnic devices, such as lances in a 
ground display piece. 

(15) Safety cap. A paper tube, closed at one end, that 
is placed over the end of the fuse of an aerial shell to 
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protect it from accidental ignition. The cap is not re- 
moved until just before firing of the shell. 

(16) Shell (Aerial). A cylindrical or spherical car- 
tridge containing pyrotechnic composition, a long fuse, 
and a black powder lift charge. The shells are most 
commonly three-inch (76 mm) to six inch (152 mm) 
outside diameter and are fired from mortars. Upon fir- 
ing, the fuse and lift charge are consumed. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-305 PUBLIC DISPLAY—CON- 
STRUCTION OF SHELLS. (1) Shells shall be classi- 
fied and described only in terms of the inside diameter of 
the mortar in which they can be safely used (e.g., 3-inch 
shells are only for use in 3-inch mortars). 

(2) Shells shall be constructed so that the difference 
between the inside diameter of the mortar and the out- 
side diameter of the shell is no less than 1/8 inch (3.2 
mm) and no more than 1/4 inch (6.4 mm) for two-inch 
(51 mm) and three-inch (76 mm) shells or 1/2 inch 
(12.7 mm) for shells larger than three-inch (76 mm). 

(3) Shells shall be labeled with the type of shell, the 
diameter measurement, and the name of the manufac- 
turer or distributor. Shells shall also carry a warning la- 
bel complying with 16 CFR 1500.121, 1981. 

(4) The length of the internal delay fuse and the 
amount of lift charge shall be sized to insure proper 
functioning of the shells in their mortars. Quick match 
fuse shall be long enough to allow not less than 6 inches 
(152 mm) of fuse to protrude from the mortar after the 
shell has been properly inserted. 

(5) The length of exposed black match on a shell shall 
not be less than 3 inches (76 mm) and the fuse shall not 
be folded or doubled back under the safety cap. Also, 
the time delay between ignition of the tip of the exposed 
black match and ignition of the lift charge shall not be 
less than 4 seconds to allow the operator to retreat 
safely. 

(6) A safety cap shall be installed over the exposed 
end of the fuse. The safety cap shall be of a different 
color than that used for the paper of the fuse. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-310 PUBLIC DISPLAY—STOR- 
AGE OF SHELLS. (1) As soon as the fireworks have 
been delivered to the display site, they shall not be left 
unattended nor shall they be allowed to become wet. 

(2) All shells shall be inspected upon delivery to the 
display site by the display operators. Any shells having 
tears, leaks, broken fuses, or showing signs of having 
been wet shall be set aside and shall not be fired. After 
the display, any such shells shall either be returned to 
the supplier or be destroyed according to the supplier's 
instructions. 

(3) AII shells shall be separated according to diameter 
and stored in tightly covered containers of metal, wood, 
or plastic or in fiber drums or corrugated cartons meet- 
ing United States Department of Transportation specifi- 
cations for transportation of fireworks. A flame-resistant 
tarpaulin shall be permitted to be used as a covering 
over the containers, if additional protection is desired. 
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(4) The shell storage area shall be located at a mini- 
mum distance of not less than 25 feet (7.6 m) from the 
discharge site. 

(5) During the display, shells shall be stored upwind 
from the discharge site. If the wind should shift during 
the display, the shell storage area should be relocated so 
as to again be upwind from the discharge site. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-315 PUBLIC DISPLAY —IN- 
STALLATION OF MORTARS. (1) Mortars shall be 
inspected for dents, bent ends, and cracked or broken 
plugs prior to ground placement. Mortars found to be 
defective in any way shall not be used. Any scale on the 
inside surface of the mortars shall be removed. 

(2) Mortars shall be positioned so that the shells are 
carried away from spectators and into a clear area ac- 
ceptable to the authority having jurisdiction. 

(3) Mortars shall be either buried securely into the 
ground to a depth of 2/3 to 3/4 of their length or fas- 
tened securely in mortar boxes or drums. In soft ground, 
heavy timber (e.g. 4-inch thick) or rock slabs shall be 
placed beneath the mortars to prevent their sinking or 
being driven into the ground during firing. EXCEP- 
TION: Boxed finales and finale racks. 

(4) In damp ground, a weather-resistant bag shall be 
placed under the bottom of the mortar prior to place- 
ment in the ground to protect the mortar against 
moisture. 

(5) Weather-resistant bags shall be placed over the 
open end of the mortar in damp weather to keep mois- 
ture from accumulating on the inside surface of the 
mortar. 

(6) Sand bags, dirt boxes, or other suitable protection 
shall be placed around the mortars to protect the opera- 
tor from ground bursts. This requirement shall not apply 
to the down-range side of the discharge site. 

(7) Mortars shall be inspected before the first shells 
are loaded to be certain no water or debris has accumu- 
lated in the bottom of the mortar. 

(8) Metal mortars shall be deemed acceptable for use 
with all shells. Paper mortars shall only be used for dis- 
charge of single-break and double-break shells. A thir- 
ty-second cooling period shall be allowed between firing 
and reloading of paper mortars. 

(9) Paper mortars shall be constructed of convolute 
wound paper, except that spiral wound paper shall be 
permitted for 3-inch (76 mm) diameter mortars only. 
Wall thickness of paper mortars shall conform to the 
following:

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EXCEPTION: For 3-inch (76 mm) single-fire mor- 
tars, such as used in finales, a wall thickness of 1/4—inch 
(6.4 mm) shall be permitted. 

(10) A cleaning tool shall be provided for cleaning 
debris out of the mortars between firings. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-320 PUBLIC DISPLAY—SITE 
SELECTION. The intent of this section is to provide 
minimum clearances between the discharge site and per- 
manent buildings and spectator viewing areas, and rec- 
ommended guidelines for overall site dimensions and 
other separation distances. Where unusual conditions 
exist, dimensions and separations may vary in accord- 
ance with the joint agreement of the operator and the 
local fire official. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-325 PUBLIC DISPLAY—DIS- 
CHARGE SITE. (1) The area selected for the discharge 
of aerial shells shall be so located that the trajectory of 
the shells will not come within 25 feet (7.6 m) of any 
overhead object. 

(2) Ground display pieces shall be located at a mini- 
mum distance of 75 feet (22.9 m) from spectator view- 
ing areas and parking areas. EXCEPTION: For 
movable ground pieces, such as wheels, this minimum 
distance shall be increased to 150 feet (45.7 m). 

(3) Mortars shall be separated from spectator viewing 
areas, parking areas and permanent structures as 
follows: 
2-inch mortar.....50 feet (15.2 m) 5-іпеһ mortar...100 feet (30.5 m) 

3, 4- inch mortar..75 feet (22.9 m)  6-inch mortar...150 feet (45.7 m) 

(4) Mortars shall be separated from public buildings 
or hazardous storage facilities by a minimum distance of 
500 feet (152.4 m). 

(5) A clear landing area of at least 150 feet (45.7 m) 
shall be provided in the trajectory direction of the 
mortar. 

(6) The potential landing area shall be a large, clear, 
open area which has been approved by the local fire 
official. 

(7) Spectators, vehicles, or any readily combustible 
materials shall not be located within the potential land- 
ing area during the display. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-330 PUBLIC DISPLAY—OPER- 
ATION. General requirements. 

(1) The licensee of the display shall provide adequate 
fire protection for the display, as required by the local 
fire official. 

(2) The licensee shall consult with the local fire offi- 
cial to determine the level of fire protection and crowd 
control necessary. 

(3) Monitors whose sole duty shall be the enforcement 
of crowd control shall be located around the display area 
by the licensee. The local fire and/or police officials shall 
determine the number of monitors needed and their 
placement. 
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(4) Monitors shall be located around the discharge 
site to prevent spectators or any other unauthorized per- 
sons from entering the discharge site. The discharge site 
shall be so restricted throughout the display and until 
the discharge site has been inspected after the display. 
Where practical, fences and rope barriers shall be used 
to aid in crowd control. 

(5) If, in the opinion of local fire and/or police offi- 
cials or the pyrotechnic operator, lack of crowd control 
should pose a danger, the display shall be immediately 
discontinued until such time as the situation is corrected. 

(6) If, at any time, high winds or unusually wet 
weather prevail, such that in the opinion of local officials 
or the pyrotechnic operator a definite danger exists, the 
public display shall be postponed until weather condi- 
tions improve to an acceptable level. 

(7) Light snow or mist need not cause cancellation of 
the display; however, all materials used in the display 
shall be protected from the weather by suitable means 
until immediately prior to use. 

(8) Display operators and assistants shall use only 
flashlights or electric lighting for artificial illumination. 

(9) No smoking or open flames shall be allowed in the 
Shell storage area as long as shells are present. Signs to 
this effect shall be conspicuously posted. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-335 PUBLIC DISPLAY—FIRING 
OF SHELLS. (1) Shells shall be carried from the stor- 
age area to the discharge site only by their bodies, never 
by their fuses. 

(2) Shells shall be checked for proper fit in their mor- 
tars prior to the display. 

(3) When loaded into mortars, shells shall be held by 
the thick portion of their fuses and carefully lowered 
into the mortar. At no time shall the operator place any 
part of his body over the throat of the mortar. 

(4) The operator shall be certain that the shell is 
properly seated in the mortar. 

(5) Shells shall not, under any circumstances, be 
forced into a mortar too small to accept them. Shells 
that do not fit properly into the mortars shall not be 
fired; they shall be disposed of according to the suppli- 
er's instructions. 

(6) Shells shall be ignited by lighting the tip of the 
fuse with a fusee, torch, portfire, or similar device. The 
operator shall never place any part of his body over the 
mortar at any time. As soon as the fuse is ignited, the 
operator shall retreat from the mortar area. 

(7) The safety cap protecting the fuse shall not be re- 
moved by the operator responsible for igniting the fuse 
until immediately before the shell is to be fired. 

(8) The first shell fired shall be carefully observed to 
determine that its trajectory will carry it into the in- 
tended firing range and that the shell functions over, and 
any debris falls into, the potential landing area. 

(9) The mortars shall be re-angled or reset if neces- 
sary at any time during the display. 

(10) In the event of a shell failing to ignite in the 
mortar, the mortar shall be left alone for a minimum of 
five minutes, then carefully flooded with water. Immedi- 
ately following the display, the mortar shall be emptied 
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into a bucket of water. The supplier shall be contacted 
as soon as possible for proper disposal instructions. 

(11) Operators shall never attempt to repair a dam- 
aged shell nor shall they attempt to dismantle a dry 
shell. In all such cases, the supplier shall be contacted as 
soon as possible for proper disposal instructions. 

(12) Operators shall never dry a wet shell, lance, or 
pot for reuse. In such cases, the shell, lance, or pot shall 
be handled according to disposal procedures. 

(13) The entire firing range shall be inspected imme- 
diately following the display for the purpose of locating 
any defective shells. Any shells found shall be immedi- 
ately doused with water before handling. The shells shall 
then be placed in a bucket of water. The supplier shall 
then be contacted as soon as possible for proper disposal 
instructions. 

(14) When fireworks are displayed at night, the li- 
censee shall insure that the firing range is inspected ear- 
ly the following morning. 

(15) The operator of the display shall keep a record, 
on a form provided by the state fire marshal, of all shells 
that failed to ignite or fail to function. The form shall be 
completed and returned to the state fire marshal. Fail- 
ures shall also be reported to the supplier. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-340 PUBLIC DISPLAY— 
GROUND PIECES. (1) All ground pieces shall be po- 
sitioned out of the firing range of aerial displays. Mor- 
tars shall be positioned so that they do not fire towards 
any ground pieces. 

(2) No dry grass or combustible material shall be lo- 
cated beneath ground pieces. If dry, the area should be 
thoroughly wet down before the display. 

(3) Poles for ground pieces shall be securely placed 
and firmly braced so that they will not fall over when 
they function. 

(4) Specific instructions from the supplier shall ac- 
company ground pieces. A list of required accessories 
shall also be supplied. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-345 REPORTS. After every public 
display, it shall be the responsibility of the licensed py- 
rotechnic operator in charge of the display to submit a 
written report to the state fire marshal, within ten days 
following the display, covering: 

(1) A brief report of any duds, defective shells, with 
manufacturer's name, and the type and size of shell. 

(2) A brief account of the cause of injury to any 
person(s) from fireworks and such person's name and 
address. 

(3) A brief account of any fires caused by fireworks. 

(4) Any violation of the state fireworks law or of these 
regulations relating to public display fireworks, with 
special observations on any irregularities on the part of 
persons present at the firing site. 

(5) The names of pyrotechnic assistants who satisfac- 
torily assisted in all phases of the display, if other than 
those shown on the license. 
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Failure to file this report shall constitute grounds for 
revocation of the operator's current license and/or rejec- 
tion of his application for his license renewal. 


PART IX—TRANSPORTATION 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-350 TRANSPORTATION— 
GENERAL. Licensees are authorized to transport the 
class and quantity of fireworks for which they have a li- 
cense to possess from the point of acceptance from a li- 
censed source to an approved storage facility or use site. 
Transportation shall be in accordance with the regula- 
tions of the United States Department of Transportation 
and the laws of the state of Washington governing the 
transportation of Class B and C explosives. 


PART X—STORAGE 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-355 STORAGE—GENERAL . Stor- 
age of fireworks shall be free from any condition which 
increases or may cause an increase of the hazard or 
menace of fire or explosion or which may obstruct, delay 
or hinder, or may become the cause of any obstruction, 
delay or hindrance, to the prevention or extinguishment 
of fire. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-360 STORAGE-—EXPLOSIVE 
SAFETY. Any person storing fireworks shall have a li- 
cense for the possession (manufacturer, wholesaler, im- 
porter, retailer, display) and, in addition, a permit from 
the local fire authority for the storage site. Storage shall 
be in accordance with requirements of the local fire offi- 
cial, who may use the safety practices in the appendix of 
these rules as guidelines in approving the storage permit. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 212-17-900 APPENDIX. This appendix is 
not a part of this rule but is included to provide guide- 
lines, based on nationally—recognized standards, for use 
by licensees in establishing safe practices involving the 
manufacture or storage of fireworks and for use by local 
fire officials in determining compliance with safety 
standards for the purpose of issuing permits for fire- 
works manufacture or storage. 

In addition to the definitions in chapter 70.77 RCW 
and this rule, the following definitions apply to this 
appendix: 

Barricade. A natural or artificial barrier that will ef- 
fectively screen a magazine, building, railway, or high- 
way from the effects of an explosion in a magazine or 
building containing explosives. It shall be of such height 
that a straight line from the top of any sidewall of a 
building or magazine containing explosives to the cave 
line of any magazine, or building, or to a point twelve 
feet above the center of a railway or highway, will pass 
through such natural or artificial barrier. 
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Natural Barricade. Natural features of the ground, 
such as hills, or timber of sufficient density that the sur- 
rounding exposures that require protection cannot be 
seen from the magazine or building containing explosives 
when the trees are bare of leaves. 

Artificial Barricade. An artificial mound or revetted 
wall of earth of a minimum thickness of three feet. 

Breakaway Construction. A general term which ap- 
plies to the principle of purposely providing a weak wall 
so that the explosive effects can be directed and mini- 
mized. The term "weak wall" as used in this Code refers 
to a weak wall, weak wall and roof, or weak roof. 

The term "weak wall" is used in a relative sense as 
compared to the construction of the entire building. The 
design strength of a "weak wall" will vary as to the 
building construction, as well as to the type and quantity 
of explosive or pyrotechnic materials in the building. 
The materials used for "weak wall" construction are 
usually light gauge metal, plywood, hardboard or equiv- 
alent lightweight material, and the material is purposely 
selected to minimize the danger from flying missiles. 
Method of attachment of the weak wall shall be such as 
to aid the relief of blast pressure and fireball. 

Fireworks Plant. Means all lands, and buildings 
thereon, used for or in connection with the manufacture 
or processing of fireworks. It includes storage buildings 
used with or in connection with plant operation. 

Highway. Means any public street, public alley or 
public road. 

Inhabited Building. Means a building or structure 
regularly used in whole or part as a place of human 
habitation. The term "inhabited building" shall also 
mean any church, school, store, passenger station, air- 
port terminal for passengers, and any other building or 
structure where people are accustomed to congregate or 
assemble, but excluding any building or structure occu- 
pied in connection with the manufacture, transportation, 
and storage of explosive materials or fireworks. 

Magazine. Means any building or structure, other 
than a manufacturing building, meeting the require- 
ments specified in Chapter 3 of this Code. 

Manufacture of Fireworks. Means the preparation of 
fireworks mixes and the loading and assembling of all 
fireworks, except pyrotechnic display items made on site 
by qualified personnel for immediate use when such op- 
eration is otherwise lawful. 

Mixing Building. Means any building used primarily 
for mixing and blending pyrotechnic composition, ex- 
cluding wet sparkler mixes. 

Motor Vehicle. Means any self-propelled passenger 
vehicle, truck, tractor, semitrailer, or truck-full trailer 
used for the transportation of freight over public 
highways. 

Nonprocess Building. Means office buildings, ware- 
houses, and other fireworks plant buildings where no 
fireworks or explosive compositions are processed or 
stored. 

Person. Means any individual, firm, copartnership, 
corporation, company, association, joint stock associa- 
tion, and including any trustee, receiver, assignee, or 
personal representative thereof. 
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Process Building. Means any mixing building, any 
building in which pyrotechnic or explosive composition is 
pressed or otherwise prepared for finishing and assem- 
bling, or any finishing and assembling building, includ- 
ing a building used for preparation of fireworks for 
shipment. If a pyrotechnic or explosive composition 
while in the state of processing is stored in a process 
building, the building is classified as a process building. 
See also Storage Building. 

Public Conveyance. Means any vehicle carrying pas- 
sengers for hire. 

Pyrotechnic Composition. Means a chemical mixture 
which on burning and without explosion produces visible 
or brilliant displays or bright lights, or whistles. 

Railway. Means any steam, electric, diesel electric or 
other railroad or railway which carries passengers for 
hire on the particular line or branch in the vicinity 
where explosives or fireworks are stored or where fire- 
works manufacturing buildings are situated. 

Screen Type Barricade. Means any of several barriers 
for containing embers and debris from fires and 
deflagrations in process buildings that could cause fires 
and explosions in other buildings. Screen type barricades 
are constructed of metal roofing, one-quarter-inch and 
one-half-inch mesh screen or equivalent material. А 
screen type barricade extends from the floor level of the 
donor building to such height that a straight line from 
the top of any side wall of the donor building to the cave 
line of the acceptor building will go through the screen 
at a point not less than five feet from the top of the 
screen. The top five feet of the screen are inclined at an 
angle of between 30 and 45 degrees, toward the donor 
building. I 

Squib. Means a device containing a small quantity of 
ignition compound in contact with a bridge wire. 

Storage Building. Means any building, structure, or 
facility in which Class C fireworks in any state of pro- 
cessing, or finished Class C fireworks are stored, but in 
which no processing or manufacturing is performed. 

Warehouse. Means any building or structure used ex- 
clusively for the storage of materials, except fireworks or 
combustible or explosive compositions used to manufac- 
ture fireworks. 


PART I

ments of this section except that those plants that meet 
all of the conditions of the following paragraphs a, b and 
c need not comply with Articles 2 and 6: 

a. Making only customized fireworks not for general 
sale. 

b. Having not more than five pounds of explosive 
composition, including not more than one-half pound of 
initiating explosive, in a building at one time. 

c. All explosive and pyrotechnic compositions are re- 
moved to an appropriate storage magazine at the end of 
each work day. 


2. Building Site Security 
21. АП fireworks plants shall be completely surround- 
ed by a substantial fence having a minimum height of 
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six feet. All buildings, except office buildings in which no 
processing or storage is permitted, must be located with- 
in the fence. All openings in the fence shall be equipped 
with suitable gates which shall be kept securely locked at 
all times, except when in actual use; except that the 
main gate of the plant may be left open during the reg- 
ular hours of plant operation while in plain view of and 
under observation by authorized responsible employees 
or guards. Conspicuous signs indicating "WARNING 
NO SMOKING —— NO TRESPASSING" shall 
be posted along the plant fence at intervals not to exceed 
500 feet. 

22. No person other than authorized employees or 
representatives of departments of Federal, state, or po- 
litical subdivisions of the state governments having ju- 
risdiction over the establishment shall be allowed in any 
fireworks plants, except by special permission secured 
from the plant office. 


3. Separation Distances 

31. АП process buildings shall be separated from in- 
habited buildings, public highways and passenger rail- 
ways in accordance with Table 1. 

32. The separation distance between process buildings 
shall be in accordance with Table 2. 

33. Separation distances of nonprocess buildings from 
process buildings and magazines shall be in accordance 
with Table 2. 

34. Separation of magazines containing black powder 
or salutes classified as Class B fireworks from inhabited 
buildings, highways, and other magazines containing 
black powder or salutes classified as Class B fireworks 
shall be in accordance with Table 3. - 


4. Building Construction 

41. Process buildings, except buildings in which cus- 
tomers' orders are prepared for shipment, shall embody 
breakaway construction. The exterior of process build- 
ings constructed after this Code is adopted shall be con- 
structed of materials no more combustible than painted 
wood. 

42. No building shall have a basement or be more 
than one story high. Interior wall surfaces and ceilings of 
buildings shall be smooth, free from cracks and crevices, 
noncombustible, and with a minimum of horizontal 
ledges upon which dust may accumulate. Wall joints and 
openings for wiring and plumbing shall be sealed to pre- 
vent entry of dust. Floors and work surfaces shall not 
have cracks or crevices in which explosives or pyrotech- 
nic compositions may lodge. 

43. Mixing and pressing buildings shall have conduc- 
tive flooring, properly grounded. 

44. The number and location of exits in buildings in 
which fireworks are being processed shall comply with a, 
b and c. : 

a. From every point in every undivided floor area of 
more than one hundred square feet there shall be at least 
two exits accessible in different directions. Where build- 
ing floors are divided into rooms, there shall be at least 


two ways of escape from every room of more than one . 


hundred square feet; toilet rooms need have only one exit 
and shall be so located that the points of access thereto 
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are away from or suitably shielded from fireworks pro- 
cessing areas. 

b. Exits shall be so located that it will not be neces- 
sary to travel more than twenty-five feet from any point 
to reach the nearest exit. The routes to the exits shall be 
unobstructed. 

c. Exit doors shall open outward, and shall be capable 
of being pressure—actuated from the inside. 


5. Heat, Light, Electrical Equipment 

51. No stoves, exposed flames, or electric heaters may 
be used in any part of a building except in a boiler room, 
machine shop, office building, pumphouse, or lavatory in 
which the presence of fireworks, fireworks components, 
or flammable liquids are prohibited. Heating shall be by 
means of steam, indirect hot air radiation, hot water, or 
any other means approved by local authorities. Unit 
heaters, located inside buildings that at any time contain 
explosive or pyrotechnic composition, shall be equipped 
with motors and switches suitable for use in Class II, 
Division | locations. 

52. Where artificial lighting is required in fireworks 
processing buildings it shall be by electricity. Temporary 
or loose electrical wiring shall not be used. Extension 
lights are prohibited except that during repair operations 
approved portable lighting equipment may be used after 
the area has been cleared of all pyrotechnic or explosive 
composition and after all dust has been removed by 
washing down. 

53. All wiring in process buildings shall be in rigid 
metal conduit or be Type MI cable. The wiring, lighting 
fixtures, and switches shall comply with the require- 
ments for Class II, Division 1 locations in Article 502 of 
the National Electrical Code, 1981 Edition. 

54. Wiring, switches, and fixtures in storage buildings 
shall comply with the requirements for Class II, Division 
2 locations in Article 502 of the National Electrical 
Code, 1981 Edition. 

55. All presses and other mechanical devices shall be 
properly grounded. 

56. A master switch shall be provided at the point 
where electric current enters the plant, which will, upon 
being opened, immediately cut off all electric current to 
the plant, except that to emergency circuits such as a 
supply to a fire pump or emergency lighting. 


6. Maximum Building Occupancy and Quantities of Ex- 

plosive or Pyrotechnic Compositions Permitted 

61. The number of occupants in each process building 
and magazine shall be limited to that number necessary 
for the proper conduct of those operations. 

NOTE: This requirement is for purposes of minimizing 
personnel exposure and is distinct from any 
requirement on maximum building occupancy 
that may be in the local building code. 

62. The maximum number of occupants permitted in 
each process building and magazine shall be posted in a 
conspicuous location. 

63. No more than 500 pounds of pyrotechnic and ex- 
plosive composition shall be permitted at one time in any 
mixing building or any building in which pyrotechnic 
and explosive compositions are pressed or otherwise pre- 
pared for finishing and assembling.

64. No more than 500 pounds of pyrotechnic and ex- 
plosive composition shall be permitted in a finishing and 
assembling building at one time. 


7. Fire, Explosion Prevention 

71. All buildings shall be kept clean, orderly, and free 
from accumulation of dust or rubbish. Powder or other 
explosive or pyrotechnic materials, when spilled, shall be 
immediately cleaned up and removed from the building. 

72. Rags, combustible, pyrotechnic or explosive scrap, 
and paper shall be kept separate from each other and 
placed in approved marked containers. All waste and re- 
ject hazardous material shall be removed from all build- 
ings daily and removed from the plant at regular 
intervals and destroyed by submersion in water or by 
burning in a manner acceptable to local authorities. 

73. No smoking or carrying of lighted pipes, ciga- 
rettes, cigars, matches, lighters, or open flame, is per- 
mitted within the plant fence; except that smoking may 
be permitted in office buildings or buildings used exclu- 
sively as lunchrooms or rest rooms and in which the 
presence of fireworks or any explosive composition is 
prohibited. Authorized smoking locations shall be so 
marked, contain suitable receptacles for cigarette and 
cigar butts and pipe residue, and contain at least one 
serviceable fire extinguisher suitable for use on Class A 
fires. Persons whose clothing is contaminated with ex- 
plosives, pyrotechnic, or other dangerous materials to the 
degree that may endanger the safety of personnel shall 
not be permitted in smoking locations. 

74. Matches, cigarette lighters or other flame-pro- 
ducing devices shall not be brought into any process 
building or magazine. 

75. No employee or other person shall enter or at- 
tempt to enter any fireworks plant with liquor or narco- 
tics in his possession, or while under the influence of 
liquor or narcotics, or partake of intoxicants or narcotics 
or other dangerous drugs while in a fireworks plant. 

76. All persons working at or supervising the opera- 
tions in fireworks mixing and pressing buildings shall be 
provided with, and wear, cotton working uniforms. In 
addition, conductive shoes and cotton socks shall be re- 
quired for all Class B fireworks operations and all mix- 
ing, pressing, loading, and matching related to Class C 
fireworks. Facilities for changing into these uniforms, 
and safekeeping for the employees' street clothes shall be 
provided. The uniforms shall be frequently washed, to 
prevent accumulation of explosive or other pyrotechnic 
compounds, and shall not be worn outside the fireworks 
plant. Washing and shower facilities for employees shall 
be provided. АП persons working in or supervising the 
operations in a process building shall wear protective 
clothing and eye protection as needed. All persons work- 
ing in or supervising mixing areas shall wear respirators 
when the situation dictates their need. 

77. Each fireworks plant shall have an employee des- 
ignated as safety officer. All employees of a fireworks 
plant, upon commencing employment and at least annu- 
ally thereafter, shall be given formal instruction by this 
safety officer, regarding proper methods and procedures 
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in fireworks plants and safety requirements and proce- 
dures for handling explosives, pyrotechnics and 
fireworks. 

78. In areas where there is a danger of ignition of 
materials by sparks, properly maintained and nonferrous 
safety hand tools shall be used. 

79. In no case shall oxidizers such as nitrates, chlor- 
ates, or perchlorates be stored in the same building with 
combustible powdered materials such as charcoal, gums, 
metals, sulfur, or antimony sulfide. 


8. Testing Fireworks 

81. Testing of fireworks and components of fireworks 
shall be performed in an area set aside for that purpose 
and located at a safe distance, considering the nature of 
the materials being tested, from any plant building or 
other structure. 


9. Fire Extinguishers; Emergency Procedures 

91. Fire extinguishers shall be provided in all build- 
ings except those in which pyrotechnic mixtures are ex- 
posed. The number and location of extinguishers shall be 
in accordance with the requirements of the local fire 
official. 

92. Emergency procedures shall be formulated for 
each plant which will include personnel instruction in 
any emergency that may be anticipated. All personnel 
shall be made aware of an emergency warning signal. 

93. Emergency procedures shall include instruction in 
the use of portable fire extinguishers and instructions on 
the type of fires on which they may and may not be 
used. 

a. The employees shall be told that if a fire is involv- 
ing or is in danger of spreading to pyrotechnic mixtures, 
they are to leave the building at once and follow pre- 
scribed procedures for alerting other employees. 

b. Extinguishers may be used on fires involving ordi- 
nary combustible materials, if the fire can be fought and 
extinguished without exposing pyrotechnic mixtures. 


PART II 
STORAGE OF CLASS B FIREWORKS 


1. General Provisions 

11. Class B fireworks shall be stored in magazines 
that meet the requirements of this section. 

12. Class B fireworks shall be stored in magazines un- 
less they are in process of manufacture, being physically 
handled in the operating process, being packaged or be- 
ing transported. 

13. Magazines required by this section shall be con- 
structed in accordance with Articles 2 and 3. 

14. Class B fireworks that are bullet-sensitive, shall be 
stored in Type 1, 2, or 3 magazines. 

a. Black powder, and Class B fireworks that are not 
bullet-sensitive shall be stored in a Type 1, 2, 3, or 4 
magazine. 

15. Magazines containing black powder shall be sepa- 
rated from inhabited buildings, passenger railways, and 
public highways, and other magazines in accordance 
with Table 3. 

16. Magazines containing Class B fireworks shall be 
separated from inhabited buildings, passenger railways 
and public highways in accordance with Table 1. 
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17. Magazines containing Class B fireworks shall be 
separated from other magazines and from fireworks 
plant buildings by barricades or screen-type barricades 
and the distances from other magazines and process 
buildings shall be in accordance with Table 2. 


2. Construction of Magazines—General 

21. Magazines shall be constructed in conformity with 
the provisions of this section or may be of substantially 
equivalent construction. 

22. The ground around magazines shall be graded in 
such a manner that water will drain away from the 
magazines. 

23. Magazines requiring heat shall be heated by either 
hot water radiant heating within the magazine building, 
or air directed into the magazine building over either hot 
water or low pressure steam (15 psig maximum) coils 
located outside the magazine building. 

24. The magazine heating systems shall meet the fol- 
lowing requirements: 

1. The radiant heating coils within the building shall 
be installed in such a manner that the fireworks contain- 
ers cannot contact the coils and air is free to circulate 
between the coils and the fireworks. 

2. The heating ducts shall be installed in such a man- 
ner that the hot air discharge from the duct is not di- 
rected against the fireworks or fireworks containers. 

3. The heating device used in connection with a mag- 
azine shall have controls that prevent the ambient build- 
ing temperature from exceeding 130? F. 

4. The electric fan or pump used in the heating system 
for a magazine shall be mounted outside and separate 
from the wall of the magazine and shall be grounded. 

5. The electric fan motor and the controls for an elec- 
trical heating device used in heating water or steam shall 
have overloads and disconnects, which comply with the 
National Electrical Code, 1981. АП electrical switch 
gear shall be located a minimum distance of 25 feet 
from the magazine. 

6. The heating source for water or steam shall be sep- 
arated from the magazine by a distance of not less than 
25 feet when electric and 50 feet when fuel-fired. The 
area between the heating unit and the magazine shall be 
cleared of all combustible materials. 

7. The storage of fireworks and fireworks containers in 
the magazine shall allow uniform air circulation so tem- 
perature uniformity can be maintained throughout the 
stored materials. 

25. When lights are necessary inside the magazine, 
electric safety flashlights or electric safety lanterns shall 
be used. 

a. The authority having jurisdiction may authorize in- 
terior lighting of special design for magazines provided 
that adequate safety is maintained. 

26. When ventilation is required in a magazine, suffi- 
cient ventilation shall be provided to protect the stored 
materials in storage for the specific area in which the 
magazine is located. Stored materials shall be so placed 
in the magazine as not to interfere with ventilation and 
shall be stored so as to prevent contact with masonry 
walls or with any steel or other ferrous metal by means 
of a nonsparking lattice or equivalent lining. 
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3. Construction of Magazines 

31. Type 1 Magazine. A Type 1 magazine shall be a 
permanent structure such as a building or an igloo that 
is bullet-resistant, fire—resistant, theft-resistant, weath- 
er—resistant, and ventilated. 

. a. Walls. Examples of wall construction considered 
suitable for Type 1 magazines are: 

1. Hollow masonry block construction with 8-inch 
blocks having the hollow spaces filled with well-tamped 
dry sand or a well-tamped cement/sand mixture. 

2. Brick or solid cement block construction 8 inches 
thick. 

3. Wood construction covered with 26-gauge metal 
having 3/4-inch plywood or wood sheathing with a 6— 
inch space between the exterior and interior sheathing 
and the space between the sheathing filled with well- 
tamped dry sand or well-tamped cement/dry sand mix- 
ture, with not less than 1-to-8 ratio of cement to sand. 

4. Fourteen-gauge metal construction lined with 4 
inches of brick, solid cement block or hardwood; or filled 
with 6 inches of sand. 

b. Doors. Examples of door construction considered 
suitable for Type 1 magazines are: 

1. Steel plate 3/8-inches thick lined with four layers 
of 3/4-inch tongue and groove hardwood flooring. 

2. Metal plate not less than 14 gauge lined with four 
inches of hardwood. 

c. Roof. The roof of a Type 1 magazine may be con- 
structed of metal not less than 14 gauge; or 3/4-inch 
wood sheathing covered by metal not less than 26 gauge 
or other noncombustible roofing material. All exposed 
wood on the exterior including the eaves shall be pro- 
tected by metal not less than 26 gauge. 

d. Ceiling. Where the natural terrain around a Type 1 
magazine makes it possible to shoot a bullet through the 
roof at such an angle that a bullet could strike the ex- 
plosives stored in the magazine, then either the roof or 
the ceiling shall be of bullet-resistant construction. A 
bullet-resistant ceiling may be constructed at the eave 
line, covering the entire area of the magazine except the 
space necessary for ventilation. Examples of ceiling con- 
struction that are considered bullet—resistant are: 

1. A tray having a depth of not less than 4 inches of 
sand. 

2. A hardwood ceiling not less than 4 inches thick. 

e. Foundation. The foundation may be of masonry, 
wood, or metal and shall be completely enclosed except 
for openings to provide cross ventilation. A wooden 
foundation enclosure shall be covered on the exterior 
with not less than 26-gauge metal. 

f. Floor. The floor may be constructed of wood or 
other suitable floor materials. Floors constructed of ma- 
terials that may cause sparks shall be covered with a 
surface of nonsparking material or the packages of ex- 
plosives shall be placed on pallets of nonsparking mate- 
rial. Magazines constructed with foundation ventilation 
shall have at least a 2-inch air space between the side 
walls and the edge of the floor. 

g. Ventilation. Type 1 magazines shall be ventilated to 
prevent dampness and heating of stored explosives. Ven- 
tilating openings shall be screened to prevent the en- 
trance of sparks. Ventilators in side walls shall be offset 
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or shielded. Magazines having foundation and roof ven- 
tilators with the air circulating between the side walls 
and the floor and between the side walls and the ceiling 
shall have constructed a wooden lattice lining or equiva- 
lent to prevent the packages of explosives from being 
stacked against the side walls and blocking the air 
circulation. 

h. Locks. Each door of a Type 1 magazine shall be 
equipped with two mortise locks; or with two padlocks 
fastened in separate hasps and staples; or with a combi- 
nation of mortise lock and a padlock; or with a mortise 
lock that requires two keys to open; or a three-point 
lock, or equivalent type of lock that secures a door to the 
frame at more than one point. Padlocks shall be steel 
having at least five tumblers and at least a 7/16-inch- 
diameter case-hardened shackle. All padlocks shall be 
protected by steel hoods that are installed in a manner to 
discourage insertion of bolt cutters. Doors that are se- 
cured by a substantial internal bolt do not require addi- 
tional locking devices. Hinges and hasps shall be 
securely fastened to the magazine and all locking hard- 
ware shall be secured rigidly and directly to the door 
frame. 

32. Type 2 Magazine. A Type 2 magazine shall be a 
portable or mobile structure, such as a box, skid—maga- 
zine, trailer or semitrailer, that is fire—resistant, theft— 
resistant, weather-resistant, and ventilated. It shall also 
be bullet-resistant except when used for indoor storage. 

a. Type 2 Outdoor Box Magazine 

1. The sides, bottom, top and covers or doors of Type 
2 outdoor box magazines shall be constructed of metal, 
lined with at least 4 inches of hardwood or equivalent 
bullet-resistant material. The floor shall be of wood or 
other suitable nonsparking floor materials. Floors con- 
structed of ferrous metal shall be covered with a surface 
of nonsparking material. Magazines with top opening 
shall have a lid that overlaps the sides by at least 1 inch 
when in closed position. 

2. Type 2 outdoor box magazines shall be supported in 
such a manner as to prevent the floor from having direct 
contact with the ground. Small magazines shall be 
securely fastened to a fixed object to prevent theft of the 
entire magazine. 

3. Hinges, hasps, locks, and locking hardware shall 
conform to the provisions for Type 1 magazines as spec- 
ified in Paragraph 31(h). 

b. Type 2 Vehicular Magazine 

1. The sides and roof shall be not less than 20 gauge 
metal. The walls shall be lined with 4 inches of brick or 
solid cement block or hardwood, or 6 inches of sand, or 
other bullet-resistant material. The exposed interior 
walls may be lined with wood. The roof shall be protect- 
ed by a bullet-resistant ceiling meeting the construction 
requirements for bullet-resistant ceilings in Paragraph 
31(d). 

2. The doors shall be of metal, lined with not less than 
4 inches of hardwood, or a metal exterior with a hard- 
wood inner door not less than 4 inches in thickness. 

3. The floors shall be in accordance with the provi- 
sions for Type 1 magazines in Paragraph 31(f). 
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4. The doors shall be locked with at least two padlocks 
for each door opening, either two padlocks on the exte- 
rior door fastened on separate hasps and staples or one 
padlock on the exterior door and one padlock on the in- 
terior door. The padlocks shall be steel having at least 
five tumblers and at least a 7/16-inch-diameter сазе- 
hardened shackle. The padlocks need not be protected by 
steel hoods. Hinges and hasps shall be securely fastened 
to the magazine and all locking hardware shall be se- 
cured rigidly and directly to the door frame. When un- 
attended, vehicular magazines shall have wheels 
removed, or be locked with a kingpin locking device, or 
otherwise be effectively immobilized. 

c. Type 2 Indoor Magazine 

1. An indoor Type 2 magazine shall be provided with 
substantial wheels or casters to facilitate removal from a 
building in an emergency. The cover for the magazine 
shall have substantial strap hinges and a means for 
locking. The magazine shall be kept locked except dur- 
ing the placement or removal of explosive materials with 
one five-tumbler padlock or equivalent. 

2. Type 2 indoor magazines shall be painted red and 
shall bear lettering in white, on top, at least three inches 
high, "Explosives—Keep Fire Away." 

3. Type 2 indoor magazines constructed of wood shall 
have sides, bottoms, and covers or doors constructed of 
2-inch hardwood and shall be well braced at corners. 
The magazines shall be covered with sheet metal of not 
less than 20 gauge. Nails exposed to the interior of such 
magazines shall be countersunk. 

4. Type 2 indoor magazines constructed of metal shall 
have sides, bottoms, and covers or doors constructed of 
12-gauge metal and shall be lined inside with a non- 
sparking material. Edges of metal covers shall overlap 
sides at least 1 inch. 

33. Type 3 Magazine. Type 3 magazines shall be 
portable structures that are bullet—resistant, fire—resist- 
ant, theft—resistant, and weather-resistant. 

a. Type 3 magazines shall be equipped with a five- 
tumbler padlock. 

b. Type 3 magazines constructed of wood shall have 
sides, bottoms, and covers or doors constructed of 4—inch 
hardwood and shall be well braced at corners. They shall 
be covered with sheet metal of not less than 20 gauge. 
Nails exposed to the interior of such magazines shall be 
countersunk. 

c. Type 3 magazines constructed of metal shall have 
sides, bottoms, and covers or doors constructed of 12- 
gauge metal and shall be lined inside with a nonsparking 
material. Edges of metal covers shall overlap sides at 
least 1 inch. 

34. Type 4 magazine. A Type 4 magazine shall be a 
permanent, portable, or mobile structure, such as a 
building igloo, box, semitrailer, or other mobile contain- 
er that is fire-resistant, theft-resistant, and weather— 
resistant. 

a. Type 4 Outdoor Magazine 

1. A Type 4 outdoor magazine shall be constructed of 
masonry, wood covered with metal, fabricated metal or a 
combination of these materials. The doors shall be metal 
or wood covered with metal. Permanent magazines shall 
be constructed in accordance with those provisions for 
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Type 1 magazines pertaining to: foundations (Paragraph 
31(e)); ventilation (Paragraph 31(g)); and locks, hinges, 
hasps and locking hardware (Paragraph 31(h)). Vehicu- 
lar Type 4 magazines shall be in accordance with the 
provisions for Type 2 vehicular magazines for locks, 
hinges, hasps and locking hardware (Paragraph 32(b)4) 
and shall be immobilized when unattended (Paragraph 
32(b)2). 

b. Type 4 Indoor Magazine 

1. A Type 4 indoor magazine shall be in accordance 
with the provisions of a Type 2 indoor magazine (Para- 
graph 32(d)). 


4. Magazine Operations 

41. Storage Within Magazines 

a. Magazines shall be in the charge of a competent 
person at all times who shall be at least 21 years of age, 
and who shall be held responsible for the enforcement of 
all safety precautions. The competent person shall keep 
an up-to-date inventory of the contents of magazines. 

b. All magazines containing Class B fireworks or 
black powder shall be opened and inspected at intervals 
of not greater than three days to determine whether 
there has been an unauthorized entry or attempted entry 
into the magazines; or to determine whether there has 
been unauthorized removal of the magazines or the con- 
tents of the magazines. 

c. Magazine doors shall be kept locked, except during 
the time of placement and removal of stocks or during 
inspection. 

d. Safety rules covering the operations of magazines 
shall be posted on the interior of the magazine door. 

e. Corresponding grades and brands shall be stored 
together in such a manner that brands and grade marks 
show. All stocks shall be stored so as to be easily count- 
ed and checked. 

f. Containers shall be piled iri a stable manner. 

g. Containers of Class B fireworks shall be laid flat 
with top side up. 

h. Black powder in shipping containers, when stored in 
magazines with other explosives, shall be segregated. 
Black powder stored in kegs shall be stored on ends, 
bungs down, or on side, seams down. 

i. Open containers shall be securely closed before be- 
ing returned to a magazine. Only fiberboard containers 
may be opened in the magazine. No container without a 
closed lid may be stored in the magazine. 

j Wooden packages of Class B fireworks or black 
powder shall not be unpacked or repacked in a magazine 
nor within 50 feet of a magazine or in close proximity to 
other explosive materials. 

k. Tools used for opening containers of Class B fire- 
works or black powder shall be constructed of nonspark- 
ing material, except that metal slitters may be used for 
opening fiberboard containers. A wood wedge and a fi- 
ber, rubber or wood mallet shall be used for opening or 
closing wood containers of explosives. 

1. Magazines shall be used exclusively for the storage 
of Class B fireworks and black powder. Metal tools other 
than nonferrous transfer conveyors, shall not be stored in 
any magazine containing Class B fireworks or black 
powder. Ferrous metal conveyor stands may be stored in

p. Fireworks and black powder removed from a mag- 
azine under repair shall either be placed in another 
magazine or placed a safe distance from the magazine, 
where they shall be properly guarded and protected until 
repairs have been completed. Upon completion of re- 
pairs, the fireworks and black powder shall be promptly 
returned to the magazine. 

42. Miscellaneous Safety Precautions 

a. Smoking, matches, open flames, spark-producing 
devices and firearms (except firearms carried by author- 
ized guards) shall not be permitted inside of or within 50 
feet of magazines. 

b. The land surrounding magazines shall be kept clear 
of brush, dried grass, leaves and similar combustibles for 
a distance of at least 25 feet. 

c. Combustible materials shall not be stored within 50 
feet of magazines. 

d. Property upon which magazines are located shall be 
posted with signs reading "Explosives—Keep Off." Such 
signs shall be located so as to minimize the possibility of 
a bullet's traveling in the direction of the magazine if 
anyone shoots at the sign.

AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending Order 83, 
Resolution No. 92, filed 11/18/81) 


WAC 314-16-125 SUGGESTIVE, LEWD 
AND/OR OBSCENE CONDUCT ON LICENSED 
PREMISES. The following acts or conduct on licensed 
premises are prohibited: 

(1) To employ or use any person in the sale or service 
of alcoholic beverages in or upon the licensed premises 
while such person is unclothed or in such attire, costume 
or clothing as to expose to view any portion of the breast 
below the top of the areola or of any portion of the pubic 
hair, anus, cleft of the buttocks, vulva or genitals. 

(2) To employ or use the services of any hostess or 
other person to mingle with the patrons while such host- 
ess or other person is unclothed or in such attire, cos- 
tume or clothing as described in subsection (1) above. 


(3) To encourage or permit any person on the licensed 
premises to touch, caress or fondle the breasts, buttocks, 
anus or genitals of any other person. 

(4) To permit any employee or person to wear or use 
any device or covering, exposed to view, which simulates 
the breast, genitals, anus, pubic hair or any portion 
thereof. 

(5) To permit any person to perform acts of or acts 
which simulate: 

(a) Sexual intercourse, masturbation, sodomy, bestial- 
ity, oral copulation, flagellation or any sexual acts which 
are prohibited by law. 

(b) The touching, caressing or fondling of the breast, 
buttocks, anus or genitals. 

(c) The displaying of the pubic hair, anus, vulva or 
genitals. 

(6) Subject to subsection (5) herein, to permit enter- 
tainers whose breast and/or buttocks are exposed to 
view to perform elsewhere on the licensed premises ex- 
cept upon a stage at least eighteen inches above the im- 
mediate floor level and removed at least six feet from the 
nearest patron. 

(7) Subject to subsection (5) herein, to permit any 
dancer-entertainer to perform on the licensed premises 
except when removed at least six feet from the nearest 


patron. This subsection shall not be applied to perform- 
ances of traditional ethnic dancing such as belly danc- 
ing, flamenco dancing, Hawaiian, or Tahitian dancing, 
etc., performed in restaurant, hotel, or club licensed 
premises, provided that the following conditions are met: 

(a) That the licensee shall have applied for and re- 
ceived written approval of the board for such activity. 

(b) That the dancers shall be compensated by the 
licensee. 

(c) The licensee shall keep and have available for in- 
spection by the board, or any peace officer, at all rea- 
sonable times, a list of all traditional ethnic dancers 
employed at the licensed premises. Such list shall be re- 
tained for a period of thirty days after termination of 
employment and shall designate the following informa- 
tion with respect to each entertainer: 

(i) True name and professional or stage name, if any; 

(ii) Residence address and phone number; 

(iii) Social security number; / 

(iv) Terms of the agreement of employment; and 

(v) Signature of both the licensee and the dancer. 
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(d) That a person employed as a traditional ethnic 
dancer at a licensed premises shall not act as an em- 
ployee in any other public capacity such as a waiter, 
waitress, host/hostess, etc., in connection with the sale 
or service of liquor at that licensed premises. 

(e) The dance performances authorized by this sub- 
section shall be those performed for the enjoyment of the 
general audience of the licensee and not for individual 


patrons. 
(8) To permit any person to use artificial devices or 


inanimate objects to depict any of the prohibited activi- 
ties described above. 

(9) To permit any person to remain in or upon the li- 
censed premises who exposes to public view any portion 
of his or her genitals or anus. 

(10) To permit the showing of film, still pictures, 
electronic reproduction, or other visual reproductions 
depicting: 

(a) Acts or simulated acts of sexual intercourse, mas- 
turbation, sodomy, bestiality, oral copulation, flagella- 
tion or any sexual acts which are prohibited by law. 

(b) Any person being touched, caressed or fondled on 
the breast, buttocks, anus or genitals. 

(c) Scenes wherein a person displays the vulva or the 
anus or the genitals. 

(d) Scenes wherein artificial devices or inanimate ob- 
jects are employed to depict, or drawings are employed 
to portray, any of the prohibited activities described 
above. 

(11) Nothing in this rule is intended to modify the 
provisions of RCW 66.28.080 concerning city or county 
dancing or music permits. 

(12) Notwithstanding any of the provisions of this 
rule, no licensee shall employ, use the services of, or 
permit upon his licensed premises, any entertainment or 
person whose attire or conduct is in violation of any city 
or county ordinance. 

(13) The occurrence of any of the above acts or con- 
duct, whether permitted on the part of a licensee or his 
employees or agents or any other persons under the con- 
trol or direction of the licensee or his employees or 
agents, shall constitute good and sufficient cause for 
cancellation of license privileges. 

(14) If any provision of this rule or the application 
thereof to any person or circumstances is held invalid, 
such invalidity shall not affect other provisions or appli- 
cation of the rule which can be given effect without the 
invalid provision or application, and to this end the pro- 
visions of this rule are severable.

STATEMENT OF PURPOSE 


This statement of purpose, prepared in compliance with RCW 34- 
04.045, accompanies proposed rules to be promulgated by the Depart- 
ment of Revenue as follows: 

Title: Tables for Determination of Stumpage Values, new sections 
WAC 458-40-18679 through 458—40-18687 and amendatory sections 
WAC 458-40-18600 and 458-40-19000 through 458-40-19004. 

Purpose: To establish the values for reporting and payment of tim- 
ber excise tax levied by RCW 84.33.071. 

Statutory Authority: RCW 84.33.071, which directs the Department 
of Revenue to prepare tables of stumpage values before June 30 and 
December 31 of each year to be used for the six month periods 
thereafter. 

Summary and Reasons for the Rule: The tables set out the value of 
stumpage for each species or subclassification of timber within desig- 
nated areas having similar growing, harvesting and marketing condi- 
tions. These values are to be used for computing the timber excise tax 
due quarterly by timber harvesters upon timber harvested for sale or 
for commercial industrial use during the period January 1, 1983, 
through June 30, 1983.

WAC 45840-18600 GENERAL. Pursuant to the duty imposed 
by RCW 84.33.071 to prepare tables of stumpage values for each spe- 
cies of timber and consistent with the duty to make allowances for age, 
size, quality, costs of removal, accessibility to point of conversion, 
market conditions, and all other relevant factors, the department has 
promulgated rules and prepared tables which prescribe stumpage val- 
ues and make allowances for the relevant factors. 

Pursuant to the duty imposed by RCW 84.33.073 and 84.33.074 to 


establish an elective manner for the small harvester to report his forest 
excise tax, the department has promulgated rules providing for filing 


an optional short form forest excise tax return.

WAC 45840-18679 DEFINITIONS FOR JANUARY 1 
THROUGH JUNE 30, 1983. (1) Acceptable Log Scaling Rule. The 
acceptable log scaling rule shall be the Scribner Decimal C Log Scale 
Rule or other prevalent measuring practice, provided that such other 
prevalent measuring practice shall be an acceptable scaling procedure 
and provided that such procedure shall be submitted to the department 
for approval prior to the time of harvest. 

(2) Approved Log Scaling and Grading Rules. 

(a) West of the Cascade Summit—Approved Scaling and Grading 
Rule. With respect to the reporting of timber harvested from private or 
public lands in areas west of the Cascade summit, which areas are 
designated as stumpage value areas 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, and 11 in the stump- 
age value area map of WAC 458—40-18680, the methods and proce- 
dures published by the Columbia River Log Scaling and Grading 
Bureau, Grays Harbor Log Scaling and Grading Bureau, and the 
Puget Sound Log Scaling and Grading Bureau and published as the 
"Official Log Scaling and Grading Rules" by the Puget Sound Log 
Scaling and Grading Bureau, Tacoma, Washington are approved by 
the department for use in those areas. 

(b) East of the Cascade Summit—Approved Scaling Rule. With re- 
spect to the reporting of timber harvested from private or public lands 
in areas east of the Cascade summit, which areas are designated as 
stumpage value areas 6, 7, 8, 9, and 10 in the stumpage value area 
тар of WAC 45840-18680, the methods and procedures published 
by the United States Forest Service under the title "National Forest 
Log Scaling Handbook” procedures are approved by the department 
for use in those areas. This log scaling handbook is published under the 
title FSH 2409-11 National Forest Log Scaling Handbook, Forest 
Service, United States Department of Agriculture. 

(c) East of the Cascade Summit—Established Grading Rule. Be- 
cause the National Forest Log Scaling Handbook does not contain 
grading rules, a separate computation shall be made to arrive at the 
proper grade for purposes of determining the timber quality code 
number for timber harvested east of the Cascade summit. The grade 
for quality classification purposes of the timber harvested from private 
or public land east of the Cascade summit shall be determined by the 
number of sawable sixteen foot logs per thousand feet net Scribner 
Decimal C Log Scale. The computation shall be made under the fol- 
lowing three-step procedure: 

(i) Step 1. The highest possible total number of sawable sixteen foot 
logs which could be recovered shall be determined by dividing the sum 
total of length of all sawable logs harvested by the number sixteen. 

(ii) Step 2. The average net volume per sixteen foot recoverable log 
shall be determined by dividing the total volume harvested (net log 
scale) by the total number of sixteen foot logs as determined in Step 1. 

(iii) Step 3. The total number of logs per thousand board feet 
(MBF) shall be determined by dividing one thousand by the average 
net volume as determined in Step 2. 

(3) Codominant Trees. Trees whose crowns form the general level of 
the crown cover and receive full light from above, but comparatively 
little light from the sides. 

(4) Department. Department, for the purposes of this chapter, shall 
mean the department of revenue of the state of Washington. 
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(5) Dominant Trees. Trees whose crowns are higher than the gener- 
al level of the canopy and who receive full light from the sides as well 
as from above. 

(6) Forest Excise Tax Payment. Every person who is engaged in 
business as a harvester of timber from privately or publicly owned land 
shall pay a forest excise tax which shall be equal to the taxable 
stumpage value of timber harvested for sale or for commercial or in- 
dustrial use and multiplied by the appropriate rate as provided in 
RCW 84.33.071. 

(7) Harvester. Harvester shall mean every person who from his own 
land or from land of another under a right or license granted by lease 
or contract, either directly or by.contracting with others, takes timber 
for sale or for commercial or industrial use. It does not include persons 
performing under contract the necessary labor or mechanical services 
for a harvester. 

(8) Harvested Timber—When Determined. Timber shall be consid- 
ered harvested at the time when in the ordinary course of business the 
quantity thereof by species is first definitely determined. 

(9) Harvest Type. Harvest type shall be a term referring to the 
grouping of harvested timber by age and type of harvest and shall in- 
clude and is limited to the following harvest types: 

(a) Merchantable Sawtimber, All Ages—The removal of timber east 
of the Cascade summit shall be reported as "merchantable sawtimber, 
all ages", unless the harvest type comes within the definition in this 
chapter of "special forest products harvest". 

(b) Old Growth Final Harvest. The removal of any 'timber from a 
harvest unit that is 100 years of age or older and west of the Cascade 
summit shall be reported as "old growth final harvest" unless the har- 
vest type comes within the definition in this chapter of "special forest 
products harvest". 

(c) Special Forest Products. The removal of Christmas trees (except 
as provided in RCW 84.33.170), shake blocks and boards, and posts 
and other western redcedar products shall be reported as "special for- 
est products harvest". 

(d) Thinning. The removal of timber from a harvest unit meeting all 
the following conditions: 

(i) Harvest unit located west of the Cascade summit; 

(ii) Timber that is less than 100 years of age; 

(iii) The total merchantable volume which is removed is less than 
forty percent of the total merchantable volume of the harvest unit pri- 
or to harvest; š 

(iv) Not more than forty percent of the total volume removed is 
from the dominant and codominant trees; 

(v) The trees removed in the harvest operation shall be distributed 
over the entire harvest unit. 

(e) Young Growth Final Harvest. The removal of any timber from a 
harvest unit that is less than 100 years of age and does not meet the 
definition of thinning in paragraph (d) of this section and west of the 
Cascade summit shall be reported as "young growth final harvest" un- 
less the harvest type comes within the definition in this chapter of 
"special forest products harvest" or within the definition of "thinning 
harvest". 

(10) Harvest Unit. A harvest unit is a harvest area having the same 
forest excise tax permit number, stumpage value area, hauling distance 
zone, harvest type, harvest adjustments and harvester. A harvest unit 
may include more than one section. 

(11) MBF. As used herein MBF shall mean one thousand board feet 
measured in Scribner Decimal C Log Scale Rule. 

(12) Private Timber. Private timber is all timber harvested from 
privately owned lands. 

(13) Public Timber. Public timber is timber harvested from state, 
federal, municipal, and other government owned lands. 

(14) Sawlog. Sawlog shall mean any log large enough to produce 
one-third of its gross volume in sound lumber or other products that 
can be sawed. 

(15) Species. Species designation is a biologically-based grouping of 
harvested timber and shall include but is not limited to the following 
designations of species and subclassifications thereof (as defined in 
Agriculture Handbook No. 541 Checklist of United States Trees (Na- 
tive and Naturalized)): 
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(a) West of the Cascade summit: 

(i) "Douglas-fir", "western hemlock", "true fir", "western redce- 
dar", "noble fir", "Sitka spruce", "Alaska-cedar", "red alder", and 
"cottonwood" shall be reported as separate species where designated as 
such in the stumpage value tables of WAC 458-40-18674. 

(ii) In areas west of the Cascade summit, species designations for 
the harvest type "special forest products" shall be "western redcedar" 
(shake blocks and boards), "western redcedar" (flatsawn and shingle 
blocks), "western redcedar and other" (posts), "Douglas-fir" (Christ- 
mas trees), "true fir and others" (Christmas trees). 

(b) East of the Cascade summit: 

(i) "Ponderosa pine", "lodgepole pine", "western white pine", 
"Douglas-fir", "western hemlock", "true fir", "western redcedar", 
"western larch” and "Engelmann spruce" shall be reported as separate 
species where designated as such in the stumpage value tables of WAC 
45840-18674. 

(ii) In areas east of the Cascade summit, species designations for the 
harvest type "special forest products" shall be "western redcedar" 
(flatsawn and shingle blocks), "lodgepole pine and other” (posts), 
"pine" (Christmas trees), "Douglas-fir and other" (Christmas trees). 

(c) All areas: 

(i) "Other conifer", as used in the stumpage value tables, shall be all 
other conifers not separately designated in the applicable stumpage 
value tables. 

(ii) "Hardwood", and "other hardwood", as used in the stumpage 
value tables, shall be all hardwoods not separately designated in the 
applicable stumpage value tables. 

(iii) "Utility", "conifer utility", and "hardwood utility" are separate 
species as defined by the "Official Log Scaling and Grading Rules" 
published by the Puget Sound Log Scaling and Grading Bureau and 
shall be reported as separate species where designated as such in the 
stumpage value tables. 

(16) Stumpage Value Area. A stumpage value area is an area with 
specified boundaries which contains timber having similar growing, 
harvesting, and marketing conditions. Presently, there are eleven such 
stumpage value areas designated in the state of Washington as shown 
under WAC 45840-18680. Stumpage value areas 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, and 11 
are located west of the Cascade summit and stumpage value areas 6, 7, 
8, 9, and 10 are located east of the Cascade summit. 

(17) Stumpage Value of Timber. The stumpage value of timber 
shall be the appropriate value for each species of timber harvested, or 
for each species of "special forest product" reported, as set forth in the 
stumpage value tables under WAC 45840-18683. 

(18) Timber. Timber shall include forest trees, standing or down, on 
privately or publicly owned land, and except as provided in RCW 84- 
.33.170 includes Christmas trees, shake blocks and boards, posts and 
other western redcedar products. 

(19) Timber Quality Code Number. The timber quality code num- 
ber is a number assigned to the harvest of a particular species within a 
harvest type under WAC 458—40-18682, and is based upon the con- 
stituent percentage of log grade specifications within the total volume 
of timber harvested for that particular species. 

(20) This rule shall not be construed to affect any public timber 
contracts in effect prior to August 1, 1982.

WAC 458-40-18684 HARVESTER ADJUSTMENTS— 
TABLES FOR JANUARY ! THROUGH JUNE 30, 1983. In order 
to make reasonable and adequate allowances for costs of removal and 
size of logging operation in computation of stumpage value rates as 
required by RCW 84.33.071(3), the department has prepared tables 
which allow for adjustments to the stumpage value rates derived from 
the stumpage value tables of WAC 458-40-18683. 

Harvest adjustments relating to harvest volume per acre, logging 
conditions and average volume per log shall be allowed against the 
stumpage value rates for the designated harvest types and in the des- 
ignated stumpage value areas as set forth in the following tables with 
the following limitations: 


(1) Мо harvest adjustment shall be allowed against "special 
forest products’. 

(2) No harvest adjustment shall be allowed against "utility", 
"conifer utility", and "hardwood utility’. 

(3) Rates for the harvest type "old growth final harvest", shall 
be adjusted to a value no lower than $10 per thousand 
board feet. 

(4) Rates for the harvest type "young growth final harvest", 
conifers, shall be adjusted to a value no lower than $5 per 
thousand board feet. 

(5) Stumpage value rates for conifers within the harvest type 
"merchantable sawtimber, all ages", shall be adjusted to a 
value no lower than $5 per thousand board feet. 

(6) Stumpage value rates for "hardwood" and for "thinning 
harvest” shall be adjusted to a value no lower than $1 per 
thousand board feet. 


Timber harvesters planning to remove timber from areas having 
damaged timber may apply to the department of revenue for adjust- 
ment in stumpage value rates. Such applications should contain a map 
with the legal description of the area from which the timber will be 
removed, a description of the damage sustained by the timber, and a 
listing of additional costs incurred. Such applications should be sent to 
the Department of Revenue AX-02, Forest Tax Division, General Ad- 
ministration Building, Olympia, Washington 98504, before the harvest 
commences. 

In the event the extent of such timber damage or additional costs 
are not known at the time the application is filed, the harvester may 
supplement the application when the necessary information is obtained, 
but in no event later than 90 days following completion of the harvest 
unit. 
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Upon application from any person who plans to harvest damaged 
timber the department will make a determination as to the amount of 
adjustment to be allowed. The harvester will be notified by the depart- 
ment of the amount of the adjustment. This amount can then be taken 
as a credit against tax liabilities or if the harvester is no longer har- 
vesting, a refund will be authorized. 

The following harvest adjustment tables are hereby adopted for use 
during the period of January 1 through June 30, 1983:

500 MBF in a calendar quarter and not exceeding 1,000 MBF in a 
calendar year of combined public and private harvest (excluding coni- 
fer and hardwood utility). It does not include persons performing un- 
der contract the necessary labor or mechanical services for a harvester, 
and it does not include harvests of forest products classified by the de- 
partment of revenue as special forest products including Christmas 
trees, posts, shake boards, bolts, flatsawn and shingle blocks. 

(2) Harvesting and Marketing. Harvesting and marketing costs 
means only those costs directly associated with harvesting the timber 
from the land and delivering it to the buyer and may include the costs 
of disposing of logging residues but it does not include any other costs 
which are not directly and exclusively related to harvesting and mar- 
keting of the timber such as costs of permanent roads or costs of re- 
foresting the land following harvest. 

(3) Stumpage Value. Stumpage value shall be determined by the 
following methods, whichever is most appropriate to the circumstances 
of the harvest: 

(a) Sale of Logs — Timber which has been severed from the stump 
and cut into various lengths for further processing. A landowner who 
has sold logs for a percentage share of gross receipts should report the 
share received under WAC 458—40-18686 (3)(b). The taxable stump- 
age value is the actual gross receipts from the harvested timber less the 
costs of harvesting and marketing. 

(b) Sale of Stumpage — Standing or fallen trees which have not been 
severed from the stump, providing harvest occurs within 12 months of 
sale. If harvest occurs more than 12 months after sale report under 
WAC 458-40-18686 (3)(a). The taxable stumpage value is the actual 
gross receipts received for the timber from the most recent sale prior to 
harvest. No harvesting and marketing cost deduction is allowable. 

(4) This rule shall not be construed to affect any timber contracts in 
effect prior to August 1, 1982.

WAC 458-40-18687 TAXABLE STUMPAGE VALUE FOR 
JANUARY 1 THROUGH JUNE 30, 1983. Taxable stumpage value 
shall be the stumpage value as determined by WAC 458—40—18686(3)

The forest landowner shall pay to the county treasurer the forest 
patrol and special forest fire suppression account assessments levied 
and on county tax statements.

(3) Multiple use of pier and wharf facilities will be encouraged, 
rather than the addition of new facilities. 

(4) Piers on first class tidelands and shorelands will be permitted as 
needed for commercial and residential purposes without any restriction 
as to frequency; however, the length will be restricted as needed so as 
not to unduly interfere with navigation. The type of structure may be 
restricted so as to minimize impact on environment and other users. 

(5) Public and common use residential piers may be considered on 
public use — general beaches so designated on selected second class 
tideland and shoreland tracts. 

(6) No piers or structures of any kind are permitted on public use — 
wilderness beaches so designated on selected second class tideland and 
shoreland tracts. 

(7) Piers may be approved for installation on second class tideland 
and shoreland tracts not designated as public use beaches. They must 
follow the pier spacing and length standards. 

(8) Pier spacing and length standards: 

(a) New piers intended for resort and recreational use on second 
class tidelands and shorelands extending beyond the line of extreme 
low tide or line of navigability may be authorized if more than five 
times the pier length from any other pier on either side. 

(b) Leases covering such installations may require that the owner of 
the pier allow the adjacent shoreline owners to utilize the pier for 
loading and unloading purposes. 

(c) Unauthorized existing piers will be considered as new piers and 
offered leases which may provide for joint use. 

(d) New piers should not extend seaward further than immediately 
adjacent similar structures except in harbor areas where harbor lines 
control pier lengths. 

(9) Pier design criteria: 

(a) Floating piers minimize visual impact and should.be used where 
scenic values are high. However, floating piers constitute an absolute 
impediment to boat traffic or shoreline trolling and should not be used 
in areas where such activities are important and occur within the area 
of the proposed pier. Floating piers provide excellent protection for 
swimmers from high-speed small craft and may be desirable for such 
protection. 

Floating piers interrupt littoral drift and tend to starve down current 
beaches. This effect should be considered before approval. 

(b) Pile piers have a greater visual impact than do floating piers, and 
their use should be minimized in areas where scenic values are high. 
Pile piers cause less interference with littoral drift and do provide a di- 
verse habitat for marine life. In areas where near-shore trolling is im- 
portant, pile piers should be used with bents spaced 16 feet apart and 
with a minimum of 5 feet clearance above extreme high tide. Single 
pile bents are preferred where possible.

This statement is filed pursuant to RCW 34.04.045. 

The introduction of new financial services and pro- 
ducts by financial institutions other than banks, as well 
as extended interpretations by federal banking regulato- 
ry bodies as to the use of these services and products re- 
quires immediate response for state chartered banks to 
remain competitive. Many competitive institutions are 
offering "sweep" accounts tied to a pool of securities in a 
retail repurchase agreement. State banks must respond 
immediately to these competitive pressures or lose valu- 
able customers. 

The Division of Banking has previously issued regula- 
tions and guidelines for retail repurchase agreements. 
Questions have arisen, however, concerning their rela- 
tionship to statutory restrictions on the granting of secu- 
rity interests and assets of the state chartered bank and 
in dealing in securities. 

These rules are promulgated to authorize state banks 
to enter into retail repurchase agreements with a grant 
of a perfected security interest to the consumer customer 
and eliminate doubt with respect to the ability of state 
banks to do so without violating securities prohibitions.

State banks must respond immedi- 
ately to these competitive pressures or lose valuable 
customers. Therefore, these rules are promulgated on an 
emergency basis.

(1) Work related directly to management policy; or (2) work providing 
direct assistance to executive or administrative personnel. 

AGENCY - An office, department, board, commission, or other 
separate unit or division, however designated, of the state government 
and all personnel thereof. It includes any unit of state government es- 
tablished by law, the executive officer or members of which are either 
elected or appointed, upon which the statutes confer powers and im- 
pose duties in connection with operations of either a governmental or 
proprietary nature. 

AGRICULTURAL PERSONNEL - Employees performing work 
which includes farming and all its branches, including cultivating the 
soil, or growing or harvesting crops, or raising livestock, bees, fur- 
bearing animals, or poultry; or doing any practices performed by a 
farmer or on a farm as an incident to or in conjunction with such 
farming operations. 

ALLIED REGISTER - A register for a class for which the duties 
and minimum or desirable qualifications are equivalent to or above 
those for another class. 

ALLOCATION - The assignment of a position to a job 
classification. 

ANNIVERSARY DATE - Original entry date into state service as 
adjusted by leave without pay or break in service. 

APPOINTING AUTHORITY - A person or group of persons law- 
fully authorized to make appointments. 

BARGAINING UNIT - The group of employees in positions de- 
termined by the personnel board to constitute a unit appropriate for 
collective bargaining purposes under these rules. 

BASIC SALARY RANGE - The dollar amount of the step of the 
salary range to which the employee is entitled, before any deduction, 
and exclusive of additional compensation of any kind. 

BOARD - The state personnel board. 

BUMPING - The replacement of an incumbent by another em- 
ployee subject to reduction-in-force, who has greater seniority. 

CAREER PLANNING - A programmed process designed to assist 
employee career growth through job experience, training and/or con- 
tinuing education. 

CERTIFICATION - Providing an agency with the appropriate 
number of names of candidates who have passed the examination for a 
given class and are eligible to be considered for vacancies. 

CLASS - Identification of a position, or a group of positions, suffi- 
ciently similar in duties so that the same requirements of training, ex- 
perience, or skill and the same title, examination, and salary range 
may be applied. 

CLASSIFIED SERVICE - All positions and employees in the state 
service subject to the provisions of chapter 41.06 RCW and these rules. 

COLLECTIVE BARGAINING OR COLLECTIVE NEGOTIA- 
TION - The performance of the mutual obligation of the appointing 
authority, or designee, and the certified exclusive representative of a 
bargaining unit to meet in an attempt to reach an agreement on all 
personnel matters over which the appointing authority may lawfully 
exercise discretion. 

COMPENSATORY TIME - Time off in lieu of cash payment for 
overtime. 

COMPETITIVE SERVICE - All positions in the classified service 
for which a competitive examination is required as a condition prece- 
dent to appointment. 

DATE OF ELECTION - The date of election is the date the direc- 
tor of personnel certifies the results of the election. 
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DEMOTION - A change of a permanent employee from a position 
in one class to a position in another class having a lower maximum 
salary. 

DESIRABLE QUALIFICATIONS - The levels of education 
and/or experience deemed desirable or preferable for admission to the 
examination in lieu of fixed minimum qualifications. 

DIRECTOR - The director of the department of personnel. 

DISABILITY - An employee's bodily inability to perform ade- 
quately the essential duties of the job class. (For purposes of WAC 
356-35-010, this definition shall not include maternity.) 

DISMISSAL - The termination of employment of a permanent em- 
ployee (for cause) or of a probationary employee as specified in these 
rules. 

EDUCATION LEAVE OF ABSENCE - An authorized leave of 
absence for educational purposes. 

ELEVATION - Restoring an employee to the higher classification, 
with permanent status, which was held prior to being granted a 
demotion. 

ELIGIBLE - An applicant whose name is on a register. 

EMERGENCY APPOINTMENT - An appointment, for emergen- 
cy reasons, not to exceed 60 calendar days. 

EMPLOYEE - Any person employed under the jurisdiction of these 
rules. 

EMPLOYEE ORGANIZATION - Any organization having the 
authority, as specified іп WAC 356-42-010, to represent state em- 
ployees on personnel matters. 

EXECUTIVE PERSONNEL (As used in chapter 15 of these rules) 
- Employees who customarily and regularly exercise discretionary 
powers in directing and controlling program operations of an agency or 
division or customarily recognized subdivision thereof and personnel 
who are responsible for (1) hiring or firing or making substantial rec- 
ommendation for same and (2) directing the work of and (3) regulat- 
ing the working hours of two or more employees. 

EXEMPT POSITION — Any position designated as exempt from 
the application of these rules as specified in WAC 356-06-020. 

FULL TIME EMPLOYMENT - Regularly scheduled employment 
requiring an average of 40 hours of work per week. However, for cer- 
tification from a register, work between 32 — 40 hours per week shall 
be considered full time. 

HANDICAPPED - Persons with physical, mental or sensory im- 
pairments that would impede that individual in obtaining and main- 
taining permanent employment and promotional opportunities. The 
impairments must be material rather than slight; static and permanent 
in that they are seldom fully corrected by medical replacement, thera- 
py or surgical means. 

HOLIDAYS - Paid nonwork days for state employees as estab- 
lished by RCW 1.16.050. 

HOUSED PERSONNEL — Employees whose duties require that 
they reside at the place of their employment or who otherwise spend a 
substantial portion of their work time subject to call and not engaged 
in the performance of active duties. 

HUMAN RESOURCE DEVELOPMENT - The function of 
achieving agency goals by changing or enhancing employees’ knowl- 
edges, skills, attitudes and behaviors. 

INTERMITTENT EMPLOYMENT - Employment without any 
understanding of continuity, fitting no particular pattern and per- 
formed for no more than a total of (nine months) 1560 hours during 
any consecutive 12-month period. 

INTERVENING SALARY STEPS — All increment steps in a sal- 
ary range, except the lowest and highest. 

LAW ENFORCEMENT PERSONNEL - Employees empowered 
by statute to enforce laws designed to maintain public peace and order, 
protect life and property, and detect and prevent crimes. Employees in 
these positions must have the power of arrest, and have been trained in 
rules of evidence, laws of arrest, search and seizure and legal rights of 
citizens. 

MINIMUM QUALIFICATIONS - The training, experience, and 
other qualifications established for a given class and required of an ap- 
plicant for admission to the examination for that class. ? 

NONCOMPETITIVE POSITIONS — Positions designated by the 
board as not requiring a competitive examination. 

ORIENTATION - An introduction to the organization and to 
tasks, jobs, procedures and other activities new to the employee. 

OVERTIME — Work authorized and performed in accordance with 
WAC 356-15-030. 
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PART TIME EMPLOYMENT — Work of less than 40 hours per 
week. However, for certification from registers, work of łess than 32 
hours per week shall be considered part time. 

PERIODIC INCREMENT DATE - The date established in ac- 
cordance with the Merit System Rule on which an employee is entitled 
to a salary increase within a salary schedule range as prescribed in the 
merit system rules. 

PERMANENT EMPLOYEE - An employee who has successfully 
completed a probationary period and has had no break in service. 

PERSONNEL RECORD - Such information having pertinence to 
the employment of an employee and which is retained in a specific lo- 
cation as required by WAC 356—46-060(2)A. 

POSITION - A group of duties and responsibilities normally as- 
signed to an employee. Such position may be filled or vacant, full-time 
or part-time, seasonal, temporary or permanent. 

PREMIUM PAYMENT - Wage payment over and above the basic 
salary rate authorized by the board for extraordinary conditions of 
employment. 

PROBATIONARY PERIOD - The trial period of employment fol- 
lowing certification and appointment to, or reemployment in, the clas- 
sified service and continuing for 6 to 12 months as determined under 
the provisions of WAC 356-30—260. 

PROFESSIONAL PERSONNEL - Employees performing work 
which requires consistent exercise of independent judgment and is in a 
specialized field requiring advanced knowledge normally gained 
through achieving a baccalaureate degree but which may be gained 
through equivalent experience. 

PROJECT EMPLOYMENT - A program designated by the direc- 
tor of personnel as "project employment", that is separately financed 
by a grant, federal funds, or by state funds, or by a combination of 
funds to provide training or employment opportunities or expertise or 
additional employees to carry out a specific project or goal and which, 
either because of the nature of the project, funding requirements, or 
potential harmful impact on employment opportunities for regular civil 
service employees, cannot be facilitated through the regular civil serv- 
ice system. Such a program may last upward to two years and beyond, 
but has an end in sight. 

PROMOTION - A change of an employee from a position in one 
class to a position in a class having a higher maximum salary. 

PROVISIONAL APPOINTMENT - An appointment to a position 
pending the establishment of a register for that class. 

REDUCTION-IN-FORCE - A separation resulting from a lack of 
funds, lack of work, good faith reorganization for efficiency purposes, 
or from there being fewer positions than the employees entitled to the 
positions because of exercising their rights to return to the classified 
service. When a reduction-in-force occurs, it is a separation from 
service without cause on the part of the employee. 

REDUCTION - Placement of an employee's salary at a lower step 
within the range as a result of a disciplinary action. 

REEMPLOYMENT - An appointment, made from the reemploy- 
ment register, of a former employee who had permanent status. 

REGISTER - A list of eligible names established for employment 
or reemployment in a class. 

REINSTATEMENT - Return of an employee to full employment 
rights by board action following appeal hearing. 

RESIGNATION - A voluntary separation from employment. 

REVERSION - Voluntary or involuntary movement of an employee 
during a six-month trial service period to the class which was held 
prior to the current trial service appointment. 

SALARY RANGE - A sequence of minimum, intervening, and 
maximum dollar amounts designated by the board as the monthly 
compensation for a class. 

SEASONAL EMPLOYMENT — Work that is cyclic in nature be- 
ginning and ending at approximately the same time every year and 
lasting for no more than nine months. 

SENIORITY - A measure of the last period of unbroken time 
served in positions in the classified service under the jurisdiction of the 
State personnel board. Service in positions brought under the jurisdic- 
tion of the state personnel board by statute is counted as though it had 
previously been under the jurisdiction of the state personnel board. 
Leaves of absence granted by agencies and separations due to reduc- 
tion-in-force are not considered a break in service. Time spent on 
leaves of absence without pay is not credited unless it is for educational 
leaves, or statutes require it be credited; or it is taken at the specific 
request of an agency so employees may perform work specifically re- 
lated to state work. Time spent off the state payroll due to reduction- 
in-force will be credited for that period of time the employee is eligible

to be placed on the ((RHF)) reduction-in-force register. Leaves with- 
out pay granted to directly or indirectly reduce the possible effect of 
((an-ageney)) reduction-in-force will be credited in accordance with 
WAC 356-18-140 and 356-18—220. Leaves of absence without pay 
granted to employees who are drawing worker's compensation because 
of injury or illness while employed by the state will be credited. Time 
spent in exempt appointments listed in RCW 41.06.070 will be credit- 
ed and the service will not be regarded as broken when employees re- 
turn from exempt service in accordance to RCW 41.06.070(22), WAC 
356-06-055((;-356-30-045)) and 356-30-330. Time spent under the 
jurisdiction of the higher education personnel board will be added 
when the employee comes under the jurisdiction of the state personnel 
board through the provisions of WAC ((356-06-055(4))) 356-06- 
055(6). Тһе length of active military service of a veteran, not to exceed 
five years, shall be added to the state service for such veteran or his 
widow. 

SERIES — A group of classes of positions to which the same kind of 
work is assigned but which is at different levels of difficulty and 
responsibility. 

SUPERVISOR - Any employee assigned responsibility by manage- 
ment to participate in all the following functions with respect to their 
subordinate employees: (1) Selection of staff, (2) training and develop- 
ment, (3) planning and assignment of work, (4) evaluation of perform- 
ance, and (5) corrective action. Participation in these functions must 
not be of a merely routine nature but requires the exercise of individu- 
al judgment. : 

SUSPENSION - An enforced absence without pay for disciplinary 
purposes. 

TANDEM EMPLOYMENT - Any position filled by more than one 
employee as voluntarily agreed between management and employee(s) 
who jointly fulfill the responsibilities and duties of the position(s). 

TEMPORARY EMPLOYMENT - Single or multiple periods of 
employment during the absence of a permanent employee on leave; or 
for work done at a workload peak and normally lasting for less than 
nine months and having an end in sight. А 

TERMINATION - Separation from employment for reasons be- 
yond the control of the employee. 

TERMINATION LEAVE - The paid hours of nonworking time 


taken by an employee who is not eligible to receive a lump sum cash 
payment for accrued vacation leave. Termination leave is taken fol- 


lowing the last designated work day prior to an employee's resignation, 
dismissal, or separation due to reduction-in-force or disability and 
continuing until all the employee's accrued vacation leave is exhausted. 

TRAINING - An organized learning process designed to provide 
needed changes in the skills, knowledges, attitudes or behaviors of 
employees. 

TRANSFER - The change of an employee from one to another 
classified position having the same salary range number. 

TRIAL SERVICE PERIOD - A six-month trial period of employ- 
ment of a permanent employee beginning with the effective date of the 
promotion or demotion or appointment from the promotional register. 

TUITION REIMBURSEMENT - A full or partial reimbursement 
to eligible employees by the employing agency for tuition paid to at- 
tend approved courses. 

UNDERFILL - The filling of a position with an employee in a low- 
er related class in the absence of an adequate eligible register for the 
classification. 

UNION SHOP - A form of union security that requires that all 
employees within a bargaining unit become members of the certified 
bargaining representative within 30 calendar days of the union shop 
election or 30 calendar days from an employee's date of hire, whichev- 
er is later. 

UNION SHOP FEE - The union shop fee, sometimes known as a 
representation fee, is the fee paid by an employee to a union shop rep- 
resentative in lieu of holding membership in that union. An employee 
who has been certified for nonmembership status because of bona fide 
religious tenets of a church or religious body of which the employee is 
a member, shall pay a fee equivalent to the regular monthly dues of 
the union shop representative minus any included monthly premiums 
for union sponsored insurance programs. 

UNION SHOP REPRESENTATIVE - A union shop representa- 
tive is an employee organization that is certified as exclusive bargain- 
ing representative for a bargaining unit and which has also been 
certified as union shop representative by the director of personnel. To 
be certified as union shop representative, a majority of all employees in 
the bargaining unit must vote in favor of having the petitioning em- 
ployee organization as their union representative. 
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VETERAN - For the purpose of granting preference during layoffs 
and subsequent reemployment, any person who has one or more years 
of active military service in any branch of the armed forces of the 
United States or who has less than one year's service and is discharged 
with a disability incurred in the line of duty or is discharged at the 
convenience of the government and who, upon termination of such 
service, has received an honorable discharge, a discharge for physical 
reasons with an honorable record, or a release from active military 
service with evidence of service other than that for which an undesir- 
able, bad conduct, or dishonorable discharge is given: PROVIDED, 
That the person has not voluntarily retired with 20 or more years of 
active military service and has military retirement pay in excess of 
$500 per month. 

VETERAN'S WIDOW - For the purpose of granting preference 
during layoffs and subsequent reemployment, the unremarried wife of 
a deceased veteran as defined in WAC 356-06-010 except that such 
veteran's one-year minimum length of active military service shall be 
disregarded. 

VOLUNTEER EXPERIENCE - Work experience for which no 
salary was received, which may be credited toward meeting the mini- 
mum qualifications for a classification: Provided such experience is 
equivalent to and not prohibited by the minimum qualifications of the 
classification. Volunteer experience for which academic credit was 
granted may be used to satisfy either the educational or the experience 
requirements of a class, but may not be used for both. 

WORK DAY - A 24-hour period beginning at a time determined 
by the appointing authority. For scheduled standard work period posi- 
tions the work day begins at the scheduled starting time of the 
employee. 

WORK PERIOD DESIGNATION - [Identification of each 
classification's and position's criteria for hours of work as defined in 
WAC 356-15-020 and qualifications for premium pay as defined in 
chapter 356-15 WAC. 

WORK SCHEDULE - A series of workshifts and work days within 
the workweck. 

WORKSHIFT - Scheduled working hours within the workday. 

WORKWEEK - A regular recurring period of 168 hours beginning 
at a time determined by the appointing authority and continuing for 
seven consecutive 24-hour periods. For scheduled standard work peri- 
od positions the workweck begins at the scheduled starting time of the 
first shift of the employee's uniform shifts. 

Y-RATE - A salary amount which either exceeds the maximum 
step for the salary range of an employee's class or a salary amount that 
falls between the steps of a salary range of an employee's class. 


AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending Order 175, filed 9/22/82) 


WAC 356-18-100 ACCRUED VACATION LEAVE DISPOSI- 
TION—COMPUTATION—HOW MADE. (1) When an employee 
who is a member of the public employees retirement system Plan 1 
separates from service by reason of resignation, layoff, dismissal, re- 
tirement or death, he or she is entitled to a lump sum cash payment of 
all unused vacation leave. The compensation shall be computed by us- 
ing the formula published by the office of financial management. 

(2) When an employee who is not a member of the public employees 
retirement system Plan 1 separates from service by reason of resigna- 
tion, layoff, dismissal, or retirement, agencies or departments shall 
provide methods whereby all accumulated vacation leave may be taken 
as vacation leave. In the case of death, compensation for unused vaca- 
tion leave shall be computed and paid as prescribed by the office of fi- 
nancial management. No lump sum cash payment for unused vacation 
leave shall be made upon termination of employment, except for vaca- 
tion leave earned prior to July 1, 1982 or in case of death. 

(3) Employees may defer the payment of their accumulated vacation 
leave for which otherwise entitled for a period of 30 working days if 
the separation resulted from a reduction-in-force and there is a rea- 
sonable probability of reemployment, or if the separation resulted from 
employees returning to classified positions from exempt positions under 
the provision of RCW 41.06.070(22), ((R€W)) 41.06.100, or WAC 
((356-30-045)) 356-06-055. 

(4) If employees are paid for the accumulated vacation leave and 
are reemployed within the period of time represented by the number of 
days for which vacation pay was received, employees must return the 
payment for the remaining vacation days. Employees will be credited 
with the number of vacation days represented by the returned pay- 
ments at the rate of their last salary. 

(5) The separation cited in subsection (3) ((above)) of this section 
will not be regarded as a break in service for purposes of computing 
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the rates of crediting vacation leave prescribed in WAC 356-18-090, 
provided the employees return to employment other than by certifica- 
tion from the open competitive register. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 356-18-105 TERMINATION LEAVE. (1) Employees 
who separate from the state service (voluntarily or involuntarily, ex- 
cept by death) and are not members of the public employees retire- 
ment system Plan 1 shall exhaust their accrued vacation leave to which 
they are entitled by taking termination leave. 

(2) Termination leave time shall not be credited toward sick leave, 
periodic increments, or seniority. 

(3) Employees may not take accrued sick leave during the period of 
termination leave.

WAC 356-22-070 APPLICATIONS—DISQUALIFICATION.

(6) The applicant has previously been dismissed or requested to re- 
sign from private or public service for delinquency, misconduct, inabil- 
ity to do similar work, or any other such cause directly bearing upon 
fitness as an employee. 


(7) The applicant reverted from a position with the same or similar 
duties, and the prospective employing agency requests such actions and 
indicates the reason for the request. 


(8) The applicant has used, or attempted to use, bribery to secure an 
advantage in the examination or appointment. 

((€8))) (9) The applicant has directly or indirectly obtained infor- 
mation regarding examinations to which he/she was not entitled. 

((69)) (10) The applicant has otherwise violated provisions of these 
rules. 

((6ЮӨЭ)) (11) The applicant has taken part in the compilation, ad- 
ministration or correction of the examination. 


AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending Order 123, filed 9/26/78) 


WAC 356-30-210 TRANSFER—BETWEEN AGENCIES—

This statement is filed pursuant to RCW 34.04.045. 

Re: Amending WAC 388-86-005, 388-87-027 and 
adding new section WAC 388-86-071. 

Purpose of the Rule or Rule Change: To make private 
duty nursing services available to eligible recipients of 
medical assistance and to increase the limit on purchase 
of medical equipment not requiring prior approval from 
$500 to $1,000. 

Statutory Authority: RCW 74.08.090. ` 

Person or Persons Responsible for the Drafting, Im- 
plementation and Enforcement of the Rule: James 
Sparks, Program Manager, Division of Medical Assist- 
ance, Mailstop: LK-11, Phone: 3-7313. 

These rules are not necessary as a result of federal 
law, federal court decision, or state court decision. 


AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending Order 1801, filed 5/5/82) 


WAC 388-86-005 SERVICES AVAILABLE TO RECIPIENTS 
OF MEDICAL ASSISTANCE. (1) For recipients of medical assist- 
ance (MA) categorically needy only, the department shall authorize 
early and periodic screening diagnosis and treatment services including 
dental, vision, and hearing services, to eligible individuals under twen- 
ty-one years of age, family planning services, home health agency ser- 
vices, inpatient and outpatient hospital care, other laboratory and x- 
ray services, skilled nursing home care, and physicians' services in the 
office or away from the office as needed for necessary and essential 
medical care. The department may authorize medically justified am- 
bulance service and other approved transportation. 

(2) The following additional services shall also be authorized when 
medically necessary: Anesthetization services; blood; dental services to 
EPSDT recipients; drugs and pharmaceutical supplies; eyeglasses and 
examination; hearing aids and examinations; oxygen; physical therapy 
services; ((speciał=duty)) private duty nursing services; surgical appli- 
ances, prosthetic devices, and certain other aids to mobility. 

(3) Treatment, transplants, dialysis, equipment and supplies for 
acute and chronic nonfunctioning kidneys are provided in the home, 
hospital and kidney center. See WAC 388-86-050(5). 

(4) Organ transplants, other than kidney transplants аге not provid- 
ed as a part of physician services or hospital care authorized under the 
medical assistance program. 

(5) Treatment to detoxify narcotic addiction cases in a hospital or 
on an outpatient basis is not provided as a part of the medical care 
program. The department will provide treatment for concurrent dis- 
eases and complications. 

(6) Detoxification of an acute alcoholic condition will be provided 
only in a certified detoxification center or in a general hospital with 
certified detoxification facilities. 

(7) The following medical services are not provided: 

(a) Adult dental services, and 

(b) Chiropractic services, 

(c) Treatment of tuberculosis. бес WAC 388-86-050(5). 

(8) Treatment for obesity is not provided as part of the medical care 
program. The department will provide treatment for concurrent dis- 
eases and complications. 

(9) Where evidence is obtainable to establish medical necessity, as 
defined in WAC 388-80-005, the department shall approve the re- 
quest if the recipient or provider submits sufficient objective clinical 
information (including, but not limited to, a physiological description 
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of the disease, injury, impairment or other ailment; pertinent laborato- 
ry findings; x-ray reports; and patient profiles). 

(10) A request for medical services may be denied by the depart- 
ment if the requested service is not medically necessary as defined by 
WAC 388-80-005, is generally regarded by the medical profession as 
experimental in nature or as unacceptable treatment, unless the recipi- 
ent can demonstrate through sufficient objective clinical evidence the 
existence of particular circumstances which render the requested serv- 
ice medically necessary. 

(11) The department shall approve or deny all requests for medical 
services within fifteen days of the receipt of the request, except that if 
additional justifying information is necessary before a decision can be 
made, the request shall be neither approved nor denied but shall be re- 
turned to the provider within five working days of the original receipt. 
If additional justifying information is not returned within thirty days 
of the date it was returned to the provider, then the original request 
shall be approved or denied. However, if such information is returned 
to the department, the request shall be acted upon within five working 
days of the receipt of the additional justifying information. 

(12) Whenever the department denies a request for medical services 
the department shall, within five working days of the decision, give 
written notice of the denial to the recipient and the provider. In order 
to fully inform the recipient, the notice shall state: 

(a) The specific reasons for the department's conclusion to deny the 
requested service. 

(b) If a fair hearing is requested, a medical assessment other than 
that of the person or persons involved in making the original decision 
may be obtained at the expense of the department of social and health 
services, and instructions on how to obtain such assessment. 

(c) The recipient has a right to a fair hearing if the request is made 
within ninety days of receipt of the denial, with the instruction on how 
to request the hearing. 

(d) The recipient may be represented at the hearing by legal counsel 
or other representative. 

(e) That upon request, the CSO shall furnish the recipient the name 
and address of the nearest legal services office. 

(13) The limited casualty program-medically needy is defined in 
chapter 388-99 WAC, and the limited casualty program-medically 
indigent is defined in chapter 388-100 WAC. 

(14) The department has the authority to require a second opinion 
prior to the approval of any elective surgical procedure. 

(15) The department may designate those surgical procedures which 
can be performed in other than a hospital in-patient setting. Where 
the patient has a medical condition which necessitates a hospital ad- 
mission, prior approval by the local medical consultant must be 
obtained. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 388-86-071 PRIVATE DUTY NURSING SERVICES. 
Private duty nursing services may be approved when: 

(1) The individual would otherwise be institutionalized; 

(2) The care is provided in a noninstitutional setting; 

(3) The patient requires more individual and continuous nursing 
care than is available through home health nursing services; 

(4) Provided by a registered or licensed practical nurse under the 
direction of a physician; 

(5) The services are the least costly alternative to care in a medical 
institution; and 

(6) Prior approval is obtained from the office of the medical 
director. 


AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending Order 1725, filed 12/3/81) 


WAC 388-87-027 SERVICES REQUIRING PRIOR AP- 
PROVAL BY STATE OFFICE. (1) The following services requiring 
approval of the local medical consultant shall also receive prior ap- 
proval ((of-the-chief)) of the office of the medical ((policy-and- proce 
dure)) director: 

(a) Nonemergent surgical procedures — see WAC 388-86-095; 

(b) Prosthetic devices and durable medical equipment and nonreus- 
able medical equipment costing more than ((five-hundred)) one thou- 
sand dollars;

(2) With the exception of prosthetic devices and major appliances, 
subsection (1) of this section, does not apply to CSOs or regions which 
have full-time medical consultants who are authorized to give 
approval.

NEW SECTION 


WAC 162-26-080 REASONABLE ACCOMMODATION. (1) 
Unfair to not accommodate. It is an unfair practice for a person in the 
operation of a place of public accommodation to fail to make reason- 
able accommodation to the known physical, sensory, or mental limita- 
tions of a handicapped person, when same service would prevent the 
person from fully enjoying the place of public accommodation. 

(2) Defined. "Reasonable accommodation" is action, reasonably 
possible in the circumstances, to make the regular services of a place of 
public accommodation accessible to persons who otherwise could not 
use or fully enjoy the services because of the person's sensory, mental, 
or physical limitations. 
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(3) Reasonableness. Whether a possible accommodation is reason- 
able or not depends on the cost of making the accommodation, the size 
of the place of public accommodation, the availability of staff to make 
the accommodation, the importance of the service to the handicapped 
person, and other factors bearing on reasonableness in the particular 
situation. 

(4) Examples of accommodation. 

(a) An example of accommodation in a retail setting is special use of 
an elevator by a mobility-impaired person, as described in WAC 162- 
26-060(2). 

(b) Accommodation in all places of public accommodation includes 
the provision of additional explanatory information or assistance for a 
person with a mental disability. 

(c) Accommodation in an office includes the use of sign language 
interpreters and teletypewriters for the deaf. 

(d) Accommodation in public areas includes curb cuts for wheel- 
chairs and elevator controls marked in braille or raised letters. 

(5) Degrees of accommodation. Where the best accommodation is 
not reasonable, the operator of a place of public accommodation 
should use a lesser accommodation, if one is reasonable, before de- 
scending to arranged service. For example, in a small office where it is 
not reasonable to provide sign language interpreters or teletypewriters 
for the deaf, materials for written communication can be provided. 
Providing materials for written communication does not satisfy the 
duty of reasonable accommodation, however, in an office where the 
provision of sign language interpreters or teletypewriters is reasonable. 

(6) Carrying not favored. Carrying a mobility-impaired person is 
not required by law and is not an acceptable accommodation, except in 
rare circumstances. Carrying may be hazardous. It may humiliate the 
handicapped person by dramatizing dependency and creating a specta- 
cle. Carrying should be done only when there is no other way for the 
mobility-impaired person to use the facility, as might be the case with 
an historical building or ship on display, and when it is agreeable to 
the handicapped person. 

(7) Reference to employment standard. The concept of reasonable 
accommodation is also used in the employment context. The commis- 
sion will rely on its interpretations of WAC 162-22-080 and on 
Holland v. Boeing Co., 90 Wn.2d 384, 583 P.2d 621 (1978) for guid- 
ance in applying this section. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 162-26-100 STRUCTURAL BARRIERS TO ACCESSI- 
BILITY. (1) Statute. RCW 49.60.215 says that it 

"shall not be construed to require structural changes, modifications, 
or additions to make any place accessible to a handicapped person ex- 
cept as otherwise required by law. . . ." 

(2) Laws requiring accessibility. The principal laws requiring that 
places be made accessible are: 

(a) The state building code, chapter 19.27 RCW, which includes the 
barrier free design standards adopted in chapter 51-10 WAC under 
authority of chapter 70.92 RCW. The barrier free design standards 
apply with some exceptions to "buildings, structures, or portions 
thereof, . . . which are constructed, substantially remodeled, or sub- 
stantially rehabilitated after October 1, 1976." WAC 51-10-003. 

(b) Chapter 219, Laws of 1971 ex. sess., in effect from August 9, 
1971, through June 30, 1976. This statute required that plans and 
specifications for the erection or remodeling of any public accommo- 
dation must provide for access by physically handicapped persons, for 
toilet facilities designed for use by the physically handicapped, and for 
additional facilities specified in a national standard. 

(c) Chapter 35, Laws of 1967, in effect from June 8, 1967, through 
June 30, 1976. This statute was substantially the same as the 1971 
statute described in paragraph (b) of this subsection, but was limited 
in its coverage to public buildings. 

(d) RCW 35.68.075, requiring curb ramps in sidewalks constructed 
or replaced after June 7, 1973. 

(e) United States law; particularly 45 CFR $ 84.23 implementing 
section 504 of the rehabilitation act of 1973 (29 U.S.C. $ 794), which 
requires that facilities constructed after April 28, 1977 with federal 
assistance be readily accessible to and usable by handicapped persons. 

(3) Practices that are not unfair. It is not an unfair practice under 
RCW 49.60.215 to operate a place of public accommodation with 
structural barriers to accessibility of the handicapped when the struc- 
tural barriers were lawful when constructed and are presently lawful 
under the state building code and other law outside of the law against 
discrimination. This exemption does not relieve the operator of a place 
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of public accommodation of the duty to make reasonable accommoda- 
tion to the needs of handicapped persons as described in WAC 162- 
26-080, or to provide arranged service as described in WAC 162-26- 
090. 

(4) When required by law. It is an unfair practice under RCW 
49.60.215: 

(a) To deny service to any person because of a barrier to accessibili- 
ty when accessibility is required by law; 

(b) To build or remodel in a way that does not comply with re- 
quirements of law on accessibility; 

(c) To operate a place of public accommodation that is out of com- 
pliance with a law requiring accessibility; 

(d) To fail to maintain or fail to continue the accessibility of a place 
of public accommodation that was required by law to be accessible 
when it was built, remodeled, or rehabilitated. 

(5) Nonstructural changes. After January 1, 1983, it is an unfair 
practice under RCW 49.60.215 for a person who is making nonstruc- 
tural changes in a place of public accommodation to fail to eliminate 
barriers to same service when this can be done without substantially 
changing the scope or cost of the project or requiring structural 
changes that are not otherwise required by law. Specifically, it is an 
unfair practice: 

(a) When installing a nonstructural fixture or component, to choose 
and install one that is not accessible to the handicapped or that makes 
the place of public accommodation less accessible to the handicapped. 

(b) When replacing a nonstructural fixture or component, to replace 
it with one that is not accessible to the handicapped or one that makes 
the place of public accommodation less accessible to the handicapped. 

(c) When relocating a nonstructural fixture or component, to relo- 
cate it to a place that is not accessible to the handicapped, unless no 
suitable place is accessible. 

(d) When modifying a nonstructural fixture or component, to do so 
in a way that does not eliminate barriers to the handicapped, when 
possible. 

(6) What is "structural." "Structural" for purposes of RCW 49.60- 
.215 means the load-bearing members and essential structure or com- 
position of a place, as distinguished from its finish, decorations, or 
fittings. Examples of structural components are floors, walls, stairs, 
door openings, sidewalks, elevators, and escalators. Examples of things 
that are not structural are moveable walls, bathroom fixtures and par- 
titions, fixtures such as water fountains (whether or not attached to a 
wall), doors and door hardware, cabinets, counters, handrails, signs 
(attached or painted), elevator controls, alarm systems, and carpeting 
or other floor covers. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 162-26-140 UNFAIR TO REQUEST OR REQUIRE 
WAIVER OF RIGHTS. It is an unfair practice for any person to re- 
quest or require another person to waive rights or hold anyone harm- 
less as a condition of the use or enjoyment of a place of public 
accommodation by a handicapped person. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 162-38-070 STRUCTURAL BARRIERS TO ACCESSI- 
BILITY. (1) Statute. RCW 49.60.222 says: 

"This section shall not be construed to require structural changes, 
modifications, or additions to make facilities accessible to a handi- 
capped person except as otherwise required by law." 

(2) Laws requiring accessibility. The principal laws that require that 
buildings be made accessible are: 

(a) The state building code, chapter 19.27 RCW, which includes the 
barrier free design standards adopted in chapter 51-10 WAC under 
authority of chapter 70.92 RCW. The barrier free design standards 
apply with some exceptions to "buildings, structures, or portions there- 
of, . . . which are constructed, substantially remodeled, or substantial- 
ly rehabilitated after October 1, 1976." WAC 51-10-003. 

(b) Chapter 219, Laws of 1971 1st ex. sess., in effect from August 9, 
1971, through June 30, 1976. This statute required that plans and 
specifications for the erection or remodeling of any public accommo- 
dation must provide for access by physically handicapped persons, for 
toilet facilities designed for use by the physically handicapped, and for 
additional facilities specified in a national standard. 

(c) Chapter 35, Laws of 1967, in effect from June 8, 1967, through 
June 30, 1976. This statute was substantially the same as the 1971 
statute described in paragraph (b) of this subsection, but was limited 
in its coverage to public buildings. 
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(d) RCW 35.68.075, requiring curb ramps in sidewalks constructed 
or replaced after June 7, 1973. 

(e) United States law; particularly 45 CFR $ 8423, implementing 
section 504 of the rehabilitation act of 1973 (29 USC 8 794), which 
requires that facilities constructed after April 28, 1977 with federal 
assistance be readily accessible to and usable by handicapped persons. 

(3) Practices that are not unfair. It is not an unfair practice under 
RCW 49.60.222: 

(a) To engage in a real estate transaction involving real property 
that is not required to be made accessible by law other than the law 
against discrimination; or 

(b) To maintain real property with structural barriers to accessibili- 
ty when the structural barriers were lawful when constructed and are 
presently lawful under the state building code and other law outside of 
the law against discrimination. 

(4) Unfair practices. It is an unfair practice under RCW 49.60.222: 

(a) To build or remodel in violation of the barrier free design stand- 
ards, chapter 51-10 WAC, or other requirement of law on 
accessibility. 

(b) To fail to maintain or fail to continue the accessibility of real 
property that was required by law to be accessible when built, remod- 


eled, or rehabilitated. 


(c) To take any action of the types set out in RCW 49.60.222 (1) 
through (10) against a handicapped person because the real property 
transaction involves real property that is not accessible. 

(d) For an owner of ten or more units of rental property who is 
making nonstructural changes in the rental property to fail to elimi- 
nate barriers to accessibility when this can be done without substan- 
tially changing the scope or cost of the project or requiring structural 
changes that are not otherwise required by law. Specifically, it is an 
unfair practice: 

(i) When installing a nonstructural fixture or component, to choose 
and install one that is not accessible to the handicapped or that makes 
the place of public accommodation less accessible to the handicapped. 

(ii) When replacing a nonstructural fixture or component, to replace 
it with one that is not accessible to the handicapped or one that makes 
the place of public accommodation less accessible to the handicapped. 

(iii) When relocating a nonstructural fixture or component, to relo- 
cate it to a place that is not accessible to the handicapped, unless no 
suitable place is accessible. 

(iv) When modifying a nonstructural fixture or component, to do so 
in a way that does not eliminate barriers to the handicapped, when 
possible. 

(5) What is "structural." "Structural" for purposes of RCW 49.60- 
.222 means the load bearing members and essential structure or com- 
position of a place, as distinguished from its finish, decorations, or 
fittings. Examples of structural components arc floors, walls, stairs, 
door openings, sidewalks, elevators, and escalators. Examples of things 
that are not structural are moveable walls, bathroom fixtures and par- 
titions, fixtures such as water fountains (whether or not attached to a 
wall), doors and door hardware, cabinets, counters, handrails, signs 
(attached or painted), elevator controls, alarm systems, and carpeting 
or other floor covers. 

(6) Modifications by tenant. Rules with respect to allowing tenants 
to make structural or other changes in order to achieve or improve ac- 
cessibility are set out in WAC 162-38-080.

STATEMENT OF PURPOSE 


Name of Agency: Washington State Board of 
Pharmacy. 

Purpose: The purpose of the amendments to chapter 
360-16 WAC is to clarify the requirement that patient 
medication records are considered to be part of the pre- 
scription records maintained by pharmacies; the purpose 
of the amendments to chapter 360-18 WAC is to make 
it clear that during the two months between the expira- 
tion date and the date upon which a penalty fee is as- 
sessed for late filing of a license that the license has 
expired and is not valid for use to practice; the amend- 
ment to chapter 360-36 WAC is to delete a word that 
was inadvertently not deleted in the last amendment to 
this rule; the purpose of the amendments to chapter 
360-40 WAC is to make the chapter more easily read 
and understood by breaking it into a number of sections 
rather than one long section. The chapter contains defi- 
nitions, requirements for license applications, require- 
ments for license display, prohibition of certain condom 
sales, the establishment and creation of a list of ap- 
proved condoms, and the procedure for submission and 
testing of condoms; and the purpose of the amendments 
to chapter 360-44 WAC is to delete an inappropriate 
word, to update the rules to make them consistent with 
current statutory enactments, and to increase the fee for 
copying to cover the actual costs.

WAC 360-36-020 DISPENSING SCHEDULE V CON-

be dispensed without a prescription can be so distributed only for the 
medical purpose(s) indicated on the manufacturer's label (e.g., cough 
syrups may only be dispensed for the treatment of coughs) and shall be 
dispensed in accordance with the following rules. 

(2) Only a licensed pharmacist or a pharmacy intern may dispense a 
schedule V drug. The pharmacist or pharmacy intern making the sale 
is responsible for the recording of the required information in the 
schedule V register book. The pharmacist or pharmacy intern shall not 
sell a schedule V drug to a person below the age of 21 and shall re- 
quire the purchaser to supply identification so that the purchaser's true 
name, address and age can be verified. The pharmacist must keep the 
schedule V drugs in a safe place not accessible to members of the pub- 
lic. The name and address of the pharmacy must be placed on the bot- 
tle or vial of each schedule V drug sold and the pharmacist or 
pharmacy intern dispensing the product must place the date of sale 
and his/her initials on the label at the time of sale. The pharmacist or 
pharmacy intern is required to show every purchaser of a schedule V 
product a copy of subsections (3) and (4) of this rule (sections relating 
to purchaser(s) of schedule V drugs). 

(3) No person shall obtain a schedule V drug without a practition- 
er's prescription unless he/she complies with the following: 

(a) The product must be purchased as a medicine for its indicated 
medical use only; 

(b) The purchaser must sign the schedule V register book with 
his/her true name and address and supply proof of identification. 

(c) The purchaser cannot purchase more than 120 mls (four fluid 
ounces) of schedule V cough preparations, nor more than 240 mls 
(eight fluid ounces) of schedule V antidiarrheal preparations. 

(4) In the absence of a practitioner's prescription, no pharmacist or 
pharmacy shall sell to any person, nor shall any person obtain, within a 
ninety-six hour period, more than the maximum quantity set forth in 
subsection (3)(c) of this rule. Further, no pharmacist or pharmacy 
shall sell to any person, nor shall any person obtain more than twice 
the maximum quantity set forth in (3)(c) above in any sixty-day 
period. 

(5) (a) Every pharmacy handling schedule V drugs must keep a 
schedule V register book in which the following statement must appear 
at the top of each page: "I have not obtained any schedule V prepara- 
tions within the last ninety-six hours, nor obtained schedule V prepa- 
rations more than twice within the last sixty days. This is my true 
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name and address". All sales of schedule V preparations without a 
practitioner's prescription shall be recorded in the schedule V register 
book and the following information must be recorded therein. 

(i) Printed name of purchaser 

(ii) Signature of purchaser 

(iii) Address of purchaser 

(iv) Name of the schedule V preparation sold 

(v) Quantity of schedule V preparation sold 

(vi) Date of sale 

(vii) Initials or name of pharmacist or pharmacy intern who sold the 
schedule V drug 

(viii) Proof of identification: A unique identification number from a 
driver's license or from other state or federally issued photo identifica- 
tion card. 

(b) AII register books used to record the sale of schedule V prepara- 
tions shall conform to the following standards: 

(i) The book shall be 8 1/2 inches wide, 11 inches long. 

(ii) The book shall be securely bound, not loose leaf or spiral bound. 

(iii) The book shall have its pages consecutively numbered with a 
unique number assigned to each book and identified on each page. 

(iv) Each page shall consist of an original and duplicate. If any sales 
are recorded, the duplicate sheet must be mailed to the board of phar- 
macy when completed or on the last day of each month, whichever is 
earlier. 

(3) All pharmacy records relating to ((of)) schedule V drugs shall 
be open to examination by state board of pharmacy investigators dur- 
ing normal business hours. The refusal to permit such examination 
shall constitute grounds for the suspension or revocation of the phar- 
macist's license.

The apparatus 
used as an air compressor shall be equipped with a gauge indicating 
the amount of air injected into the condom being tested. The rate of 
air injection to inflate the condom shall be approximately one cubic 
foot of air per minute. 

(2) Nonrubber condoms (nonelastic material): 

(a) Nonrubber condoms shall be of suitable length, not patched, and 
shall be free from grease or any foreign substances that may be used 
as a filler for hiding imperfections or discolorations. 

(b) Procedure for water testing — nonrubber condoms shall be in- 
flated with water, suspended, and observed for a twelve-hour period. If 
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the water is retained, the condom shall be approved. No condom shall 
be approved if the failure rate exceeds one percent. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 360-40-080 SUSPENSION OR REVOCATION OF 
PROPHYLACTIC LICENSES. Any license issued pursuant to chap- 
ter 18.81 RCW and these rules and regulations is subject to suspension 
or revocation if it is determined by the board, after notice and hearing, 
that the licensee has sold condoms that are not on the board-approved 
list or that the licensee has distributed condoms to an unlicensed 
outlet.

STATEMENT OF PURPOSE 


Title: Amending chapter 173-60 WAC, Maximum Environmental 
Noise Levels. 

Description of Purpose: The chapter establishes maximum noise lev- 
els permissible in identified environments and provides use standards 
relating to the reception of noise within such environments. 

Statutory Authority: Chapter 70.107 RCW. 

Summary of Rule: Natural gas facilities are exempted from chapter 
173-60 WAC with reservation of authority to enforce noise standards 
in specific instances where complaints are received from residential 
citizens, in which case they will be treated as industrial noise sources; 
WAC 173-60-050(2)(а) is amended to add waste water and natural 
gas stationary equipment; definitions section is amended. 

Reasons Supporting Proposed Action: Natural Gas utilities operat- 
ing in the state are concerned with their status relative to violation of 
chapter 173-60 WAC by most of their facilities and contend that as a 
public utility it would be their duty to retrofit all existing facilities 
technically in non-compliance whether there were complaints or not. 
That would result in a tremendous expense which would be borne by 
ratepayers of the utility.

(9) "Disposal" or "deposition" is the discharge, deposit, injection, 
dumping, spilling, leaking, or placing of any "solid waste" into or on

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(12) "Garbage" is all putrescible material including animal and 
vegetable wastes resulting from the handling, preparation, cooking and 
consumption of food; swill and carcasses of dead animals, except sew- 
age, sewage sludge, and human body wastes.

(((+3)) (14) "Incineration" is the controlled combustion of solid 
waste, that yields satisfactory nonputrescible residues and air effluents.

((€23))) (25) "Open burning" is the burning of solid wastes in an 
open area, or pile; or in a barrel or furnace with inadequate controls 
which yields an unsatisfactory residue and an unsatisfactory air 
effluent. 

(((24)) (26) "Person" is an individual, firm, association, copartner- 
ship, political subdivision, government agency, municipality, industry, 
public or private corporation, or any other entity whatsoever. (RCW 
70.95.030) 

((€25))) (27) "Premise" is a tract or parcel of land with or without 
habitable buildings. 

((€26})) (28) "Problem wastes" are bulky wastes, abandoned vehi- 
cles, construction and demolition wastes, industrial wastes, manure, fly 
ash and such other solid waste that may take special handling. 

((€27))) (29) "Processing" is the operation of solid waste handling 
that converts it into a useful product or prepares it for disposal. 

((€28))) (30) "Reclamation" is ((the-cisposat)) a process in which 
there is hand and/or mechanical segregation of solid waste for the 
purpose of sale and reuse including salvage. 

(((29)) (31) "Reclamation site" is a location used for the process- 
ing or the storage of reclaimed material. 

((€30))) (32) "Recycling" is process of reclamation. 

((@)) (33) "Sanitary landfill" is a method of disposing of solid 
waste on land without creating nuisances or hazards to public health or 
safety, by utilizing the principles of engineering to confine the solid 
waste to the smallest practical area, to reduce it to the smallest practi- 
cal volume, and to cover it with a layer of earth at the conclusion of 
each day's operation or at such more frequent intervals as may be 
necessary. 

((€32))) (34) "Scavenging" is the uncontrolled removal of materials 
at a disposal site or transfer station. 


((@3))) (35) 'Sludge" means a semisolid substance consisting of 
settled sewage solids combined with varying amounts of water and dis- 
solved materials generated from a municipal wastewater treatment 
plant or private wastewater treatment system. 


(36) "Solid waste" ((is)) means all putrescible and nonputrescible 
solid and semisolid wastes, including but not limited to garbage, rub- 
bish, ashes, industrial wastes, swill, demolition and construction wastes, 
abandoned vehicles or parts thereof, and discarded commodities. 


(RCW 70.95.030) This includes all solids, semisolids, contained liquid 
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or gaseous materials not presently used, needed, or wanted, resulting 


from private, industrial, commercial, mining, and agricultural opera- 
tions, including sludge from a wastewater treatment plant. 

((4})) (37) "Solid waste handling" means the storage, collection, 
transportation, treatment, utilization, processing, and final disposal of 
solid wastes. (RCW 70.95.030) 

((35))) (38) "Tipping floor" is the unloading area for delivering 
solid waste to an incinerator, transfer station, or reclamation site. 

((36))) (39) "Transfer station" is a fixed, supplemental, 
collection/transportation/disposal facility, used by persons and route 
collection vehicles to deposit solid wastes into a larger transfer vehicle 
for transport to the disposal site. This does not include a detachable 
container used for consolidation of the solid wastes from individuals in 
rural or small town populations. 

((673)) (40) "Utilization" means to benefit by consuming, expend- 
ing, or exhausting by use, "solid waste" materials. 

(41) "Vector" is a living animal, insect or other arthropod which 
transmits an infectious disease from one animal or person to another.

WAC 173-301-180 SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL SITE. A solid 
waste disposal site shall not be established or substantially altered until 
the site location, facilities and proposed method of operation have been 
approved by permit from the jurisdictional health department.

WAC 173-301-320 SLUDGE LANDFILLING. Not all waste- 
water treatment sludges are suitable for landfilling due to pathogens, 
odors, percent solids or operational problems. Any sludge that is desig- 
nated as a dangerous waste must be landfilled at a dangerous waste 
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site permitted according to the Dangerous waste regulation, chapter 
173-303 WAC. The following methods for sludge landfilling have been 
identified: 

(1) Trenching — where a subsurface excavation is required so that 
sludge can be placed entirely below the original ground surface. 
Trench width and depth is a function of volume needed, depth to 
ground water, sidewall stability, and equipment limitations. Daily cov- 
er is required. 

(2) Fill area — where sludge is placed above the original ground sur- 
face. To achieve stacking sludge it is necessary to mix in a bulking 
agent (usually soil) to create a mound. Stacking sludge can also be ac- 
complished by alternating layers of soil or sludge. Mixing and layering 
methods require sludge solids content to be fifteen to twenty percent 
and at least one part soil is needed for each part sludge. Daily cover is 
required. 

(3) Sludge/Soil Mixing — where sludge mixed with soil is used as 
interim or final cover over completed areas of refuse landfills or sludge 
is mixed or covered with top soil at a shallow depth above agronomic 
rates with a treatment system, berms, or liner required. 

(4) Other sludges such as screening, grit, skimmings, and industrial 
sludge may require special handling and disposal practices reviewed 
and approved on a case-by-«ase basis. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 173-301-321 SLUDGE LANDFILLING—POLLUTION 
PREVENTION. The design of sludge landfills must be such that ex- 
isting ground and surface waters are protected from becoming pollut- 
ed. A separation equivalent to four feet of impervious soil shall be the 
minimum separation between the bottom of the fill and highest ground 
water level. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 173-301-322 SLUDGE LANDFILLING—FINAL COV- 
ER. As soon as possible after reaching the final filling or stacking the 
area shall be covered with an adequate layer of compacted soil. The 
final cover should allow for surface water runoff, prevention of odors, 
prevention of the area being a hazard to trespassers and make the site 
more aesthetically compatible with the surrounding area.

WAC 173-301-323 SLUDGE LANDFILLING—FINAL SUR- 
FACE. The finished surface of the sludge filled area shall be covered 
with adequate tillable soil and seeded with native grasses or other suit- 
able vegetation after final cover is applied. If necessary, slopes shall be 
covered with straw or other mulch to prevent erosion. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC. 173-301-324 SLUDGE LANDFILLING—RECORDING 
WITH COUNTY AUDITOR. Maps and a statement of facts con- 
cerning the sludge landfill shall be recorded with the county auditor 
and made a part of the deed not later than three months after the 
completion of operations. Records and plans specifying materials, lo- 
cation, and period of operation shall be available to the general public. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 173-301-330 SLUDGE UTILIZATION. General provi- 
sions for the storage, transportation, and beneficial use of sludge re- 
sulting from domestic and municipal wastewater treatment facilities 
has been established by the department of ecology and published in the 
form of a guideline. The "Municipal and Domestic Sludge Utilization 
Guidelines (WDOE 82-11)" established specific provisions for the 
controlled land spreading of sludge to protect public health and the 
environment. Controlled land spreading can improve plant growth and 
topsoil development because of nutrients and organic matter contained 
in domestic and municipal sludge. Land spreading can be an environ- 
mentally sound long-term solution for sludge generating facilities.

Re: Chapter 419-28 WAC. 

Chapter 30.43 RCW, "Satellite Facilities", authorizes 
availability of satellite facilities for, inter alia, savings 
and loan associations and credit unions. This regulation 
establishes a method of application for satellite facilities, 
filing fees, application for network system approval, a 
method for approval of modification of approved net- 
work systems, and introduces a model application. 

Under the Regulatory Fairness Act, section 3, chapter 
6, Laws of 1982, it is not feasible to have different 
standards for small state chartered savings and loan as- 
sociations and associations not falling within the purview 
of the section. In response to section 4, the regulation is 
designed to simplify the process for state chartered sav- 
ings and loans to qualify for participation in satellite fa- 
cilities, therefore, a reduction in cost of compliance will 
result.

(d) procedures for verification, authorization, storage and posting of 
transactions; 

(e) receipts, audit trails, "hot-card" files, and any other measures 
used to protect the integrity of the system; 

(f) the switch, including (i) an explanation of the means by which a 
transaction is routed to the appropriate data centers; (ii) a description 
of logging and audit procedures for the purpose of verifying transac- 
tions processed through the switch; (iii) the identity of all data centers 
involved in the operation of the system; (iv) the identity of any party 
or parties other than the sponsor responsible for operation of the 
switch, (v) a description of the sponsor's or such other party's or par- 
ties' experience and qualifications in switch operation, and (vi) proce- 
dures for operation during terminal, switch, or CPU down-time 
(whether scheduled or unscheduled).

NEW SECTION 


WAC 419-44-010 STATE CHARTERED CREDIT UN- 
IONS—ACCEPTANCE OF COMPLIANCE AUDIT INSTEAD 
OF EXAMINATION. (1) RCW 31.12.320 authorizes the acceptance, 
in the supervisor's discretion, of independent compliance audit reports 
in lieu of the examination required thereunder. In order to be consid- 
ered for acceptance in lieu of an examination by the supervisor's staff, 
a compliance audit must meet the following conditions: 

(a) The compliance audit was performed by accountants who have 
previously demonstrated extensive knowledge of the examination pro- 
cedures and techniques utilized by the division of savings and loan; 

(b) The scope of the compliance audit follows, but is not limited to, 
the scope of examinations conducted by the division of savings and 
loan, including a compliance review; 

(c) The compliance audit includes a verification of loan and share 
accounts performed in accordance with WAC 419—44—020; 

(d) The compliance audit includes a cash reconciliation, including 
an adequately documented physical cash count, and also includes an 
affirmative verification of investments and deposits by the audited 
credit union; 

(e) Verification of the status of funds borrowed by the audited credit 
union, including promissory notes and certificates; 

(f) The compliance audit sets forth such comments as are appropri- 
ate in a positive format specifying corrective action recommended and 
schedule for completing such corrective action; 

(g) The compliance audit was performed at least nine months and 
not more than fifteen months after the last examination by the division 
of savings and loan; 

(h) АП working papers as well as the accountant's report, internal 
control report, and any other documents associated with the compli- 
ance audit are made available to the supervisor. 

(2) Select portions of a compliance audit may be utilized by division 
of savings and loan examiners in conducting a particular examination 
if: 

(a) The date of the audit corresponds reasonably with the date of 
the examination; and 

(b) That portion of the audit being utilized is supported by working 
papers which substantially correspond to examination work papers uti- 
lized in the conduct of division of savings and loan examinations. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 419-44-020 STATE CHARTERED CREDIT UN- 
IONS—ANNUAL VERIFICATION OF ACCOUNTS. The require- 
ments of RCW 31.12.200 that the auditing committee of each credit 
union verify the share and loan accounts semiannually may be satisfied 
by notifying in writing twenty-five percent or more of the members, 
selected on a random basis, of the current status of their share and 
loan accounts as reflected on the books of the credit union. In the event 
that unreconciled discrepancies are found in two percent or more of 
the members surveyed, a one hundred percent verification shall be 
conducted. 

Verification shall be accomplished either by (1) requiring each 
member to communicate to the auditing committee (or independent 
auditing firm employed by the committee for this purpose) his or her 
disagreement with the credit union's records of his or her account; or 
(2) merely requesting that each member communicate any discrepancy 
to the auditing committee (or indpendent auditing firm employed by 
the committee for this purpose). 
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Credit unions having fewer than one thousand members shall verify 
one hundred percent of active loan and share accounts annually.

WAC 419-44-030 STATE CHARTERED CREDIT UN- 
IONS—DATA PROCESSING  SYSTEMS—FEASIBILITY 
STUDY REQUIRED PRIOR TO ACQUISITION—ANNUAL RE- 
VIEW REQUIRED. (1) The supervisor finds that the acquisition by a 
credit union of an automated data processing system (either in-house 
or by contract with a service bureau) without adequate preplanning 
and analysis of the need for and cost effectiveness of such a system 
poses a substantial risk to the safety and soundness of such credit un- 
ion. To minimize such risk, the supervisor promulgates the following 
requirements which must be met by state-chartered credit unions ac- 
quiring a new automated data processing system or substantially up- 
grading an existing system. These requirements apply, as appropriate, 
to systems which are acquired directly by credit unions and to those 
acquired by contract from an outside party. 

(2) Prior to contracting for direct acquisition of an automated data 
processing system, the board of directors shall cause to be performed 
an independent review of the proposed acquisition by a qualified con- 
sultant with experience in similar engagements, which review shall in- 
clude, without limitation, the following elements: 

(a) Whether the cost involved in the acquisition is commensurate 
with the advantages to be achieved in the credit union's operation as a 
result of the acquisition; 

(b) The availability of qualified personnel to operate the proposed 
new system and the amount and availability of training necessary to 
make the system operational; 

(c) The availability of reliable long-range resources for equipments, 
parts, service, form design and software enhancements; 

(d) The reliability, in terms of performance history and financial 
stability, of the contractor from whom the proposed acquisition is to be 
made. 

(3) Prior to contracting with an outside party to provide an auto- 
mated data processing system for a credit union, the board of directors 
shall cause to be performed an independent review of the proposed 
contract by a qualified consultant with experience in similar engage- 
ments, which review shall include, without limitation, the following 
elements: 

(a) The reliability of the proposed contractor, including performance 
history and financial soundness; 

(b) Capability of equipment to provide current reports promptly and 
to develop future programs for the credit union; 

(с) Adequacy of lock-up and security; 

(d) Availability of qualified personnel to operate the proposed new 
system and the amount and availability of training necessary to make 
the system operational; 

(e) The adequacy of protection to the credit union afforded by the 
provisions of the proposed contract; 

(f) The extent to which the financial obligations incurred by the 
credit union under the proposed contract are commensurate with the 
benefits to be realized in the credit union's operation under the pro- 
posed contract. 

(4) The review required by this section shall be prepared in written 
form by an independent consulting firm with demonstrated expertise in 
evaluating automated data processing systems and having no financial 
relationship with either the proposed contractor or any subcontractor 
thereof. A copy of the review shall be submitted to the supervisor at 
least ten business days in advance of the execution of any proposed 
contract, and the credit union shall not execute such contract nor in 
any way commence the proposed acquisition without the supervisor's 
prior approval. 

(5) In addition to the foregoing, each state chartered credit union 
which utilizes an automated data processing system shall cause to be 
prepared and submitted to its board of directors an annual review as 
provided in statement on auditing standards number three (SAS-3) 
promulgated by the American Institute of Certified Public Account- 
ants, or its equivalent.

STATEMENT OF PURPOSE 


Description: The rule is authorized by chapter 98, 
Laws of 1982, ESSB 4200. This change in the statutes 
was requested by the Department of General Adminis- 
tration to simplify the process of contracting for public 
works projects of $25,000.00 or less. Rather than adver- 
tise statewide for public works projects of $25,000.00 or 
less, the agencies authorized to use the roster will solicit 
at least five quotations from contractors chosen at ran- 
dom by a computer from a list of contractors on the 
small works roster. In addition, whenever possible, one 
minority firm will be included in the solicitation. The 
Department of General Administration, Department of 
Fisheries, Department of Game, State Parks and Recre- 
ation Commission and other agencies as delegated by the 
director of the Department of General Administration 
will be authorized to use the roster. ESSB 4200 requires 
that the Department of General Administration shall 
prepare the rules for pre-qualification of contractors to 
be placed on the small works roster. 

Summary: The rule provides for the qualification of 
contractors to be placed on a small works roster and de- 
scribes how the small works roster would be utilized. In- 
terested contractors would fill out a form that would 
include information about the firm and their interest. 
This information would be placed into a computerized 
data file. When an authorized agency has a public works 
project to be bid, they may ask the computer to provide 
a list of five names, randomly selected from the roster 
for the given location, specialty and category of project 
value. The agency would then contact these firms and 
solicit bids. Necessary safeguards would be provided in 
the system. 
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Agency Personnel: The Division of Engineering and 
Architecture, Department of General Administration, 
has the responsibility for drafting, implementation and 
enforcement of the rule. The office of E and A is located 
at Room 206, General Administration Building, 
Olympia, Washington. The personnel responsible is the 
Manager of E and A, Jack L. Brown, telephone number 
753-3793, and Assistant Attorney General, William 
Williams, telephone number 753-6238.

Agency Comments or Recommendations: None. 

Small Business Economic Impact Statement: Adop- 
tion of the rules for the small works roster will have an 
economic impact on more than ten percent of the con- 
struction industry. The economic impact on small busi- 
ness should be positive rather than negative. The 
compliance and reporting requirements are minimal. The 
construction industry in the state, in particular, the 
small business firms in that industry will incur less cost 
in pursuading state public works projects under 
$25,000.00 and still obtain the same amount of work. 
The negative economic aspect is the cost to fill out a 
form once a year. The form is described below. The rule 
is authorized by chapter 98, Laws of 1982, ESSB 4200. 
This change in the statutes was requested by the De- 
partment of General Administration to simplify the pro- 
cess of contracting for public works projects of 
$25,000.00 or less. Rather than advertise statewide for 
public works projects of $25,000.00 or less, the agencies 
authorized to use the roster will solicit at least five quo- 
tations from contractors chosen at random by a comput- 
er from a list of contractors on the small works roster. In 
addition, whenever possible, one minority firm will be 
included in the solicitation. The Department of General 
Administration, Department of Fisheries, Department of 
Game, State Parks and Recreation Commission and 
other agencies as delegated by the director of the De- 
partment of General Administration will be authorized 
to use the roster. ESSB 4200 requires that the Depart- 
ment of General Administration shall prepare the rules 
for pre-qualification of contractors to be placed on the 
small works roster. In order to be placed on the roster, 
the contractor must fill out a form. The form will re- 
quire: Corporate or firm name; address; phone number; 
state contractors license number; type of construction 
firm; dollar value of projects of interest; geographical 
location(s) where jobs will be accepted. (dollar value 
may vary with location); and if the company is minority 
and/or women owned. This information will be entered 
into a computer and a letter sent to the contractor con- 
firming that they are on the roster. In addition, the letter 
will contain all of the information entered into the com- 
puter so that the contractor can verify that it has been 
correctly entered on the roster. Currently, contractors 
wishing to obtain public works contracts under 
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$25,000.00 but greater than $2,500.00 must competi- 
tively bid projects that are advertised in newspapers and 
trade journals. With the roster the contractor will be 
competing against a fewer number of bidders, but will 
have fewer opportunities to bid. Since the selection of 
firms from the roster will be on a random basis, the in- 
dustry will have the same equal opportunity to obtain 
state work, but would not have to bid as many projects. 
The cost of seeking state work under $25,000.00 dollars; 
therefore, would be less but would still achieve the same 
amount of business. The economic impact on small busi- 
nesses is estimated to be a positive impact in that there 
would be less cost per dollar of sales. It is estimated that 
there would be a net gain of $.50 per $100.00 of the 
public works contracts with the state agencies listed 
above. In summary, the small works roster will have a 
positive impact on the small business contracting firms. 
The expenditure is minimal in filling out a very short 
form and mailing it to the state. In addition, they will 
expend less on seeking state work by bidding fewer jobs 
and having a better opportunity to win when they do bid.

(5) "Native American/American Indian or Alaskan Native" —A 
person with origins in any of the original peoples of North America 
and who maintains culture identification through tribal affiliations or 
community recognition. 

(6) "Minority business enterprise (MBE)"—A business which is 
owned and controlled by one or more minority persons. For purposes of 
this definition, the non-minority owner or owners of the minority busi- 
ness enterprise may not be the owner or operator, in whole or in part, 
of a business engaged in the same or similar type of business activity 
as the minority business enterprises. 

(7) "Women's business enterprise (WBE)"—A business which is 
owned and controlled by one or more women residing in the United 
States or its territories. For purposes of this definition, the male owner 
or owners in a women's business enterprise may not be the owner or 
operator, in whole or in part, of a business engaged in the same or 
similar type of business activity as the women's business enterprise. 

(8) "Owned and controlled" —For purposes of determining whether 
a business is a minority business enterprise, women's business enter- 
prise or combination women's and minority business enterprise, the 
minorities, women, or combination of both, as the context requires, 
shall possess: 

(a) Ownership of greater than fifty percent of the business; and 

(b) Control over management, interest in capital, and interest in 
profit or loss commensurate with the percentage of ownership on which 
the claim status is based; and 

(с) A real and continuing interest in the business. 

(9) In order to be considered a minority or women's business enter- 
prise, a contractor must either be: 

(a) Listed on one of the following MWBE lists: 

(i) Department of Commerce and Economic Development, State of 
Washington (maintained by the Department of General 
Administration); 

(ii) United States Environmental Protection Agency; 

(iii) Department of Transportation, State of Washington; 

(iv) King County—City of Seattle Human Rights Department; or 

(b) As otherwise determined by the Department of General

WAC 236-28-070 DENIAL OR REMOVAL OF CONTRAC-

cally and organoleptically for genuine dairy products, and (d) which 
are held out and sold or marketed as being usable for the same or 
similar purposes as genuine dairy products, and (e) which are most 
frequently packaged in the same types, sizes and shapes of glass, paper 
and plastic containers which historically consumers have associated 
with the marketing of genuine dairy products, and the labeling, ap- 
pearance characteristics and other marketing techniques of said pack- 
ages or containers used for such food products are frequently 
misleading to consumers in that they are confused and led to believe 
that they are buying genuine milk products; and the director further 
finds that as a result of the foregoing conditions and circumstances 
there is insufficient distinction in the names and other labeling of the 
Said products described above and genuine dairy products; that it is 
necessary in order to prevent confusion among consumers and for the 
protection of the public health to promulgate regulations establishing 
definitions and standards of labeling and advertising for said products. 

(2) It is the finding of the director that RCW 69.04.190 provides 
that rules may be adopted for the purpose of promoting honesty and 
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fair dealings in the interest of consumers in the following areas: stand- 
ards for identity of the product, standards of quality, and standards of 
fill, and no authority is set for the adoption of regulations as to where 
the product may be physically located at point of sale.

(1) The product bears a statement on the main display panel of the 
package or container stating that the food product is an imitation 
product in letters not less than one-half the size of the product name, 
but in no case may the letters be smaller than 18. type size; and 

(2) The label on the product clearly states the major difference in 
ingredients and nutritional value (vitamins, minerals and calories) be- 
tween the imitation product and the dairy product it is made to 
resemble.

WAC 16-129-030 PRODUCTS RESEMBLING DAIRY PRO- 
DUCTS— WHEN DEEMED TO BE MISBRANDED, FALSELY 
LABELED OR FALSELY ADVERTISED. (1) Any product resem- 
bling a genuine dairy product shall be deemed to be misbranded and to 
have a misleading label when its package or immediate container or 
dispenser bears a statement, or legend using dairy terms or words or 
designs commonly associated with dairying or genuine dairy products, 
except to the extent that such words or terms are necessary to meet le- 
gal requirements for labeling: PROVIDED, That the term "nondairy" 
may be used as an informative statement. 

(2) Any advertisement or display concerning a product resembling a 
dairy product shall be deemed to be false and misleading if by its con- 
tent such advertisement or display makes use of any dairy terms, or 
words or designs commonly associated with dairying or genuine dairy 
products, except that any such word may be included in the seller's or 
manufacturer's registered name under which he regularly does busi- 
ness: PROVIDED, That this does not include any name registered as a 
subterfuge to include a dairy term: PROVIDED FURTHER, That the 
term "nondairy" may be used as an informative statement. 

(3) No representation or suggestion that any product resembling a 
genuine dairy product is approved or sanctioned by the federal food 
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and drug administration, the Washington state department of agricul- 
ture, or any other governmental entity, shall be made in any labeling 
or advertisement. 

(4) Any label concerning a product resembling a dairy product shall 
clearly set forth a list of ingredients of which such product consists; in 
the event that such product contains vegetable fat or oil, such label 
shall set forth and name the specific kind of vegetable fat or oil. If only 
one oil is used, it shall be specifically named in the ingredient state- 
ment. If a blend of variety of oils is used, the ingredient statement 
shall contain the term "vegetable oil" in the appropriate place in the 
ingredient statement, with a qualifying phrase following the ingredient 
statement, such as "vegetable oils are soybean, cottonseed and coconut 
oils", or "vegetable oil may be cottonseed, coconut or soybean oil".

WAC 16-06-010 PURPOSE. The department of agriculture is a 
department of state government created by RCW 43.17.020. It shall 
hereafter in this chapter be referred to as the "department." Where 
appropriate, department also refers to its staff and employees. The de- 
partment promulgates this chapter to ensure compliance with the pro- 
visions of chapter 42.17 RCW, and in particular with sections of that 
act dealing with public records. ` 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 16-06-020 DEFINITIONS. (1) "Public records" means 
any writing containing information relating to the conduct of govern- 
mental or the performance of any governmental or proprietary func- 
tion prepared, owned, used or retained by any state or local agency 
regardless of physical form or characteristics. 

(2) "Writing" means handwriting, typewriting, printing, photostat- 
ing, photographing, and every other means of recording any form of 
communication or representation including letters, words, pictures, 
sounds, or symbols, or combination thereof, and all papers, maps, 
magnetic or paper tapes, photographic films and prints, magnetic or 
punched cards, discs, drums and other documents. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 16-06-030 DESCRIPTION OF ORGANIZATION. The 
administrative offices of the department are located in the General 
Administration Building, Olympia, Washington. The department is or- 
ganized into six divisions: (1) the division of agriculturał development, 
(2) the division of plant industry, (3) the division of animal industry, 
(4) the division of dairy and food, (5) the division of grain and agri- 
cultural chemicals, and (6) the division of regulatory services. The de- 
partment maintains service locations or major field offices in eleven 
cities. Each of these offices is headed by a supervisor or chief. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 16-06-040 OPERATIONS AND PROCEDURES. The 
general course and method of channeling and determining the opera- 
tions of each major division of the department and the nature of re- 
quirements for all formal and informal procedures connected therewith 
are summarized in the following subsection, each of which is the im- 
mediate responsibility of an assistant director who is designated as the 
superviosr of that division. 

(1) Agricultural development. The director of agriculture, through 
the division of agricultural development, shall exercise all of the pow- 
ers and perform all the duties relating to the development of markets, 
state and federal cooperative marketing programs, land utilization for 
agricultural purposes, water resources, transportation, and farm labor, 
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as such matters relate to the production, distribution and sale of agri- 
cultural commodities. 

(2) Plant industry. The director of agriculture, through the division 
of plant industry, shall exercise all the powers and perform all the du- 
ties prescribed by law relating to horticulture, and horticultural pro- 
ducts. He shall enforce and supervise the administration of all laws 
relating to horticulture, horticultural products, and horticultural 
interests. 

(3) Animal industry. The director of agriculture, through the divi- 
sion of animal industry, shall exercise all the powers and perform all 
duties prescribed by law relating to diseases among domestic animals 
and the quarantine and destruction of diseased animals. He shall en- 
force and supervise the administration of all laws relating to meat in- 
spection, the prevention, detection, control and eradication of diseases 
of domestic animals, and all other matters relative to the diseases of 
livestock and their effect upon the public health. 

(4) Dairy and food. The director of agriculture, through the division 
of dairy and food, shall exercise all powers and perform all duties pre- 
scribed by law with respect to the inspection of foods, food products, 
drinks, milk and milk products, and dairies and dairy products and the 
components thereof. He shall enforce and supervise the administration 
of all laws relating to foods, food products, drinks, milk and milk pro- 
ducts, dairy and dairy products, and their inspection , manufacture, 
and sale. 

(5) Grain and agricultural chemicals. The director of agriculture, 
through the division of grain and agricultural chemicals, shall exercise 
all powers and perform all duties prescribed by law with respect to 
grains, grain and hay products, grain and terminal warehouses in rela- 
tion thereto, commercial feeds, commercial fertilizers, and chemical 
pesticides. He shall enforce and supervise the administration of all laws 
relating to grains, grain and hay products, grain and terminal ware- 
houses in relation thereto, commercial feeds, commercial fertilizers, 
and chemical pesticides. 

(6) Regulatory services. The director of agriculture, through the di- 
vision of regulatory services shall exercise all the powers and perform 
all the duties prescribed by law relating to commission merchants, 
livestock identification, livestock brand registration and inspection. He 
Shall enforce and supervise the administration of all laws relating to 
commission merchants, livestock identification and shall have the pow- 
er to enforce all laws relating to any division under the supervision of 
the director of agriculture.

WAC 16-06-050 PUBLIC RECORDS DESIGNEES. The as- 
sistant director of each division shall be in charge of the public records 
for that division.

WAC 16-06-060 AVAILABILITY OF PUBLIC RECORDS. 
(1) АП public records of the department, as defined іп WAC 16-06- 
020 are deemed to be available for public inspection and copying pur- 
suant to these rules, except as otherwise provided by RCW 42.17.260, 
RCW 42.17.310, RCW 42.17.330, WAC 16-06-100, and WAC 16- 
06-110. 

(2) Public records of the department maintained in the administra- 
tive offices will be available for inspection and copying during the cus- 
tomary office hours of the department. For the purposes of this 
chapter, the customary office hours are 8:00 a.m. to noon and 1:00 
p.m. to 5:00 p.m., Monday through Friday, excluding legal holidays. 
Specific records not available in the administrative offices will be made 
available pursuant to the procedures described in WAC 16-06—070. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 16-06-070 REQUESTS FOR PUBLIC RECORDS. In 
accordance with requirements of chapter 42.17 RCW that agencies 
prevent unreasonable invasions of privacy, protect public records from 
damage or disorganization, and prevent excessive interference with es- 
sential functions of the agency, public records may be obtained by 
members of the public at the administrative offices of the department 
upon compliance with the following procedures: 

(1) AII requests shall be made in writing. A form prescribed by the 
department shall be available at the administrative offices. The written 
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request or prescribed form shall be submitted or presented to the as- 
sistant director of the appropriate division at the administrative offices 
of the department during customary office hours. The request shall in- 
clude the following information: 

(a) The name and address of the person requesting the record. 

(b) The time of day and calendar date on which the request was re- 
ceived at the administrative offices of the department. 

(c) The nature of the request. 

(2) In all cases in which a member of the public is making a request, 
it shall be the obligation of the public records designee to whom the 
request is made, to assist the member of the public in appropriately 
identifying the public record requested. 

(3) When it appears that a request for a record is made by or on 
behalf of a party to a lawsuit or a controversy to which the department 
is also a party, or when such a request is made by or on behalf of an 
attorney for such a party, the request shall be referred for appropriate 
response to the assistant attorney general assigned to the department. 

(4) 1f the record is not maintained in the administrative offices of 
the department, the public records designee, after approving the re- 
quest, will retrieve the record and advise the person making the request 
by telephone or mail of the time and place the record will be available, 
which time will be as reasonably soon after the request is made as 


possible. 


NEW SECTION 


МАС 16-06-080 FEES. (1) No fee shall be charged for the in- 
spection of public records. 

(2) The department shall impose a reasonable charge for providing 
copies of public records and for the use of agency equipment to copy 
records by any person: PROVIDED, That such charges shall not ex- 
ceed the amount necessary to reimburse the department for its actual 
costs incident to such copying. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 16-06-090 PROTECTION OF PUBLIC RECORDS. In 
order to adequately protect the public records of the department, the 
following rules have been adopted: 

(1) No public records shall be removed from the department's 
premises. 

(2) Inspection of any public record shall be conducted in the pres- 
ence of a designated department employee. 

(3) No public records may be marked or altered in any manner 
during inspection. 

(4) Public records that are maintained in a file or jacket, or chrono- 
logical order, may not be dismantled except by a designated depart- 
ment employee for purposes of copying. 

(5) Upon request of a member of the public to examine an entire file 
or group of documents, as distinguished from a request to examine 
certain individual documents, the department shall be allowed a rea- 
sonable time to inspect the file to determine whether information pro- 
tected from disclosure by RCW 42.17.310 is contained therein. The 
department shall promptly notify the party making the request that a 
preliminary inspection is being undertaken, and the department shall 
not be deemed in violation of its obligation otherwise to reply promptly 
to requests for public documents by reason of causing such an inspec- 
tion to be performed. 

(6) The department shall not give, sell or provide access to lists of 
individuals requested for commercial purposes, and the department 
shall not do so unless specifically authorized or directed to by law: 
PROVIDED, That lists of applicants for professional licenses and of 
professional licenses shall be made available to those professional asso- 
ciations or educational organizations recognized by their professional 
licensing or examination board, upon payment of a reasonable charge 
therefor: PROVIDED FURTHER, That such recognition may be re- 
fused only for a good cause pursuant to a hearing under the provisions 
of chapter 34.04 RCW. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 16-06-100 EXEMPTIONS. (1) The department reserves 
the right to determine that a public record requested in accordance 
with the procedures outlined in WAC 16-06-070 is exempt under the 
provisions of chapter 42.17 RCW and other applicable laws. 

(2) In addition, pursuant to chapter 42.17 RCW, the department 
reserves the right to delete identifying details when it makes available 
or publishes any public record, in any case when there is a reason to 
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believe that disclosure of such details would be an invasion of personal 
privacy or vital governmental interests. In each case, the justification 
shall be explained in writing. 

(3) The department reserves the right provided by RCW 42.17.330 
to move the various superior courts to enjoin the examination of any 
specific public record when it believes such examination would sub- 
stantially and irreparably damage any person, or would substantially 
and irreparably damage vital governmental functions. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 16-06-110 DENIAL OF REQUEST. The department re- 
serves the right to refuse, in whole or in part, as provided by RCW 
42.17.310, a written request for inspection of any public record. Each 
denial of a request for a public record shall include a written statement 
by the public records designee of the specific exemption authorizing 
the withholding of the record and a brief explanation of how the ex- 
emption applies to the record withheld. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 16-06-120 REVIEW OF DENIAL OF REQUEST FOR 
INSPECTION OR COPYING OF PUBLIC RECORDS. (1) Any 
person who objects to the denial of a written request for a public 
record may petition for prompt review of such decision by tendering a 
written request for review. The written request shall specifically refer 
to the written statement that constituted or accompanied the denial by 
the public records designee. 

(2) Immediately after receiving a written request for review of a de- 
cision denying a public record, the public records designee denying the 
request shall refer it to the director. The petition shall be reviewed 
promptly by the director and the action of the public records designee 
approved or disapproved. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 16-06-130 RECORDS INDEX. The department finds that 
it would be unduly burdensome and would interfere with agency oper- 
ations currently to develop an index of records as specified in RCW 
42.17.260(2), because of the complexity and diversity of its operations 
and the resulting volume of correspondence, reports, surveys, staff 
studies, and other materials. The department will make available for 
public inspection and copying all indexes which may at a future time 
be developed for agency use. 


NEW SECTION 


WAC 16-06-140 PUBLIC RECORDS REQUEST FORM. The 
department hereby adopts a form entitled "Request for Public Record" 
for use by all persons requesting inspection and/or copying of depart- 
ment public records. The form may be secured from the administrative 
offices of the department.
